Aceowils. ACCOUNTS. 

The prepai'iitioa of the voluminous Returns connected with our general business, 
together with those required by Parliament and the Board of Audit, has considerably 
delayed the completion of this Report, which will be found to contain a number of 
distinct accounts given in detail, all of which, to insure accuracy, required careful 
checking, demanding much labour and time. 

In our Repoi-t of last year, we stated that the new system of keeping the accounts 
had been put into operation, and that we should speak fully on the working of that 
system in this Report; the necessity for doing so has been rendered unnecessary 
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by the recent insptction of the books by o;ie of the special auditors sent expressly 
by your Lordships for that purpose, who has reported fully on the subject ; the 
system is working satisfactorily, and should changes be considered desirable in any 
of the details, after further experience, we shall not fail to submit the same for 
your Lordships’ consideration. 

The establishment of district paymasters works extremely well ; and, since the 
Commissariat Officers have been so employed, the payments have been made with 
oreat regularity and punctuality, and, should our operations be carried on upon a 
more extended scale than at present, we shall consider it veryimportant to increase 
the number of districts, by reducing the extent of those at present formed ; and it 
is only due to the officers of that branch of the service employed under us at the 
out-stations, to report very favourably of the zealous and able manner in which 
they have performed the duties required of them. 

We feel that we should not he doing justice to the meritsof the local pay clerks, 
if we failed to notice the very satisfactory and creditable manner in which they, 
with scarcely an exception, have discharged the duties of their office; many have 
had to distribute large sums of money among the labourers on the various works, 
and the regularity with which they made their payments, and the accuracy of their 
accounts, does them great credit. 

Public lFo7‘fe’ Loan Funds. 

The loan fund of 60,000/. provided by the Public Works’ Act,_6th and 7lh 
Victoria, c. 44, is now appropriated, pursuant to your Lordships’ instructions, 
principally to loans for arterial drainages, subject to the charges on it previously 
sanctioned, the largest of which is that for Limerick docks. The loans to 
»Tand juries are, by your Lordships’ minute of 15th August, 1848, and letter 
of 9th October, 1848, directed to be made out of the repayments of loans issued 
under the 9th Viet. c. 1, and 9th and 10th Viet. c. 107, according to the pro- 
visions of the 10th and 11th Viet. c. 51, the loans to each county not to exceed 
the amount of the repayments in such county. Hitherto the applications for loans 
by Grand Juries, to complete works commenced during the period of famine, have 
been very few, and confined to the Counties of Wicklow, Louth, Longford, and 
Westmeath. We shall soon be prepared to submit for your Lordships’ sanction 
.several applications for loans in aid of arterial drainages out of the balances of the 
repayments in the several counties, after allowing for the amount of the present- 
ments to borrow, passed at the late Assizes. 



LANDED PROPERTY IMPROVEMENT ACT. im^Tmprwmau. 

(10th VicT., Cap. 32.)

In our Report for last year we entered fully into the detail of the system which Pages iss— 2 iy. 
had been adopted, with your Lordships' approbation, for carrying out the provisions 
of this Act ; and we were enabled to show, as far as the works had been executed, 
that they had been successful, and were likely to lead, not only to an increase in the 
value of the land drained, but to an improvement in the system of agriculture 
throughout the country. . 

According to our general statement, dated 28th May, 1848, it appeared that up 
to that period applications for loans had been made by 1767 proprietors, amount- 
ing in the whole to the sum of 2,735,004/. 12s. 9d. ; that loans to the amount of 
1,420,600/. had been sanctioned by your Lordships, and that the sum of 224,800/. 
had been issued, 186,910/. on account of the first instalments, and 37,890/. for 
second and additional instalments for works on which considerable progress had 

been made. . , i • i i j 

We have now the pleasure to state, that during the period which has elapsed 
since the date of our last Report, the progress of the Land Improvement Works 
has been very satisfactory. At the commencement, even in our most advanced 
districts, the works were not conducted in the regular and systematic manner 
necessary to insure ultimate success, and a beneficiiu return, in proportion to the 
expenditure contemplated by the Act. The superintendents employed by many of 
the proprietors had never, previously executed or, seen works of thorough draining 
completed according to the modern system, and many did not think it necessary to 
adhere strictly to the plans laid down, or the dimensions of. the drains given in 
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Landlmpraverwht. tlie Specifications prepared for their guidance ; but through the meaus of frequent 
inspections, and the instructions given on each occasion, the works gradually 
assumed a different character ; and the overseei s, gratif.ed by their own success, be- 
came zealous in the performance of their duty. 

Occasiounlly both English and Scotch overseers have been employed with con- 
siderable advantage, and on the whole, even in the most remote and backward 
districts of the V’’est, drainage works are now being executed in a manner, which 
tsvo years ago would hiwe been considered, in our best districts, worthy of imi- 
tation. 

At the present time, say up to the 5tli April instant, the total sum applied for 
on loan \mder the Land Improvement Act amounts to 3,074,959?. lOs. the 
total sum sanctioned by your Lordships, and on which loans have been subsequently 
made, amounts to 1 ,543,950?. ; the total sum cancelled, or relinquished by proprie- 
tors, being a portion of the loans originally sanctioned, amounts to 112,090?., 
which- being deducted from the gross amount of loans granted, gives the amount 
1,431,860?., which may be said to be at present in operation, and this sum de- 
ducted from the gross amount of the fund, viz., 1,500,000?., shows a balance of 
68,140?. now remaining to be recommended for the sanction of your Lordships, 
of which 58,780?. has been aheady allocated. 

Owing to the number of proprietors who have applied for loans to whom none 
have yet been made, and numerous others, to whom only a portion, rarely more than 
one-half of the sum applied for, has been granted, there would be no difficulty in 
at once allocating the residue of 9360?. ; but we have considered it desirable to 
retain a small balance in our hands to meet contingencies, and to make small ad- 
ditional loans to complete works for which loans had previously been made, but 
which were found to he insufflcieut to effect the object proposed, to the full extent 
recommended by the Inspectors of Drainage. 

The gross amount of instalments which have been issued from the commence- 
ment in September, 1847, up to the 5th April, 1849, is equal to 520,700?., of 
which 165,270?. had been issued up to the 1st April, 1848, showing an issue of 
355,430?. during the last year. 

According to the last reports of our Inspeclors, it appears that the sum of 
295, 717?- has been expended in thorough dnuiiing, subsoiling, fencing and making 
farm roads, up to tlie present time, and that the sum of 225,463?., the amount of 
the instalments which have been last issued to the several proprietors, may be said 
to be in progress of expenditure, though, we regret to say, this is not the case in 
eveiy in.stance, as a few proprietors u-ho obtained loans, either in the autumn of 
1847 or early in 1848, and to whom a first instalment has been issued, have not 
yet expended the sum advanced, or at least have not reportefl that it iias been ex- 
pended ; and in consequence we possess uo official notice, that any works have been 
opened, and in several cases we nave reason to believe that nothing has as yet been 
commenced. 

We are of opinion that all loans made to proprietors who have acted in this 
manner should be withdrawn, and that legal steps should be taken, to enforce the 
re-payment of the advances that have been made. Fortunately, the amount so 
circumstanced is inconsiderable, and the number of proprietors whose loans are 
thus in abeyance is few, when compared to the number who have carried on their 
works in a satisfactoi-y manner, and whose zeal and exertion increase in proportion 
to the benefit which has resulted from the drainages already completed. 

In the humid climate of Ireland the direct benefit derived from drained land, is 
even more striking than in England, and the neighbouring farmer whose land is 
undrained, and whose ditches are full of water, looks with wonder at late autumn 
or early spring ploughing which he cannot attempt, and still more at the double 
crops of corn, and more than double crops of turnips, raised on land which the 
previous year exliibited the same neglected and unproductive character as his own. 
Adversity is a wholesome monitor : all now perceive that he who would thrive 
must abandon the ancient lazy and slovenly system, and, happily for the country, 
increasing energy and skill have become the order of the day ; and all persons who 
have travelled in Ireland during the present spring will have noticed a marked 
improvement in the neatness and perfection of the tillage, and the unusually early 
period at which the crops have been sown, throughout the greater part of the 
couutiy. 

The number of acres that have been thorough drained under the Land Improve- 
ment Act, from the commencement up to the present time, amounts to 38,860, 
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g*ving an average of 4/. IO 5 , per acre, and a great portion of the drained land has Land 
also been subsoiled. 

The extent both of new stone and earth fences made has been considerable, and 
much has been done in clearing rocky lands of stones, so as to admit of their being 
ploughed. 

In regard to fences, many applications have been made by proprietors for the 
erection of stonewalls for enclosing demesnes or valuable farms, bounded by 
main roads, at an expense varying from 15s. to 20s. per running perch of yards. 

Though we have thought it advisable in some cases to entertain such applications, 
when in conjunction with the thorough draining of the adjoining land, still we have 
in every case limited the expenditure to be defrayed out of the loan, to the usual 
cost of an ordinary farm fence, composed of dry masonry, which rarely exceeds 
7#. per running perch. 

But many proprietors who have obtained loans under our rules, including dry 
stone fences, have erected ornamental stone and mortar walls, at a considerable 
cost. Under such circumstances, our Inspectors have never allowed more, than 
the amount contained in the original estimate, for farm fences. 

In many districts, particularly of the West, a])plications have been made and 
approved of, for the transfer of* loans for the improvement of one portion of the 
same estate to another. Such transfers have been chiefly applied for, for the 
purpose of enabling the proprietors to remodel and improve tracts of land 
previously held, in small farms, by a numerous tenantry, but which have been 
abandoned, and the inhabitants removed, either through emigration, or by their 
becoming paupers on the out-door or in-door relief. 

In all such cases, the system of improvement recommended has been, to divide 
each tract into a number of moderate-sized farms, the area being proportioned to 
the quality of the land ; to surround each farm with a fence, and to sub^vide the 
interior of the land according to the locality, and the nature and quality of the 
soil, into six or eight fields of equal sizes. In many localities of the West, where 
cereal crops are not certain, and where drained lands in pasture, continue to 
improve in quality for a certain time, the rearing of young cattle, or dairy, 
will be found most productive. In such localities eight or even more divisions 
are suitable; but in the Midland and Eastern • districts, six equal divisions will 
better suit a regular rotation of crops, and until a regular system and rotation be 
introduced, and persevered in, we shall have no steady or satisfactory improvement 
in agriculture. 

This system of 'operations, on deserted lands, is now in progress in several 
localities; and we know of none, which will eventually be more remunerative, or 
tend more to the improvement of agriculture. 

In our Report of last year, we mentioned that the system of thorough draining 
recommended by us, and which had been generally adopted throughout the coun- adopted.* 
try, was based cn that introduced by Mr. Smith of Deanston, but modified con- 
siderably, according to circumstances in regard to depth, and the distance between, 
the par^lel drains. r • u 

In the commencement, the general depth adopted was from 2 feet b inches to 
3 feet, and the distance from 18 to 30 feet between the drains. During the last 
year, the deep system advocated by Mr. Josiah Farkes has been gaining gfouncl, 
and at present the greater part of the drmnsare sunk to the depth of from 3 feet 9 
inches to 4 feet, and the distance between the drains, from 32 to 45 feet. Except- 
ing on the east coast of the county of Wexford, we have no extensive districts 
composed of heavy tenacious clays, the greater portion of our wet soils, consisting 
of a clayey loam, usually intermixed with small pebble limestone. Such sous are 
easily drained, and drains 4 feet in depth, and varying from 36 to 45 feet apart, 
are found effectual, particularly where the surface has been carefully subsoiled 
eitherbythe plough or spade; but the latter is much to be preferred, and our labourers, 
are now becoming so expert, that tbe cost per acredoes not much exceed that. of deep 
subsoiling by the plough. In some districts .subsoiling by the spade is effected 
at the cost of 2Z. per acre, which is very moderate. In others, it amounts to 21 
per acre, and we have no doubt that trained labourers can easily earn fair 
at the rate of 21. per acre. We are aware that the result of a few trials of sLill, 
would tend to show, that subsoiling by tlie spade cao'be effected at the rate of 30s. 
per acre, but if the work be perfectly executed to the depth of 18 inches, under 21. 
per statute acre, no expenditure will prove more remunerative. _ -c 
In some districts where the surface is tenacious, but the subsoil consists of per- 
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mealle limestone gravel, tLe drains are i-arely sunk more tlian 3 feet iu deptli, 
unless springs occur, vvlien a greater depth may be necessary. 

But in the Wexford clays, deep draining has now so far gained ground, owing 
to the success of the Earl of Courtown,thc Earl of Arran, Mr. Boyne, Mr. Cliffe, 
and others, that nothing else is thought of. The depth most approved vaxdes from 
4 to 5 feet, and from 36 to 45 feet apart. Formerly in this district, when the drains 
were sunk to a depth of from 1 foot 9 inches, to 2 feet and 12 feet apart, they did 
not succeed ; but every letter we now receive, whether from our Inspectors or the 
proprietors, speaks of the perfect success of the deep drains, and it is to be observed 
that tlie clay is of an unusually tenacious quality, free from pebbles, and has pi'oved 
to be an excellent material for the manufacture of draining tiles of every des- 
cription, and also for ordinary red pottery. 

Owing to the difficulty of procuring draining tiles in sufficient quantity, at a 
moderate cost, broken stones have hitherto been principally used in the drains, 
but pipe tile draining is much on the increase, and where tried extensively, it has 
been very successful. Owing to the increasing demand, new draining tile manu- 
factories ai*e multiplying rapidly, and excellent tiles can now be procured at up- 
vvords of 47 different localities in Ireland : last year there were 25 manufactories, 
and in the year 1846, as iar as we know, there were only two. This shows a 
remarkable progress ; but in this respect we must still be considered to be in our 
infancy, and unfor:unately our tileries, are not scattered equally over the country, 
as we find that — 

25 are situated in Ulster, UiV.; — In the counties of Antrim, Londonderry, 
Tyrone, and Fermanagh and Cavan. 

12 in seven counties of Leinster. 

6 in three counties of Munster. 

4 in Connaught, one in Mayo, two in Roscommon, and one in Leitrim. 

Hitherto, the prices of pipe tiles have been rather high, but in the beginning 
there are frequent losses of entire kilns, from want of experience, and hence the 
good are ^charged lor the losses on the failures. The usual price for one-inch 
pipe tiles is 15s. per thousand, and collars half-price ; but at some tileries they arc 
more moderate, and at two, — one at Lecanow, County of Roscommon, belonging 
to Lord Clonbrock, and one at Kilfinane, County of Limerick, belonging to the 
Misses Gascoigne, — excellent pipes, one inch in diameter, can be had at 10^?. and. 
12s. per thousand. This is moderate, and no doubt all could sell at nearly the 
some price, if every department of the manufacture were fully understood. 

Execution of the Woi'ks. 

The system of superintendence sanctioned by your Lordships last year, for 
ensuring the due execution of the works, according to the terms contained iu the 
Act, continues ivithout any alteration up to the present time, and we Iiave the jilea- 
sure to state, that all our Inspectors have executed the trust reposed in them, in a 
most satisfactory manner ; and it is mainly owing to their zeal in the performance 
of their duty, that the works have been conducted so systematically and succesfully, 
and we feel gratified in being able to state, that the cost of our numerous progress 
inspections, when compared to the expenditure, has been trifling. 

The sum actually expended on works during the year which have been favour- 
ably reported on by the Inspector, as already stated, amounts to 250,000? , while 
not more than 4500?. has been paid for progress inspections, being at the rate of 
1?. 16^. per cent, on the expenditure ; and when it is considered, that the sites of the 
numerous works are scattered over every pai*t of the country, even to the most 
remote of our western promontories, we feel that the duty has been performed, not 
only in a satisfactory manner, but at a very moderate rate. 

And it should be borne in mind that our Inspectors liad frequently to deal with 
proprietors who were not men of business habits, with unskilful overseers, and in 
our western districts with labourers whose spirit of industiy and self-reliance had 
been deadened, if not destroyed, by the pauper dole of food, or by pauper employ- 
ment. Hence we consider that they have effected a successful result, under very 
tlisadvantageous circumstances. 

Amount of Emphyme^it afforded. 

Owing to the difficulty we have experienced in procuring regular returns of the 
number of Jabourers employed on each work, we are unable to state accurately, the 
, * labour afforded in any extensive district, during a given time ; but on

comparing such accurate data as we do possess, with the gross expenditure in the Lmd Imp>-<n:emeni. 

same localities, we find on analysing the results, that on an average upwards of 

20,000 labourers have been constantly employed on land improvement works 

during the past year, the number varyiug from about 25,000, the most, to 15,000 

the least. 

No doubt this is a small number as compared to the actual deficiency of employ- 
ment in the greater portion of Ireland, but still it is an assistance which would 
be sensibly felt, if the country were placed under ordinary circumstances. 

Distribution of the Fund. 

According to your !Lordships’ instructions, dated 14tb June, 1847, our attention See lotli Report 
from the commencement, has been specially dii*ected to the distressed districts of ^ *’ 

the West and South-west, and by reference to the general Schedule and the Ab- 
stract, it will be seen that the amounts sanctioned by your Lordships for those 
districts, accordingtoourrecommendations, have been much greater in proportion, no" 2 ? ** ^ 
than to the Northern and Eastern disti-icls ; in fact, all early applications were Abstract No. 3. 
favourably entertained, where the proprietors or tenants were enabled to show that 
they were owners under tlie terms of the Act, and where the works proposed, as 
repoj-ted by our Inspector would make the return, prescribed by the Act, viz., 

6i per cent. 

In many cases, very large sums were applied for, which appeared to us to he 
more than sufficient to meet the requirements of the estate, at least in the first 
instance, and in consequence, we limited our recommendation frequently to less 
than a moiety of the amount asked for, and many of the proprietors have subse- 
quently acknowledged, that their applications were made without much considera- 
tion, 'and that they were perfectly satisfied with the amount of loan which had been 
sanctioned for them. 

In the Northern, Midland, and Eastern Counties, we have been more scrupulous 
in our recommendations, limiting the loans as far as possible to the wet clayey dis- 
tricts, M’here draining was most required, and where the result would be more de- 
cidedly beneficial than on lands under ordinary circumstances. 

In order to show the proportion of the gross amount of the Land Improvement 
fund of l,5OO,0OOZ. appropriated to the different counties and disU'icts in Ireland, 
we have prepared a schedule which exhibits the amount applied for, the amount Appendix B, No. 3. 
sanctioned, and loans perfected, the amount of loans subsequently relinquished, and 
the amount already issued by instalments, to every county in Ireland, and this 
schedule has been arranged in groups of counties, viz. : North, Midland and East, 

West, and South, 

If we take the Northern district, including the Counties of Antrim, Londonderry,

Although the tabular statement above alluded to shows the amount of loans 
which have been made to proprietors in each county, it does not clearly exhibit the 
entire fund which has been allocated to the most distressed districts of the West 
and South West, we therefore subjoin a second schedule, which applies solely to 
those districts, arid which was prepared for your Lordships’ information, and trans- 
mitted to the Treasury on the 22nd March, 1849. 

By this schedule, which comprehends the Counly of Clare, distressed Baronies 
of Cork, distressed Baronies of Donegal, and the Counties of Galway, Kerry, 
Leitrim, Limerick, Mayo, Roscommon, and Sligo, we would observe, that the results 
given show that due attention has been paid to the most distressed districts, as loans 
have been made, amounting to 818.940Z., or nearly two-thirds of the entire fund, 
for their improvement, and tliat 265,860^. has been issued and for the most part 
expended in draining in those districts, while the entire amount issued for all 
Ireland, up to the present time, amounts to 520,700?. 

In regard to the number of proprietors who have obtained loans in every county 
in Ireland, the amount granted to each, and the sums that have been issued, we 
beg to refer to the general schedule appended to this Report. 

For the purpose of giving a clear view of the state of the drainage works gen- 
erally, the progress that has been made, and the beneficial results which have been 
already derived from them, in the several districts into -which we have divided the 
country, we shall here introduce extracts from the Reports of some of our Inspec- 
tors of Drainage, which, on the whole, are encouraging and satisfactory. Taking 
them in the order given in the schedule already referred to, we shall commence 
with the Northern District. 

Mr. B. G. Brooke, Inspector of Drainage for the County of Antrim, reports that 
“ 23 loans,, undertaken by 20 proprietors, amounting in the whole to 43,800?., are 
“ at present in operation in this county, the sum already issued amounts to 18,380?., 
“ and all are progressing satisfactorily.” He states : “ I would particularly allude to 
the loans granted to Mr. John McNeill, Mr. Hugh Montgomery, Mr. Alexander 
“ Stewart, Messrs. A. H. & R. Holliday, Mr.Thomas Gregg, and Mr. John Cromie. 
“ I am of opinion that in some instances the outlay has been greater than it would. 
“ have been, had the overseers and labourers been better trained, but in no case 
“ has the excess been considerable, and on the whole the works will make an 
ample return for the expenditure ; on other estates, particularly those of the Earl 
“ of Antrim and Mr. Edmund McDonnell, though the works have been fairly 
" executed, the same attention has not been paid to carrying out the detail with 
" accuracy. This is mainly attributable to the system adopted of handing over 
“ to each tenant, the works to be executed on his own farm. In consequence, the 
" completion of the drains commenced has been frequently postponed for a 'cou- 
‘‘ siderable time, in order to save the expense of hiring additional labourers, and 
“ they have thereby sustained injury ; and where the draining material used con- 
“ sisted chiefly of broken stone, it was impossible for the superintendent to watch 
“ such irregular works with sufficient care, so as to ensure that the stones in 
“ every case were clean, well broken, and carefully placed in tlie drains. 

_ Though the system adopted on the Antrim Estates is a natural one, and I’eason- 
ing a pnori might be expected to act well, the tenant being the person most in- 
terested in having his land perfectly drained, still in practice such has not generally 
been found to succeed, partly owing to the slovenly manner in which our tenant 
farmers execute their works, and partly from the vanity of ignorance, each tenant 
conceiving be is as good a judge as the superintendent of what is necessary to 
effect the drainage of his ovm timd. In consequence, works canded out on this 
system, are rarely executed in a permanent and satisfactory manner. The tenant 
might be ernployed to quarry or collect, and break and deliver the stones, but all 
the drains should be cut and filled by labourers specially employed for the purpose 
and working by task. j t j i- i 

’ Mr. James Brownlow, the Inspector of Drainage employed in the County of 
Londonderry, reports: — o r j j- 

“ VVith regard to the execution of the works in general, a marked improvement 
has taken place within this last yeai*, in the neatness and facility of cutting drains. 
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" and consequent capability of the workmen to earn fair wages. The introduction. Iv^ro vement. 

“ of task work has been of great service in promoting industrious habits among 
“ the labourers ; at first there was a great disinclination on their parts to embark 
“ in any but day-work; at present task-work is nearly universal, and is preierred 
‘‘ to the old day-labour system, and the benefit aiising from this change affects 
“ not only the employer but the labourer himself. Noihing evinces more strongly 
“ the well working of the Act than its popularity iti this county ; small proprietors 
“ possessing a single toumland are now anxious to obtain loans, and I would suggest 
“ that they are a class, whom it would be desirable to encourage. 

“ There is also a great desire to improve nianifested by the small farmers, as I 
“ perceive old fences levelled, new and less bulky ones substitututed, small tracts 
“ of land drained, in fact I would say that the Land Improvement Act has acted 
“ like leaven on the agricultural community of this district ; and there seems to be 
“ a determination on the part of the tenant fanners to meet depressed prices by an 
“ improved system of tillage, and more active and industrial habits. 

“ With respect to the appearance of the crops on the drained land, I am happy 
“ to say that it bears ample testimony as to what a judicious outlay can effect. 

“ The drained lands even in the heavy clay soils of the Half Barony of Coleraine 
“ have been tilled and sown long before the adjoining undrainecl fields could bear 
“ a harrow. This practical ev'jdence has had more effect on the people than the 
“ best explained theory. 

“ The Land Improvement Works have been executed in a very satisfactory 
“ manner, and of six or seven different loans it is difficult to determine which 
“ is the most creditable ; perhaps those executed on the estate of Sir H. Bruce, 

“ Bart., may be the most deserving of notice for execution, finish, and economy; 

“ but the works of Mr. Mitchell Smith, Mr. Henry Richardson, Mr. Achesou Lyle, 

" Mr. Thomas Scott, Mr. Marcus McCausland, and Mr. J. Osborne, have likewise 
“ been, executed in a very satisfactory manner.” 

Mr. James Sinclair, the Inspector of Drainage employed in the county of Coanty of Tyrone. 
Tyrone, reports : — . _ 

“ lu this county extensive and successful drainage works have been in operation 
“ for nearly two years by the JMarquis of Abercorn, who has undertaken to drain 
" and improve not only lands in his own occupancy, but those let to tenants, and 
“ already extensive improvements have been effected under the superintendence of 
“ his Lordship’s overseers, who have executed the task entrusted to them in a very 
satisfactory manner. The drainage works are scattered in detached patches 
“ over an extensive district. 

“ IMr. A. Cole Hamilton has also undertaken works of drainage and subsoiling 
“ of a similar character, in the hill district in the neighbourhood of Gortin. He 
“ has, perhaps, gone too much into detail, being anxious that each of his tenant- 
“ farmers should have a small portion of their laud improved, according to a 
systematic plan. 

Sir Robert Ferguson, Bart., has likewise undertaken extensive drainage works 
“ on his mountain estate near Castlederg. All his works have been well conducted 
and executed, and, in consequence, a full return may be expected from the ex- 
“ penditure. 

“ Works of a similar character have been commenced, and continued without 
“ interruption, by Viscount Powerscourt, Sir J. Stronge, Bart., Rev. F. Gervais, 

“Mr. S. Vesey, Rev. Dean Maude, Mr. W. L. Conyoghain, Mr. J. Leiidrum, 

“ Mr. L. Blacker, and several other proprietors within the county.” 

The drainage and other works connected M’ith the Land Improvement Act in County of Donegal, 
operation in this e.xtensive county have been conducted in a very satisfactory 
manner, and the results have been successful in every instance. 

In the north-eastern portion of the county the operations have been chiefly con- 
fined to thorough di’aining on the estates of Lord Templemore, Mr. George Young, 

Rev. P. B. Maxwell, Rev. Archdeacon Torrens, and others. 

In the barony of Kilmacrennan, great, and we are happy to say, successful ex- 
ertions have been made by the Earl of Leitrim on his extensive e.states in this 
district, His Lordship’s attention has been mainly directed to the breaking up 
the old system of tenants in common, by dividing the lauds into distinct farms 
among a numerous tenantry. To enable him to do.so, required much consideration 
and perseverance in carrying out the plan, which consisted chiefly in forming the 
boundary fences of new farms, and making farm roads to connect the distant farms 
with the nearest public road. Already, nearly 120 miles of neat a^d ^substantial 
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fences have been completed, and some of the farm roads commenced. About 500 
labourers have been constantly employed, who bave throughout conducted them- 
selves in the most orderly manner, and bave executed the tashs assigned to them 
with, perfect good will. 

In the Bai'ony of Raphoe, draining operations on a large scale have been carried 
out by numerous proprietors, particularly by the Marquis of Abercorn, the Earl 
of Erne, Sir Edmond Hayes, Bart., Sir Robert Bateson, Bart., Mr. Robert Mont- 
gomery, Mr. Andrew Ferguson, and other's. 

In the western portion of the county, comprehending the Baronies of Tyrhugh, 
Boyhigh, and Bannagh, among a numerous proprietory, Mr. John Hamilton of 
St. Ernans, holds the first position for execution and success. He commenced 
operations on three distinct estates, and has already reclaimed a considerable area 
of boggy and moory mountain land in each, which last year produced excellent 
oats, and several varieties of green crops. The whole of the labourers have cheer- 
fully worked by task, and we fully anticipate that, although the expenditure per 
acre has been considerable, eventually the proprietor will derive a proportionate 
return. In this district the Earl of Arran has likewise commenced and completed 
several important drainages, as also has Mr. John Leslie, and the effect of 
employment afforded in the latter case is very striking. Other proprietors have 
followed the example, particularly Mr. Thomas Brooke, the Rev. W. H. Foster, 
and Mr. George Knox. 

Midland and Eastern District. 

The works in this district, which comprehends fourteen counties, are so numerous 
that it would be impossible to enter into a particular description of each, without 
much exceeding the usual limits of an official Report. We therefore beg to refer 
to our general schedule, (Appendix B, No. 2) which sets forth in detail every loan 
which has been granted to each individual in Ireland, arranged in Counties and 
Baronies, showing the amount issued up to the 5th of April last. 

This comprehensive schedule gives an epitome of the present state of every loan, 
and consequently it will be only necessary to introduce extracts from the reports 
of a few of our principal Inspectors, to give a clear view of the system followed, 
and the success which has attended our operations throughout a large portion of 
the country. 

Mr. Joseph Fishbourne, the Inspector of Drainage employed in the county of 
Carlow, and parts of Kilkenny, Kildare, and Wicklow, states in his report : — “ In 
“ the commencement, I generally found the tenantry indisposed to drainage works 
“ being underUken on their farms at the instance of their landlords. At present, 
“ however, this feeling has quite passed away, and on every estate where works have 
” been completed, the tenants have expressed their conviction, that drainage is the 
*' foundation of all improvements in agriculture, and are now anxious to have the 
“ works on their holdings extended. On some farms the occupiers stated that the 
" first crop obtained from lands drained, and which were previously valueless, has 
“ nearly repaid the entire expenditure. An extensive dairy farmer, who accompa- 
" paniecl me in my preliminary inspection, requested I would reject as much as 
" possible of the proposed works to be executed on his farm by his landlord. Fie 
" said if more than 2001 . was thus laid out, he would be ruined, — but since the 
" works have been completed he has frequently applied to have an additional sum 
*' expended, and nowregretshe was so blind to his own interest in the first instance, 
“ — and this case is only one out of a number I could enumerate. 

“ Where wet fields have been drained, and those adjoining were considered by 
" the owners and occupiers as sufficiently dry, the contrast in the crops both of 
" corn and grass is very apparent, in all cases much in favour of the drained land, 
“ as well in the early growth as the healthy appearance and quality of herbage. In 
“ fact, in every locality in which works have been executed under this Act, their 
“ utility has been universally allowed. 

" The benefit arising from employment afforded by such works is very important. 
“ At the present time upwards of 2000 persons are constantly engaged on works 
“ under my general inspection, and iii forming an estimate of the numbers who 
“ are supported by the wages of those persons, I took, as an e.xainple, a work on 
“ the property of R. C. Browne, Esq., on which 150 men were employed daily. 
“ On inquiry, I found that upwards of 800 persons were supported by those la- 
“ bourers, who have been employed, nearly without intermission, from April, 1848, 
“ to Marclij 1849. The introduction of task or piece work, which is now generally 
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“ adopted, has been the means of improving the system, by holding out encourage- impronetMixt. 
“ nient to diligent and active 1 abourers, and ensurin g to the employer and employed 
" reciprocal benefit. Many farmers, who never previously worked as labourers, 

“ have been driven by necessity to seek employment. This circumstance has 
“ crowded the labour market, uud in many places it will be difficult for men to 
“ obtain employment ^vhen the spring crops have been sown. 

“Among those who have commenced and executed drainage and other works 
“in a very satisfactory manner in the County of Carlow, I would particularly 
“ mention the Earl of Courtown, Right Honourable W. F. Tighe, Colonel Robert 
“ La Touche, Mr. Horace Rochfort, Mr. Walter Newton, Mr. Henry Newton, and 
“in the Counties of Kildare and Wicklow, Viscount Harburton, Mr. William 
“Bellingham, the Earl of Meath, Mr. William W. F. Hume, Mr. William J. 

“ Westby, Mr. Christopher FitzSimon, and others.” 

Mr. William Stewart French, the Inspector employed by us to report generally Queen’s County, 
on the progress of the drainage works under the Act, in the Queen’s County, 
reports : — , - i. 

“ I shall divide the few observations I have to make into three separate 



“ Istly. With regard to the manner in which the works have been executed. _ 

“ 2ndly. Concerning the cost of the works. 

“ Srdly. Concerning the beneficial effects produced by the Act, as well to the 
“ proprietors as the laliourers. 

“ 1st. Regarding the works, I can safely state that nothing of the same class 
“ had previously been executed in the perfect and effective manner 
“ is now universal in this country. The proprietors^ have not only bad the 
“ advantage of plans, specifications, sections, and estimates, of all the works, 

“ carefully prepared by the Inspector, and approved by the Board, but the 
“ knowledge that the Inspector would, subsequently to the completion of any 
“ portion of the works, examine every part, even the most hidden, and that on his 
“ favourable report depended the issue of another instalment, induced habits ot 
“ carefulness in carrying out the details, which previously were never toought of, 

“ and many of the proprietors have frankly confessed to me, that though the 
“ money and the land were their own, and though they themselves must reap the 
“ sole advantage or disadvantage of their works, yet that their anxiety to pass a 
“ inspection induced habits of economy, carefulness, and accuracy in detail, which 
“ nev^er had, and probably never would have been practised, either by themselves or 
“ overseers. I may also atld that the arrangement of the works having been 
“well considered beforehand, so that oaoh portion should form its part of a 
“ qm^al plan, instead of being, as heretofore, executed piecemeal, without 
“ system as to the bearing of one portion on another, an additional ad- 
“ vantage is secured by the Act, inasmuch as the Board requires that the 
“ whole of the plans, specifications, and estimates, should be prepared and 
“ approved by them before the operations can be commenced. . . , r. ^ • 

“ 2adly. With regard to the cost of the works, an equally beneficial eftect is 
“ visible, the same care which leads to accuracy in the performance of the work 
“ induces economy in the expenditure, and both the proprietors and labourers 
“are acquiring a knowledge of the value of work by a strict system of task labour, 

“ respecting which, both had hitherto been Ignorant. 

“Srdly I may state that the effects of the improvements are already manifest. 
“ Lands previously waste, or nearly so, are now fit to bear comparison, not only in 

“the arrangement ofthe farms but also in the cropping of the ground, with the 
“ most advanced districts. , . .. ... 

“ Important main drains have been opened, which have given vent to the watos 
“ of large tracts ot flooded land, hitherto only swamps and snipe ground ; and the 
“improvement gained by these openings, has been welliollowed up by 
“ draining, subsoiling, and liming ; iieiaier do I see any lands in better 
“ or the after cultivation of which has been better attended to, than those which 
“have been placed under the operations of this Act. I he works in the Dee 
“ Park of Sir Charles Coote, Bart., may be classed amongst the first in the county, 
“ about 100 acres of land, hitherto producing only heath and rashes, are now by 
“the operations of draining, subsoiling, and liming, not only rendered eapab e ol 
“ but are actually at this moment in course of producing the finest gteen a 
“crops, and the works reflect much credit on the management of the supeiin- 
“ tendent. The drainage works of Mr. Wm. Hamilton, both upon his own and 
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“ Mr. Stubbers’ estate, are also deserving of notice, as few have produced greater 
“effects from a given expenditure, while the extensive operations in progress on 
“the estate of the Right Hon. J. W. Fitzpatrick form a prominent feature in 
“ the land improvement works of the Queen’s County. 

“ In making special mention of the parties above named, I have selected those 
“ whose works are' not only executed in the best manner, but who are most ex- 
“ tensively engaged under the Act, each of the parties mentioned being in coui-se of 
“ expending large sums upon the improvement of their estates, but I rvould by no 
“ means wish to imply, that there are not many others engaged upon a smaller scale, 
“whose works would bear comparison with the best of those I have enumerated. 

“ In conclusion, I may add the gratifying fact, that altiioiigh the works are car- 
“ried on by numerous proprietors in every part of the county, yet I have never 
“heard of a single instance in which the labourers had to complain of unfair or hai-sh 
“ treatment j on the contrary, they appeared in all cases well satisfied with the 
“ system pursued, even though under strict task-work, and in every case, as far 
“ as I could learn, the men were paid their earnings, either weekly or fortnightly, 
“in the current coin of the realm.” 

In addition to those parties mentioned by Mr. Trench, who have conducted 
works under the Land Improvement Act in a very satisfactory manner, we may 
add the following, Mr. Wm. Cope Cooper, Mr. Samuel Edge, General Thomas, 
Mr. Slatthew S'. Cassan, Rev. Joseph Tliacker, Mr. Robert White, Mr. Thomas 
Kelly, and Mr. William Stewart French. 

Mr. David Hewetson, the Inspector of Drainage for portions of the Counties of 
Kilkenny and Tipperary, reports : — “ The draining works in this district have been 
“generally successful. I would particularly allude to the extensive improvements 
“ in progress on the estates of the Earl of Bessborough and Admiral Milward ; the 
“Right Hon. W. F. Tighe has also done much, and given a great deal of useful 
“ employment, and also Mr. C. B. Ponsonby, of Waddingstown, who has converted 
“an extensive snipe bog, into excellent arable land, winch has been sown with, 
“wheat, and gives every promise of a productive crop; Viscount Frankfort, 
“ Lord Mountgarrett, and Mr. Michael Cahill, have also executed works in a very 
“satisfactory manner.” 

Mr. Henry Newton, our Inspector for the County of Wexford, and who is 
himself an experimental farmer and experienced drainer, reports as follows : — 

“ I beg to draw the Commissioners’ particular attention to the following extract 
“ from a communication received from the Earl of Courtown, who observes, ‘ I 
“ ‘ have to state that the corn and grass crops produced on the drained land, wliere 
“ ‘ the substratum was to a moderate degree porous, were decidedly superior to what 
“ ‘ they had been previously, but that the improvement of the crops where the 
“ ‘ subsoil was yellow clay and marl, has not been so striking; with reference to 
“ ‘ the system of deep draining, I was at one time much opposed to it, but I have 
“ ‘ since closely watched it, and am now fully convinced thatit is the only one that 
“ ‘ should be followed. On my own farm I had some years drained on what is 
“ ‘ ^lled the Deanston System, but it did not succeed to my wishes, and I now 
“ ‘ intend cutting deep drains, one for evei 7 two of the shallow ones.’ ” 

“ In a letter which I have received from Lord Carew, his Lordship observes ‘I 
‘ ‘ have every reason to be satisfied with the draining and subsoiling on my estates. 
“ * I find in Wexford, where the soil is much less tenacious, that drains 4 feet deep 
"‘and 40 feet apart, answer perfectly and again, ‘ The tenants were at first 
“ ‘ almost all opposed to draining, but now they see the immediate advaubige, and 
" ‘ are anxious that works should be commenced on their farms. There is an 
“ ‘ economy in subsoiling and draining at the same time, as the cost of stones is 
“ ‘ saved.’ ^ Mr. Doyne, of Wells, states ‘ The present appearance of the crops on 
“ ‘ the drained land is very good, and in places there is corn growing where it would 
“ ‘ have been impossible to have sown it before.’” 

Mr. Maher, of Balliukeele, states : — 

“I do not hesitate to say, in reference to the thorough drainage and other im- 
“ provements reccommeaded by you for execution on my estate, under the Land 
“ Improvement Act, that the system adopted has been attended with perfect 
“ success ; only a small portion of the drained land was cropped last year, but 35 
“ acres of strong clayey land, very retentive in its quality, gave an excellent crop 
“ of oats, and has since been more easily dealt with. In one field, drains have been 
sunk to an' average depth of 4i feet and 40 feet apart. The low pasture lands 
" have been thorough drained, on an average 4 feet deep and from 35 to 50 feet 
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“ apart The result has been equally satisfactory. Stagnant water, even in the 
“ most remote courses and ditches, has been everywhere absorbed, and at present 
“ about 200 acres of land of this description is perfectly dry under foot, twenty-four 
“ boursaftertheheaviest rain, and the grasses are alreadybecoming of abetter quality. 

“ On some of my tenants’ land, never tilled before, the beans and oat crops look well ; 

“ the tenants are satisfied with the outlay, and if anything can enable the landed 
“ interest of this country to weather the storm, it will he the result of properly 
managed operations under the Laud Improvement System, the only one of all 
“ the recent Legislative Acts, which has had any real tendency to better our con- 
“ dition. 

“The above relate to lands that have only been thorough drained. I wish now 
“ to give a few instances of the great benefit that has been derived from thorough 
“ draining and subsoiling by manual labour, on lands which heretofore were waste 
“ swamps. 

“ Mr. Braddell, of Prospect, a most enterprising and intelligent proprietor, who 
“ farms a large portion of his estate, has 35 acres of wheat now growing on such 
“ land, which promises to yield better than any I have seen, and the turnip crop 
“ of last year was excellent. 

“ Mr. Alcock, of Wilton, has a most promising crop of oats on land, that pre- 
“ vious to suhsoiling, never produced anything, and the crop of Swedish turnips 
" he had last season on the same land, was much above an average. Mr. Herbert 
“ Hore had the heaviest crop of turnips I saw last year in the County W exford, on 
“ land thorough drained and subsoiled by manual labour. 

“ Daniel Neill, a tenant farmer on the estate of the Rev. William Batt, has 4 
“ acres of wheat sown in November last, on land di'ained and subsoiled by manual 
“ labour, which is excellent. Previous to draining, &c., this land was valued by 
“ me at 2s. Qd. per acre. 

“ From my own observations through the country, I perceive a great improve- 
“ ment in the yield of crops on drained land, hut when the draining is followed by 
‘‘ suhsoiling by the spade, though the expense may be doubled, the entire cost 
“ will generally be repaid by the two first crops, and land converted, from a waste 
“ into a garden, without the use of a plough. 

“ The numerous loans which have been obtained in the county of ^^^exford have 
“ all been productive of much advantage to the proprietors and the people, and 
“ I must say, the latter have derived at least an equal benefit from the encourage- 
“ ment given to the industrious labourer, by the universal introduction of task 
“ wmrk. Day labour is now scouted, payment in proportion to work done being 

preferred ; in consequence, all the labourers exert themselves and earn fair 
“ wages. . . . 

“ Where all have done well, I hardly think it necessary to notice any particular 
“ works, certainly those of the Earl of Courtown, the Earl of Airan, Lord 
“ Carew, Lord Templemore, Mr. Robert Doyne, Mr. John Maher, Mr. John H. 
“ Talbot, Mr. George P. Houghton, and Mr. Thomas Braddell, have been very 
“ successful, but indeed, the same may he reported of many others, even of those 
“ who have obtained the smallest loans.” 



Western District. 

The foregoing extracts show the effect which the Land Improvement Act has 
produced in the Midland and Eastern Counties, we shall next beg to direct your 
Lordships’ attention to its operation in the Western district, including the Counties 
of Sligo, Leitrim, Mayo, Roscommon, Galway and Clare, where the social state of 
the country has been so much disorganized, through the effects of famine and con- 
sequent pauperism, that many of the proprietors who applied for loans did so, in 
the first instance, rather for the purpose of enabling them to give employment, and 
thereby to keep down out-door relief, than for any proportionate benefit they might 
eventually derive from the proposed drainings, &e., thus making toe collateral in- 
ducement the principal, instead of the incident. This mistake in regard to the 
direct object for which the loans were made, namely, the improvement ot the land 
by drainage, and the consequent increase in the productiveness of the soil, caused 
considerable difficulties in the outset, and occasioned dissatisfaction on the part ot 
the proprietors to whom we were obliged to refuse the issue of a second msta - 
ment on their loan, until full value was given according to the specifications and 
estimates for the amount of the first advance. Checks of this kind, although much 
objected to at tlie commencement, soon brought matters into a proper tram, ana 
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we have the pleasure to state, that our Western works, are now cai-ned on as 
effectually and systematically, as those of tLe North and East, in proof of which 
we Kave selected extracts from the reports of some of our local Inspectors, which 
speak for themselves. We shall begin with the county of Leitrim, the most 
eastern portion of the Province of Connaught 

Mr. William P. Prendergast, the Inspector of Drainage employed in the Counties 
of Leitrim, Sligo, and Roscommon, in the Western District, and the Counties of 
Fermanagh and Cavan, in the Northern and Midland Districts, reports : — 

“ The taste for agricultural improvement has spread remarkably among the 
" resident proprietors, and the system seems to meet the requirements of Irish 
” country business, better than any other previously tried, as the interference of 
the public officer extends no further, than to see that contracts are duly pei*- 
“ formed, or to ^ve any advice or assistance in his power, hence all objectionable 
“ interference with the natural relations between proprietors and labourers has 
been avoided, M’hile sufficient official control is exercised to insure greater regii- 
“ larity in the execution of better work, than was usual in previous undertakings 
“ of a similar character, which were altogether of a private character. 

" In the County of Leitrim, which was formerly much behind-hand in agricul- 
“ ture, there have been about 40 different estates under an active system of im- 
“ provement for two years past, giving employment by task, to more than 2500 
“ labourers, and assistance of course to a much larger number in their families, 
“ while the increased value of the. land is such, as to satisfy the owners, as to the 
“ pecuniary profit to themselves. 

“ In the Counties of Fermanagh, Cavan, and Sligo, the number of loans has not 
" been so great, but the results have been equally satisfactory, and the lands worked 
“ on in the Barony of Boyle, in Roscommon, exhibit improvements of amost suc- 
“ cessful character. It would be tedious to enter into the details of all the work 
" done, but it may be stated generally that wet clay lands, formerly worth but from 
“ 8s. to 10s. per acre, flooded valleys, and the verges of cut-out bogs, of the nominal 
“ value of from Is. to 2s. 6d. per statute acre, have been rendered permanently pro- 
“ ductive, and worth at least from 15s. to 20s. per acre, at an expense of from 3/. to 4/. 
“ per acre; and that the system of cutting deep parallel drains of 4 feet, in px-eference 
“ to the shallow ones formerly used, gains ground everywhere ; there are so many 
" instances of the contr.isted value of lands drained, and undrained. tlxat it is not 
“ easy to select, but I may mention that among the most successful works in the 
" County Leitrim have been those of Mr. Dickson, Mr. Whyte, Mr. Johnston of 
“ Kinglough, the Earl of Leitrim, and Mr. Godley. 

“In Cavan, we have Lord Farnhaixi, Sir John Young, Bart., Colonel Pratt, 
“ Mr. Borrowes of Stradone, and Mr. Fox. 

“ In Fermanagh, the Earl of Erne, Colonel Barton Mr. F. Barton, Mi*. 
“ Richardson of Rossfad, and Mr. H. Hamilton of Pettigo. 

“ In Sligo, Viscount Palmerston, Mr. Wynne of Hazlewood, Mr. R. Walker, 
“ and Mr. Wood, to all of whom I can refer for their favourable opinion of 
“ results. 

“ In districts where several loans have been sanctioned for works on adjoining 
“ estates, full employment has been given to all the able-bodied labourers, and 
“ the resident magistrates and Poor Law Inspectors can testily to the good 
“ conduct of the people, when thus employed and supported. Large bodies of 
“ men, upwards of 100 together, work in the most orderly manner, and ai*e paid 
“ weekly ^Yithout the slightest drunkenness or disturbance, and though the 
“ system of task-work was at first introduced wdth difficulty, it is now general. 
“ The effect also of this Act, in directing the attention of proprietors previously 
“ careless on the subject to agricultural improvement, is very remarkable, 
“ and every one connected with the district has observed the change of habits, 
“ which have taken place among many of the leading sportsmen, who now vie 
“ with each other in attention to farming improvements ; and gentlemen of dit- 
“ ferent estates, who formerly employed labourers as a matter of duty, now take 
“ a personal interest in the works. The Land Improvement Act has likewise 
“ been the means of introducing a number of useful agriculturists from Scotland, 
“ xvho instruct the people in the improved system of tillage, &c. 

“ I have to add that the improvements in the crops oix drained land is so strik- 
“ ing, that all who see it are encouraged to invest money in this manner ; and 
“ among the proofs of this increased attention to the subject, and confidence in its 
“ profit, I may mention the recent establishment of works for the manufacture of 
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tiles for draining, at large expense, on the estates of Mr. Burrowes, of Impwement, 
Stradone, Lord Erne, Sir Arthur Brooke, Lord Lanesboro’, Lord Enniskillen, ^ ^ ^ 

" Mr. Leslie of Pettigo, Sir. Johnston of Kinlougli, all within 20 miles of each 
“ other, in a district in which draining tiles had not previously been used, except 
“ in a few rare instances.” 

Mr. Thomas Elwood, the Inspector of Drainage employed in the County of Mayo counties of Mayo, 
and North of Galway, reports : — North of Gal- 

“ That on the whole the operations are now progressing rapidly, and generally 
'' in a satisfactory manner. 

“ With the exception of irrigation, every variety of work connected with the 
“ permanent improvement of land will be found in progress, including main di-aim 
“ ing, thorough draining, subsoiling, clearing land of rocks, fencing, andfaiun-roads, 

“ and througiiout, they have fully answered my anticipations as to the beneficial 
" results to be derived from them. 

“ The extent of employment afforded to labourers, who would have been other- 
“ wise thrown on the in-door or out-door relief, has been very considerable ; 

“ the average number of labourers employed daily, thoughout the year being 2500, 

“ representing the same number of families, or about 14,000 individuals. 

“ No doubt this is a small number, when compared to the present gross amount 
“ of destitute individuals in the county, but still for so much, it must be considered 
" important, and under ordinary circumstances would have absorbed, if not the 
" whole, at least a large portion of the superabundant destitute able-bodied 
“ labourers of the county. 

“ In mentioning the works which are most advanced, and which have been 
“ conducted in the most regular and satisfactory manner, those of Sir Richard 
“ O’Donnell, Bart., occupy the first place. These works are chiefly situate in 
" the neighourhood of Newport, in the Barony of Burrishoole, but have lately 
“ been extended into the Barony of Erris. 

“ Thfe Earl of Lucan has also made great and successful exertions for the im- 
" proveroeut of his estates, not only in thorough draining, but in clearing rocky 
“ ground, fencing, and road making. 

“ In the Barony of Blurrisk, the works of the Marquis of Sligo are gradually 
“ becoming extensive, and are at present as well and as systematically conducted 
“ as in any other locality within my district. 

“ In other parts of the country extensive works are in progiess on the estates of 
“ Mr. Silencer Lindsay, Mr. George Vesey, BIr. Patrick Kirwan, Sir Robert 
“ Arbuthnot, K.C.B., Mr. James Browne, Blr. Crean Lynch, Mr. Jas. S. Lambert, 

“ and many others in the southern division of the county, and Colonel A . Knox 
“ Gore and others in the north : — - 

. “ In the Barony of Ross, County of Galway, very extensive and important 
‘‘ works have been undertaken by the Earls of Charlemont and Leitrim. - They 
“ are principally confined to main drainage, and a new arrangement and division 
“ of farms, by the construction of suitable and straight boundary^ fences, in lieu 
“ of the previously existing crooked and imperfect divisions into the small 
“ fields.” 

Mr. Richard Irw'in, who has hitherto acted as Inspector of Drainage for the County of Ro^com- 
north-eastern district of the County of Roscommon and portions of Galway, 
reports : — 

“ In the numerous cases with which I am acquainted, the results have been m 
“ every respect satisfactory, and I feel perfectly confident that the more extended 
“ operation ofthe Act during the approaching summer, cannot fail to insure most 
" important benefits both to the employei-s, and tbe employed. • 

“ The works completed consist of main and thoi'ough drainage, fencing and 
“ enclosing, levelling, clearing land of rock and stones, and in two or three cases 
“ include also the reclamation of bog and deep moor, the particulars of which are 
“ stated in the Progress Reports transmitted from time to time to the Board. 

“ Of the several loans granted to proprietors in this district, little more than 
“ half or one-third has been as yet expended, with tbe exception of Lord De 
“ Freyne’s two loans, (amounting to 7,800/.) of which about oue-eighth part only, 
now remains unexpended. The works executed in this case consist of open main 
“ drains, thorough drainage, and the reclamation of hog. By the^ first about 26 
“ miles of main drains, including several streams and small rivers, have _been 
“ deepened and enlarged, and considerably more than 800 acres have been relieved 
“ from floods, and 60 acres which in their undrained state were not w'ortli 
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“ more than lOs. ^d. per acre, have heen more than doubled in value by thorough 
“ drainage. 

“ The most remarkable portion, however, of the works, is the reclamation of 
“ more than 1000 acres of bog aud moor, which by draining, levelling, and grav- 
" elliug, have at a cost of Al. 14s. ^d. per acre been increased in value, fully 7s. 
“ per acre, making a return exceeding 8?. per cent on the amount expended. 

■'* The successive operations by which the improvement has Ijeen effected were, 
fii'st, the dividing the several tracts proposed to be reclaimed into fields, varying 
“ in extent from 3 to 15 acres, by open drains 6 feet in depth •, the surface of the 
bog then received a general levelling, after which a top dressing, consisting of 
“ 120 cubic yards per acre of clay or clayey limestone gravel, was laid on and 
“ carefully spread. 

‘‘ A statement of the details of the various works executed upon the other 
“ estates, for the improvement of which loans have been granted, would form a 
“ long, and in many respects, interesting report. The general impression among 
“ the proprietors and others interested (and in which I fully concur) is, that the 
“ increased value will in most, if not in every instance, exceed 10/. per cent on the 
“ actual outlay. I have taken every opportunity of making inquiries as to the 
“ results of land improvement recommended by me, so far as they have been car- 
ried into effect : and the answers were in every case satisfactory. 

“ Having inquired particularly respecting the operations cairied on in the 
“ graveEy and rocky districts, in which I had previously very little experience, I 
have been assured by Mr. O’Kelly, of Castlesampson, and Mr. Bond, of Upper 
“ CaiTowmore, that the results had exceeded their expectations. The latter has 
“ a most promising crop of wheat, growing on land which in August, 1847, was an 
“ absolute waste, covered with rocks and brushwood, and in parts very wet : be 
“ describes the whole as being now completely ‘ plough free,’ aud the wet land 
“ as perfectly drained. 

“ The piincipal works in operation, in addition to those of Lord De Freyne, are 
“■ on the estates of Lord Dillon, the Marquis of Westmeath, SirM. D. Bellew, Mr. 
“ O. J. D. Grace, Mr. R.W. W. Sandford, Honourable and very Reverend Henry 
Pakeuham, Mr. Denis O’Connor, Mr. Henry S. P. Mahon, in the County of 
“ Roscommon, and works of a similar character are in progress in various parts of 
" the counties of Galway aud Clare. 

“ In Galway, important works have been commenced by the Marquis of Clanri- 
carde. Lord Clonbrock, Lord Wallscourt, Sir Michael D. Bellew, Mr. Chris- 
“ topher St. George, M.P., Mr. O’Flaherty M.P., Mr. Denis H. Kelly, Mr. George 
“ Vesey, Mr. John Cheevers, Mr. Denis Kiiwan, Mr. Thomas Seymour, Mr. P. 
“ Read, Mr. James S. Lambert, Mr. Wm. H. Gregory, Mr. Thomas A. Joyce, and 
“ Mr. D. Persse ; in the Western or Connemara District, by Mr. James Martin, 
" Mr. Peter, Mr. Blake, Mr. Heni^, Mr. Blake, and Mr. George E. Burke; and 
“ in the County of Clare, by Sir. Stafford O’Brien, Mr. Cornelius Creagh, Rev. 
*' Charles Fitzgerald, Mr. Nicholas Westhy, Mr. Cornelius O’Brien, Mr. Francis 
“ Moroney, Mi-. Henry S. Bui-ton, Mr. David Wilson, Mr. Marcus Patterson 
“ and others. 

“ In addition to the benefits derived from the execution of the works themselves, 
“ the employment afforded, has preserved to the country the services of very many 
“ skilled and^ industrious labourers, who, if not provided with the opportunity of 
“ earning their subsistence, would hare been obliged to emigrate. 

“■ In no part of the world is steady employment, even at the lowest rate of 
“ remuneration, more highly appreciated than in this district, and the employment 
*' provided^ by the .Land Improvement Act, is now peculiarly valuable, wlien the 
“ country is in a state of transition, between the old vicious system of paying the 
“ labourer, not in cash, but by making him a sort of jobbing farmer, working 
" under an oppressive rack rent, to the more correct arrangement of giving him 
steady employment and regular payment in money wages. 

“ The increase of skill which I had so frequently obsei-ved as being quickly 
‘‘ acquired, even by the starving labourers employed, under Mr. Labouchere’s 
“ Letter in 1847, is still more remarkable among the majority of labourers now 
“ employed under the Ijand Improvement Act. 

' In one of the last cases in which I inspected works, on the property of Mr. 
U. S. P. Mahon, I ivas particularly struck with the perfect manner in which 
me minor drains, 4 feet deep, and submain drains, 4^ feet, had been both cut and 
filled ; the workmanship was excellent, and yet the labourers at the commence- 
ment, not many months since, were very awkward, and incapable of executing 
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“ any works accurately or neatly. Nor is the increased skill of the labourer Improvement, 

“ confined to works of land improvement. The cultivation of the soil is evidently 
“ much better executed at present than heretofore. 

“ The introduction of suitable implements has also produced a beneficial effect, 

“ and even already a well-formed spade is beginning to be xised in preference to 
“ the very narrow Toy’ (composed partly of iron and partly of wood) which has 
“ hitherto been the only instrument for digging used in this county.” 

South and South Western District. 

We have lastly to direct your Lordships’ attention to the Southern and South 
Western District, which comprehends the counties of Limerick, Tipperary, 

Waterford, Cork, and Kerry. 

Generally speaking, the land improvement works have been conducted as 
systematically and successfully in this district, as in the adjoining counties, and 
every day’s experience proves the advantage which has been derived from the works, 
both in regard to the improvement of the soil, and the inducement to industry held 
out to the labourers through the general introduction of task work. 

Mr. John Cox, Inspector of f)rainage, employed iu the County of Limerick CountyofLisoerick 
and portions of Clai-e, reports as follows : — ^ 

“ The Land Improvement Act in this county, and as fim as I have witnessed its 
“ operations in the adjoining counties, has been attended with the most beneficial 
“ results. 

“ From my own observation of the extent of the works in progress, on the 
numerous estates under my general inspection, I am gratified to find, that on an 
“ average about 3,000 labourers have been daily employed, for the greater part of 
“ the last year, and generally speaking contented. This fact is well demonstrated 
“ by the rarity of outrage against either person or property in the imrae- 
“ diate localities where the works are in progress. One of the beneficial effects 
“ produced by the working of the Act has been the introduction of task or piece 
“ work. It has also led to'’ greater attention to scientific agricultui’al improvements. 

“ Many old prejudices have given way, and particularly that generally entertained 
“ against deep draining, as compared to shallow. In illustration, I may 
“ mention that, upon the property of the Misses Gascoigne, (where the most 
“ extensive works of land improvement in the county of Limerick are 
“being executed,) some of the occupiers were so opposed to what they desig- 
“ nated spoiling their land by making deep useless holes, that they have been 
“ known to use pitchforks, in driving away the overseer who ventured to commence 
“ such works on their lands ; but so differently do they now feel, that they make 
“ anxious applications to have their lands included in the drainage operations. 

“ Among the several parties whose laud improvement works I have been directed to 
“ inspect, I would particularly mention those of the Earl of Clare, Lord Courtenay, 

“ Lord Musketry, the Misses Gascoigne, the Knight of Glin, Sir David Roche, 

“ Bart., Sir Vere De Vere, Bart., Sir Robert Bateson, Bart., and Captain Bateson, 

“ the Governors of Erasmus Smith’s Schools, Rev. Wm. Waller, Colonel Fitz 
“ Gibbon, General Caulfield, Mr. Richard Ellis, Mr. Eyre, find Mr. T. Lloyd, 

“ Mr. Robert Maxwell, Mr. Leake, Mr. George Fosberry, Mr. Robert Hunt, Mr. 

“ Francis S. Walker, Mr. Charles J. Coote, and others. 

“ In the reclamation of waste or moor land, much has been effected on the 
“ Devon and Glin estates, but sufficient time has not yet elapsed, to enable me to 
“ form a correct j udgment of the advantages which may be ultimately derived ; but 
“ from the present appearance of the crops growing on tire drained lands, I should 
“ anticipate a very successful result. c ^ 

“ I have endeavoured with some success to encourage^ the system of subsoiling 
“ and draining simultaneously i where it has been practised, there has been a con- 
“ siderable saving in the expense of each operation, as the instances are few, in 
“ which a sufficient quantity of stones for draining, has not been procured during 
“ the process of subsoiling. 

“ In addition to the thorough draining, there have been several loans granted 
“ for the purpose of enclosing portions of the valuable slob lands within the tide- 
" way of the river Shannon, below Limerick, and operations on a la^e scale have 
“ been commenced on several ; the most important being those of the Rev. Wilhcim 
“ Waller, at Beagh Castle in the Barony of Kenry ; but others are also in progress, 

" including the remaking old banks which had become dilapidated, and, in conse- 
“ quence,the valuable lands theywere intended to protect were occasiOTauy subject 
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Za)id Improvement. to the overflow of the tide. The most extensive of the latter works have been 
— • “ undertaken by Lord Monteagle, Mr. W. Ponsonby Barker, and Mr. George 

« Tuthill. 

“ In conclusion, I would observe, that loans made to this county are justly re- 
“ garded as the greatest boon ever conferred on it; its application has stimulated 
“ industry, and enhanced the value of property, by both increasing the quantity 
“ and improving the quality of the produce.” 

Countyorfippcrarr, J. Poe, Inspector of Drainage employed in the Southern District of 

portions of Claie, the county of Tipperary, and portions of the County of Clare and King s County, 
and King's County, j-gports ; 

“ I have had much satisfaction in recommending the issue of further instalments 
“ on the several loans in my district, having found that the work was well executed, 

“ and the improvement fully commensurate with the anticipations on which I had 
“ originally recommended a loan to be made. The labouring population for a 
" considerable circuit are employed, and a stimulus given to adjacent proprietors 
“ to follow in the same system. 

“ I have observed with much satisfaction the improved appearance of some of 
“■ the properties on which works had been commenced in the year 1847, soon after 
“ the Act came into operation ; particularly on that of Mr. John Carden, of Ear- 
“ nane, in the Barony of Ikerrin, and on Dovea, the estate of Mr. John Trant, in 
“ the Barony of Eliogarty, County of Tipperary. 

“ At Barnane there are at present forty acres of wheat growing on drained land, 
“ which owing to its elevated position presents a conspicuous object, and its almost 
“ premature luxuriance holds out inducement to others to undertaxe similar im- 
“ pi'ovements. 

“ The improvements at Davea have been chiefly confined to the reclamation of 
“ a large tract of moory ground by deep main and thorough draining. Three years 
" ago, this part of the estate was not worth 5s. an acre ; in 1848 it produced valu- 
“ ble crops of oats and turnips, and its annual value has been increased fourfold 
“ by the outlay. 

“ On the di-ained land on the estate of Mr. Bayly, at Ballyraaclogh, in Upper 
“ Ormond, excellent crops of peas and oats were produced last year ; and within 
“ the last fortnight, land which it would have been impossible to walk over without 
“ sinking, has been sown with oats, and if the season he favourable, will, I doubt 
'• not, yield more than an average return. 

“ In the Barony of Owney and Arra, on the estate of Lady Waller, a very wild 
“ and mountainous district has been drained and become productive. Heretofore 
“ the lands were in the hands of the class called farmers, but who had never ex- 
“ pended one shilling in either draining or deepening the soil. They confined their 
" exertions to planting and digging out potatoes or herding a few head of cattle. 
“ Owing to the failure of the potato, they became destitute, and numbers would 
“ have perished were it not for the employment afforded under the Land Improve- 
” ment Act. In many instances, lands, which three years ago were not worth 
“ 2s. 6<i. an acre, are now good value for 10s,, either for tillage or pasture. 

“ In the neighbourhood of Nenagh, in Lower Orraand, a proprietor obtained a 
“ small loan for improving 24 acres of wet land, the greater part of which had 

been covered with water for three or four months in each year, and in conse- 
“ quence was the resort of wild fowl. In the year 1848 it was thorough drained, 
“ subsoiled, and cleared of stones ; and produced last season superior crops of wheat, 
“ oats, carrots, parsnips, and Swedish turnips; previously it was not worth 7s. an 
“ acre, at present it is well worth 1/. 15s. per acre. These are a few out of the nume- 
" rous examples I might bring forward of the success of the drainage works in my 
*' district. It has been asserted, but I think without sufficient reason, that the 
“ Irish are lazy and indisposed to work or to help themselves, but having had much 
“ opportunity of observing their habits, I am of opinion that such is not the case ; 

I have known instances of labourers going from three to four miles to obtain ein- 
“ ployment on the drainage works, and (to use their own expression.) they ‘ made 
“ interest’ to get employment, even at such distances from their homes. 

“ The principal proprietors who have obtained loans, and who have carried them 
“ out with success, are, in the County of Tipperfiry : — The Earl of Clare, the Earl of 
“ Kingston, Mr. Thomas G. Stoney, Mr. John J. Willingtoii, Mr. Godfrey Levinge, 
“Mr. Matthew Canny, Mr. Wm. Ryan, Mr. Wellington A. Rose; and in the 
“ King’s County, the Earl of Dighy, Captain Thomas Bernard, Mr. Edwjird Synge, 
“ Mr. Henry White, Mr. Johnston Stoney, Mr. Barry Fox, and others.” 
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Mr. Arthur A. Roberts, the Inspector of Drainage, employed in, the County of Zmd Improvement. 
Waterford reports : — . County of Waters 

“ There have been about 1,000 men employed for the last year in this county on foi-d. 

“ works under the Act. 

“ In making my first progress inspection of the works, I was frequently obliged 
“ to find fault with the manner in which they had been executed ; but in every 
“■ instance these faults lay with the persons in charge of the works, and not with 
“ the proprietors, who have without exception allowed the justice of my reports, 

“ and have themselves assisted in rectifying the irregularities, and in consequence 
“ I have rarely been obliged to complam of similar faults a second time ; and I 
“ must say the proprietors have, in all cases, been anxious to carry out the regula- 
“ tions made by the Commissioners. 

“ The number of acres thorough drained amount to about 1,500, of which 1,000 
“ acres were never belbre in cultivation ; and although the remaining 500 were 
“ cultivated, they never produced remunerative crops. 

“ Of the first described land, I consider that 700 acres will this year, be cropped 
" with oats, potatoes, and green crops ; the remaining 300 acres will remain in 
“ pasture. 

“ The 500 acres of land, which had been previously imperfectly tilled, has 
“ this year been sown, for the most part, '^vith wheat. 

“ Among other striking improvements which have been effected, I would beg 
“ especially to allude to the drainage and reclamation of Clogh Bog, the property 
“ of Lord Stewart De Decies, the greater part of which was formerly covered by 
“ stagnant water, and which in dry summers, caused much disease in its neigh- 
“ hourhood. 

“ The entire bog has been drained, subsoiled, and dividedintolargesquare fields, 

“ and the proprietor has lately let it to a solvent tenant, who expects to have 30 
acres of oats growing this year, where the water lay four feet deep twelve 
months ago. 

“ The whole of the proprietors whose works I have been directed to inspect, 

“ have acknowledged the advantage derived through the loans made to them, and 
“ many have made inquiries, as to the possibility of procuring additional loans, 

“ whilst others, who did not before apply for loans, are now anxious to procure 
“ them, to enable them to improve the land and give employment to the people ; 

“ in fact, the act has worked most beneficially, and is universally considered to be 
“ a great boon to the public. 

“ The principal landed proprietors who have obtained loans in the County of 
“ Waterford, and who have carried on their works in a successful manner, are 
“ Lord Carew, Lord Stewart De Decies, Lord Huntington, Sir Henry W. Barron, 

“ Bart., Sir Richard Musgrave, Bart., Mrs. Catherine Osborne, Mr. Christopher 
“ Usher, Mr. Barry Drew, Mr. Newell, N. Barron, and others.” 

Mr. Charles W. Welland, the Inspector of Drainage employed in the Eastern County of Cork, 
Division of the Courty of Cork leporte;- , , 

“ In making the progress inspections of the several drainage works in my 
“ district, I was happy to find that almost in every instance the proceedings under 
“ the Act were working well, and giving general satisfaction. 

“ The proprietors (where resident) are gratified with the success of their opera- 
« tions, and regret that they did not at first understand the benefit they would 
“ derive, and in consequence, limited their applications to small loans ; the labourers 
“ flock to the employment from every side, receive fair wages, and are paid pimc- 
“ tually in cash, and I am convinced the Government could not invest the public 
money on better security, or promote the peace and prosperity of the country by 
“ any means so suitable to the wants and habits of the people, as by the principle 
“ and system laid down by the Land Improvement Act. 

“ The improvement of the land which has been drained, and which has since 
“ been cultivated, is in many cases very striking, and all admit, that theloansmade 
“ under the Act have had the effect oi adding so many acres of good land to the 
“ general stock, and at the same time, have caused the removal ot so many acres of 
” useless swampy waste, ■'vhich was frequently injurious to the health of the in 
“ habitants, and although too short a period has elapsed, since the works were 
“ commenced, to enable me to pronounce generally on tlie increase in produce con- j 
“ sequent on them, still, sufficient has been effected to awaken general interest; in 
“ proof of which, I beg to send extracts from a fetv of the many letters I have 
“ received on the subject from several landed proprietors. 
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« Thomas Biggs, Esq., of Garryhankard, Bandon, who is an extensive land- 
“ holder, and experienced farmer, mentions in a letter to me ot the 3rd inst: — 'I 
“ ' am happy to inform you that my drainage on the commons of Cloyne has been 
“ ‘ most satisfactory. I commenced in July 1848, and as each field was drained the' 

“ ‘ plough was set to work to fallow the land for wheat. I have now 16 acres, 
•“ the most promising crop in this county, and sufficiently thick and luxuriant. 

“ ‘ Previously, the same land never produced half a crop, jilthough highly manured. 

“ ‘ I have a promising crop of oats in another portion, and I am preparing more' 

“'of the drained ground for barley, carrots, and turnips,’ 

“Captain Collis of Castlecook, Kilworth, informed^me, ‘ All the land 1 have 
“ ‘ drained, presents a most favourable appearance both in the growth of grass and 
“ ‘ crops, and 1 promise myself a fair crop of turnips on about 20 acres oi what 
“ ‘ was formerly the worst of my land.’ i i j i • v 

“ W. R. hleade. Esq., of Baliyraiirtle, Kiusale, states in regard to the land whicH 
“ he has drained and subsoiled I have this year twenty acres of drained land in 
“ ‘ preparation for turnips, the greater part of which I have subsoiled during the 
“ ‘ ^vintel•, and which ivas formerly useless. The appearance and tilth ot the land 
“ ‘ is quite changed, and I have no doubt I shall have a plentiful crop. Ihe 
working of the Act has hud a most beneficial eftect in this neighbourhood. 
Fortunately loans to a larger amount have been granted in our electoral division, 

“ ' than in any in the union of Kinsale, and tiie result is, that although the number 
of destitute is considerable, owing to the employment given, the rate has not 
“ ‘ exceeded Is. in the pound during the year, and at the same time we shall 
“ ' ourselves derive considerable advantage from the increased value of the lands 

“ ‘ improved.’ ’’ , . . , j ^ i.-u 

“ The above extracts may give an idea of the value which is attached to tne 
“ working of this Act by the resident proprietors in this district.” 

Mr. Adam N, Meade, the Inspector of Drainage, employed in the Southern 
and Western Districts of the County of Cork, reports: — _ , 

“ The improvement of land under this Act may be classified under two nertds, 
“ viz ; — 1st, thorough drainage and subsoiliug ; 2iul, fencing, levelling of fences, 
“ clearing stones, and making farm roads. Under the first head there has been much 
“ done, and all is likely to prove very remunerative. 

“ From what has been executed under my observation, I should say that the 
“ greatest improvement has been effected on the lands which have been hitherto 
“ partially cultivated, and which are now producing excellent crops. Amongst 
“ the numerous instances of the kind I could ])articularize, I will mention the eases 
“ of the Earl of Shannon, Sir George Coltliurst, Bart., Mr. Henry Bemiet oi 
“ Kiusale, Mr. James Gillman of Oakmount, and the tenants of Mr. O'Neill 
“ Daunt, of Kilcaskan, where the crops of turnips and cabbages, of last yeai? 
“ nearly repaid the entire cost of drainage. 

“ 2nd. Fencing, levelling old fences, and clearing of stones. 

“ In this brancli of improvements, which I consider a very irnportant one, as 
“ regards the preparation of land for an improved system of agriculture, a good 
“ deal has been done, which is likely to prove remunerative. Amongst many other 
“ cases I may mention Mr. J. Redmond Barry of Glandore, Mr. AVilliam R. 
“ Meade, of Ballymavtle, Mr. Daniel Conner of Mauch, Mr. Cornelius O'Caliaghaii 
“ of Knockbrown, Mr. Anthony Cliffe, and in many other cases of a similar nature 
" improvements have been made.” 

Mr. Samuel M. Hussey, the Inspector of Drainage employed for the middle 
district of the County of Cork reports : — 

“ The advantages derived from the loans made under the Land Improvements 
“ Act appear to have greatly depended on the class of persons who obtained 
“ them. 

“ Where a proprietor obtained a loan for the improvement of land either in his 
“ own occupation, or in the hands of intelligent tenants, the advantages were con- 
“ aiderable, and lands which previously to draining were unsuited to the cultiva- 
“ tion of green crops, immediately produced crops not exceeded by those raised on 
" naturally rich dry land, and hence, a stimulus was ^iven to the occupiers to com- 
“ meuce liming, deep ploughing, and otherwise fertilizing the soil, and they now 
“ begin to feel that by increased skill and energy in farming, it may be possible 
“ to meet the present depression in the prices of agricultural produce. 

“ But turning to those cases where loans w’ere taken on large estates, for the 
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“purpose of employing the labourers, and thereby lessening the taxation, the Land Improvement. 
“ results were not such as would warrant a larger and continued outlay. 

“ A considerable portion of the land thorough drained in small lots on the 
“ farms of a poor and nearly pauper tenantry, who were generally unaware of the 
” advantages derivable from thorough drainage, did not follow it up ; and in con- 
“ sequence, the ground has been left untilled and waste. 

“ These reinarl^ apply particulai'ly to the extensive estates of the Earl of Bantry, 

“ who has expended a considerable sum under the Land Improvement Act, on the 
“ lands occupied by tenants having small holdings, who have been completely 
“ ruined by the loss of the potato crop, and who do not understand the cultivation 
“ of any crops except potatoes and oats ; hence the works have not been followed up. 

“ From these as well as similar cases, I am of opinion that where a proprietor 
“undertakes large works of improvement, for a depressed and unskilful tenantry, 

“without sufficient funds to render the lands suitable for a superior class of 
“ farmers, the drainage works under the Act will not return the required per 
“centage on the otitiay; but on the contrary, where the works are followed up by 
skilful farmers, that the return will amount to from 10 to 20 per cent., and I am 
“ happy to say the latter is the predominant character of the works that have been 
“undertaken in my district, the comparative failures being the exception, not the 
rule.” 

Very extensive drainage operations have been undertaken in the northern 
district of the County of Cork, particularly in the Baronies of Duhallow and 
Fermoy, the principal undertalcers being Sir George C. Colthurst, Bart., Mr. 

Nicholas P. Leader, Mr. Richard 0, Aldworth, Mr. George Grehan, Sir William 
W. Beecher, Bart., Messrs. Daniel and John L. Cronin, Mr. Denis S. Lawlor, 

Viscount Lismore, Mr. Samuel P. Townsend, and Mr. Timotliy Hennessey. 

Mr. Robert Bell, the Inspector of Drainage employed in the County of Kerry, County of Kerry, 
reports 

“ The extent of land drained up to this time is very considerable, especially in 
“the northern Baronies of Iraghticonnor and Clanmaurice, and mostly on land 
“previously under cultivation. The drains are generally from 4 to feet deep, 

“and from 35 to 45 feet apart; they have proved quite effective in every case 
“ which has come under ray notice, and consequently are satisfactory to the 
“ proprietors. ' 

“ A considerable portion of the drained land has been, and is in course of being 
“ brought under tillage this season, and it cannot fail to prove highly remunera- 
“ tive, for in several instances the first crop, and in most the second or third, wUl 
“ defray the expense which has been incurred, the average of which is 3^. 16s., or 
“ including the open main drainage, about 4/. per acre. I had many opportunities 
“ last year, as I have often had before in England, of witnessing the appearance of 
“ the crops on the drained and undrained land, and the difference was most striking. 

“ I will only cite one case as a comparison, wliicli may be generally applied. ■* 

“ Mr. John Sealy, near Listowel, had a crop of oats last year on drained land, 

“ which was valued at lOl. per acre, and a similar crop sown on undrainecl land 
adjoining, was not considered to be worth 5Z. per acre. 

“ Amongst the proprietors who have given the most employment in draining 
“ on land previously under cultivation may be mentioned, William Talbot Crosbie, 

“ Esq., St. John Blacker, Esq., Newtown Sandes William Sandes, Esq., Sallow- 
“ glen, Stephen Edward Collis, Esq., George D. Stokes, Esq., &c., and I believe 
“ there are no able-bodied labourers unemployed on the properties of any of those 
“ gentlemen. 

“ In improving the lands formerly uncultivated, the most extensive works have 
" been undertaken by the Marquis of Lansdowne, Mr. Conway Hickson, Mr. 

“ John Mahony, and many others. 

“ The present crops are not sufficiently advanced, to judge of the difference on 
“ the drained and undrained land, but I have not the slightest doubt as to the 
“ efficiency of the drainage executed under the Act 10 Viet., cap. 32. 

“ The proprietor improving his property by its aid, has the best guarantee that 
“ the work will be effectually carried out, and not according to the slovenly and 
“ imperfect manner practised heretofore on many estates in this county. Speak- 
“ ing generally, the working of the Act in Keriy has been very satisfactory,^ and 
“ the examples of success are so numerous, that no doubt can now be ascertained, 

“ even by the most sceptical, of the direct benefit, in proportion to the expenditure, 

“ to be derived from thorough draining and subsoiling.”

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Govern'ni&nt Buildings in and near Dublin and in ike Phamix Park. 

No new works of any extent have been undertalcen in connexion with these 
buildings. The expenditure has been principally on repairs and supplies ot 
furniture The building of the new chapel at the Hibernian Military School, 
owinff to'a misunderstanding with the contractor, has been much delayed, and it is 
not more than half finished. The works are however now proceeding rapidly. 
The school rooms at this Institution are very defective, and msufiicient tor the ac- 
commodation of the children. It wiU probably be necessaiy to provide for 
additions to these buildings in next year’s estimates. At the Boyal Hospital the 
buildings are gradually being brought into a proper state of repair. _ I he house 
adioining the Infinuai-y, which was occupied by the late physician, is in a dilapi- 
dated state and a sum has been inserted in the estimates tor a thorough repair. 
Should it be appropriated to the use of his successor, the present residence oi this 
officer, adjoining it, can then be pulled down, and the costly repair ol the liouse 
saved. 



Dublin General Prison for Convicts. 

The progress made in this building has been satisfactory. ^ The Board having 
received^ a communication from His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, respecting 
the crowded state of the Irish goals, and the necessity that, exists for expediting 
the completion of this prison, every exertion is being used by the contractor, vrlio 
expects to be able to complete two wings and the residences for officers by the 
month of September next, ivhich will afford accommodation ibr about 250 prisoners. 
The remaining portions ol the building will, it is expected, be finished by the end 
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of the year, or early in the spring of 1850. Some alteration has been made in the . Bididings. 
design, by substituting two air shafts on each side of the Inspection Hall for the 
large central one over it, which will admit of more light being given to the centre 
of the building, by introducing a roof-light over the Inspection Hall. 



Central Criminal Lunatic A^lum, Dwndi'um. 

The works of this building are so far advanced, that it is expected it will 
1)6 fit for occupation before the month of October next. With a view to the 
adoption of the most approved and economical inodes of fitting up lunatic asylums, 
we have had an inspection made of several of those lately erected in Scotland and 

S igland, but we do not find that improvements of much importance have been 
ected in them. It is satisfactory however to observe, that these improvements 
tend to the abolition of fittings and arrangements formerly used, and only suitable 
for prisons. 



QueerCs Colleges: — Act 8 and 9 Viet., ch. 66. 

The works at these buildings are proceeding rapidly towards completion, and 
will all admit of the students entering on their course of study in October next, the 
time fixed on for their opening. Since the contracts were entered into and the 
works far advanced, it has been proposed to the Lord Lieutenant by the Board of 
Presidents that lecture-rooms and dissecting-rooms, in connexion with the Medical 
Faculties of the Colleges, should be added, by erecting detached buildings. As, 
however, the funds for the colleges are limited by Act of Parliament, we have sug- 
gested that no directions should be given by the Government on the subject, until 
the contract buildings are completed. 

Maynooth College: — Act 8 and 9 Viet., ch. 5. 

The new buildings of this college have not been proceeded with as rapidly as we 
had reason to expect. The contractor promises to use eveiy exertion during the 
coming season to complete them. The repaiis of the old building, provided for 
in the Parliamentary Estimates of last year, have been for the most part executed, 
and the buildings are being gradually brought into a tolerable state of repair ; but 
being much out of repair when handed over to us, and not originally of the best 
construction, some years must elapse before the permanent repairs can be com- 
pleted at the present rate of expenditure. 

The sum granted for the new buildings by the Act 8 and 9 Vic., c. 5, will 
be barely sufficient to cover their cost, and the fittings indispensable to render 
them fit for occupation. No means have been provided for heating the corridors 
in which the students’ single rooms are placed. The funds would not admit , of 
any extended system for the purpose, and as there are no fire-places in any of 
thke rooms, the cold will he severely felt in u’inter. The utmost economy has 
been observed in designing and constructing the new buildings, which are of 
rubble masonry, with cut stone dressings to windows and doors. The Act before 
referred to states that the construction, fitting up, and furnishing of the new 
buildings, and the repairs and alterations of the existing college, shall be under- 
taken by us with the funds provided, viz, 30,000^. The number of students and 
professors was increased and fixed by the Act, and accommodation was to be pro- 
vided for all, and according to the regulation each student was to have a room to 
himself. According to the plan originally designed by the architect, the buildings 
were to occupy the four sides of a quadrangle, and to include an examination h^ 
and a chapel, capable of accommodating all the students and professors, and to 
cover the cost of all this a sum of 30,OOOZ. was voted. But this sum was so 
inadequate to meet the expense of all the accommodation prescribed to be given, 
that the examination hall and chapel bad to be omitted, and there appeared to be 
no choice with respect to the repairs, but to leave them to be provided for by 
votes of Parliament, annually, as was the custom before the passing of the Act of 
8 and 9 Viet, c. 5. Indeed we cannot suppose, whatever the wording of this Act 
may be, that it could ever have been intended to maintain those buildings out of the 
small sum of 30,OOOZ: provided by the Act "VVe can only state, that if the build- 
ings of this college are to remain public property, and to be upheld in the same 
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Public Suildings. state of repair as other public buildings, an annual vote will be required, and for 
some years to come we see no prospect of the estimate being much reduced.

At Cork, Sligo, and Killamey, the buildings have been some time in progress, 
and we have every reason to be satisfied with the manner in which, up to this time, 
the works have been executed. The contractor has also commenced operations at 
Omagh Asylum, and a tender has been accepted for that at Kilkenny. 

In addition to the above-mentioned new buildings, orders have been issued by 
the Lord Lieutenant in Council for extensive repairs and additions to Ballinasloe 
Asylum, and repairs to that of Clonmel, as well as for the purchase of additional 
ground for those of Limerick, Ballinasloe, and Belfast. 

The preliminary arrangements for purchasing lands, and obtaining plans for the 
additions to the Dublin Lunatic Asylum, have been suspended until the Government 
shall have decided on the best. course to be pursued with reference to the diflPerent 
plans which have been suggested, to provide the required accommodation for 600 
patients, the existing building of the Richmond Asylum affording accommodation 
for only 290 patients. We have proposed, for the consideration of the Lord 
Lieutenant, to provide room in the existing Richmond Asylum for 436 patients, 
and to erect, on the land immediately adjoining it, a new building to contain about 
164 patients. 

CustOHis’ Buildings. 

Extensive works, both in the erection of new buildings and i-epairs to custom 
houses and coast-guard stations around Ireland, have been executed during the 
past year, and many are still in progress The actual payments on account of 
contracts for those works during the past year amount tothe sum of 4,229Z. Is. 4d., 
which has been paid by the Commissioners of Customs. 

Works are being executed, at present, at 19 coast-guard stations and 8 custom 
houses. 

Constabulary Buildings. 

During the last year your Lordships were pleased to direct that we should 
advise the constabulary department, when referred to, on the plans and specifica- 
tions for Barracks required to be erected for that force. These directions we 
have attended to, in the cases, three in number, referred to us. 
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ROADS, 

On the formation of the Board of Public Works in the year 1831, certain 
roads constructed subsequently to the year 1820, under the Act 3 Geo. IV., 
Cap. 34, were consigned to their charge by the late Board of Inland Navigation, 
under whose management they were placed by 6 Geo. IV. j cap. 101, of which the

The maintenance of these roads and bridges, constructed at the entire or partial 
expense of Government through uncultivated districts, was by Act 1 and 2 
Wm. IV., cap. 33, placed under the management of the Board, and a sum of 
50,000/. was by that Act placed at its disposal, to be expended^ in moiety grants 
in the construction of roads through poor and remote districts hitherto unopened, 
and in the erection of piers. 

“■ The result of the grant, aided by the moiety contnbutions, was, that between the 
years 1832 and 1837, 185 miles of new roads were completed and opened to the

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There were also several miles of roads in course of coDStruction. 

In the year 1837 the grant fund, sanctioned by the Act 1 and 2 Wm. IV., 
cap. 33, was nearly exliausted ; but in consequence of the great amount of benefit 
conferred on the country by the former grant of 50,000?., m opening up the remote 
and inaccessible districts to cultivation, giving present and promoting 
ployment amongst the poorest of the peasantry, a further grant fund oi o0,000/. 
for like purposes was provided under Act 1 Vic., cap., 21 in 1837, when a partial 
failure of the potato crop caused an unprecedented number of applications to be 
made for portions of this grant fund. ^ ^ i 

By this latter Act power was given to baronial road sessions to memorial the 
Lord Lieutenant for the construction of any work coming under the conditions for 
which a grant might be sanctioned, under the Public Works Act, land 2 Wm. IV., 
cap 33, and for which the magistrates and cess-payers were willing to be assessed 
for a portion of the expense; and after investigation by the Board, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant might, on the Board’s report, recommend to the Lords of the Treasury to 
a moiety of the estimated expense, the other moiety to be subsequently repaid by 
instalments to be levied oif the district, or county, as the grand jury should direct. 

By the operation of this, and the preceding grant, aided by contributions and 
presentments, there was an aggregate of 451 miles of roads constructed and made 
available for public traffic, through poor and uncultivated districts, of which 
the following is a list : —

The foregoing statement includes tlie cost of superintendents and paymasters, 
and not only of maintaining the surface of the road in perfect order, but al^ the 
masoni 7 of every description, bridges, gullets, retaining walls, &c. (which on 
country roads form a subject for special presentment), in addition to ordinary repairs. 
When these circumstances are considered, and also that the Boards roads are 
admittedly maintained in a superior state of repair to county roads, the cost per 
mile appears a moderate charge. ^ , j , -j j 

On viewing the statement of the cost of maintaining the roads and bridges under 
6th Geo. iV.rcap. 101, as compared with the cost of maintaining the grant roads 
constructed under this Board, there will appear a striking difference ; the cost of 
the latter, taken generally, being much lower than the tormer— ditterence about 
3/. per mile. 
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DRAINAGE.

See Appendix C, The progress made in the numerous and extensive measures of improvement, under 
Pages 311—260. operation of the above Acts since the date of our last Annual Report, 8tli July, 
1848, has been but very limited, owing to the want of funds. 

With reference to new measures — the general operation of these laws, or the 
beneficial results of the measures undertaken and completed — we have but little 
to add to the information contained in that and the previous reports submitted to 
Parliament. 

In the present position of the Drainage Works and the proceedings connected 
with them for the last year, there is, however, much of importance to the interests 
of the public and those of the proprietors and tenants, for whose direct benefit 
these works have been undertaken; and we therefore deem it our duty briefly to 
describe the general progress under these Acts, the present condition of the works, 
and the difficulties which have retarded their progress or completion iu certain 
cases ; so, that in this stage of our proceedings, in carrying this important code of 
laws into operation, the whole case of the drainage works may be recorded. 

From the month of August, 1842, when the principal Drainage Act, 5 & 6 Viet., 
cap. 89, received the Royal assent, to the 31st December, 1848, the progress made 
may be briefly summed up as follows.

Thus in the space of little more than six years, and under very unfavourable 
and embarrassing circumstances, a very extraordinary if not unparalleled advance 
has, under thfe operations of this code of laws, been made in drainage — the fipCand 
most important part of the great work of agricultural improvement required in 
this country. 

The necessity of opening the river courses, and outlets of the country, was fully 
set forth in the Reports of the Commissioners appointed to inquire iiito the nature 
and extent of the bogs and waste lauds of Ireland in 1S13-14. Its importance 
was foreseen by all professional persons who had turned their attention to drainage 
or reclamation. The positive resultant advantages were admitted by the parties 
interested in, or who examined the first few districts opened under the Drainage 
Acts in 1843-44, hut it was not until facilities were given by law, and money 
was offered on favourable terms by loan for land improvement, that the imperative 
necessity of the main (or arterial) drainage was fully seen and admitted by all 
persons who properly turned their attention to the subject. 

It was then found, not only that the obstructed outlets injured the adjacent 
lands, or prevented their improvement to a much greater height and extent than 
non-professional persons had before observed or anticipated, but that the proper 
efficient drainage and improvement of these lands added so much to the quan- 
tity of water to be discharged by the outlet, or poured the water down so much more ' 
rapidly than heretofore, as to prove more palpably the insufficiency of the outlet, 
and to add to the injury of the low lands along the river. 

Owing to the flatness of a great portion of the interior and central parts of 
Ireland (whereby every increase of obstruction or inundation aggravated the 
pre-existing evils), these opinions and convictions obtained additional force and 
prevalence throughout the country. 

The famine of 1845-46, together with the desire for reproductive employment, 
awakened even still more strongly a sense of the importance of such works ; and, 
from a casual admission of their value, proprietors and others interested, turned 
to and made an urgent demand for their execution, and the removal of every 
formality, or source of delay, which the technicalities or provisions of the first Act 
(5 &6 Viet., c. 89) contained. In consequence of this, an Amended Law was 
passed in the early part of the Session of 1846, advances of public money made on 
loans to defray the cost of surveys, and additional amendments have since been 
passed, all with a view to expedite the proceedings, andwitlithe aid of improved 
security for private loans, and the advance of public loans to push forwai-d,' these 
works, both as the first step to other improvements and the means of affording 
reproductive employment. 

The laws so amended have been found to work well, so far as their leading 
principles are concerned, and making due allowances for the alterations with 
reference to landed property, caused by the distress of the last few years, but taking 
into coiisiderution the altered circumstances of the times, the number of Acts now 
forming the code, together with certain portions of the provisions of a temporary 
nature which M'ill expire at the end of this Session, and considering also other 
particular.s hereinalter referred to, the Board conceive that the future progress of 
this great measure of improvement might be greatly assisted and facilitated if 
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Parliament were pleased to pass such a consolidation and amendment of the law, 
as that proposed in the Treasury Minute of the 1st December, 1846. 

Perhaps no measures of Public Works are necessarily, or from their own nature, 
more involved in legislative and administrative difficulties, delicacy of manage- 
ment and execution, than those contemplated by tbe Drainage Acts. The legis- 
lative difficulties arise from the numerous and often conflicting interests concerned 
in drainage, of existing mills, improved water-power, navigation and fisheries, com- 
bined ndtli the now fully admitted necessity of making the voluntary act of a 
specified majority binding, through the administration of a public impartial Board, 
on ail the other interests benefited or affected. Whilst as regards the administra- 
tive duties, the scientific skill, physical knowledge and experience required in 
designing, and the training of engineers, professional and practical knowledge 
essential in executing u^ater-works of such varied extent, character, and difficulty, 
combined with the peculiar risks or liability to accidents, of a dangerous and 
expensive nature, to which the works themselves, and the adjacent properties, are 
subject during their progress, render these works sources of continuous anxiety. 
These measures, therefore, require for their successful management, not only ade- 
quate powers, and a suitable pliable system of operation derived from experience, 
but the confidence, co-operation, and steady support of the authorities and all the 
parties interested, a judicious unity of control, and the free uninterrupted provision 
of pecuniary means to meet contingencies, take advantage of favourable circum- 
stauces when they occur, and proceed with the works to completion at the times 
and seasons, and in the order and manner which professional experience indicates 
to be the most suitable for the purpose. 

In some of the earliest works, and in some of those commenced and completed, 
whilst funds were abundant and the parties interested co-operated with us, we had 
the advantage of administering the law in the manner to which we have adverted; 
and we conceive, have succeeded fully in the objects proposed, and attained them 
with, as we believe, a less expenditure than such measures could, at such 
times, be effected through any other instrumentality ; whilst in all the other 
works undertaken, we have been, with but one or two exceptions, so fortunate, as 
under most embarrassing and difficult circumstances, to avoid any very excessive 
expenditure, and wholly to escape any fatal injury to the measures as works. 

But we feel it due to the Government, to the public and private interests 
involved in these measures, and to the character of this Board, to state, that 
matters over which we had no control, namely, the suspension of the works for 
want of funds, or second assents in the summer of 1847, and again in the 
summer and autumn of 1848 (the season of the year in which such works could 
he carried on with most advantage), have involved a greatly increased expenditure, 
and is daily productive of injury to the works themselves, or to lands {mected by 
them ; whilst a further continuance of suspension would in some cases materially 
injure the security for the moneys already advanced. 

In thus distinctly stating the case of tbe suspended works, we are solicitous, 
with a view to the defence of tbe public service, to avail ourselves of the only 
opportunity afforded us, of explaining the circumstances and conditions under 
which these works were undertaken. 

We have already stated that every amendment made by the Legislature in the 
first Geueml Drainage Act, 5 & 6 Viet., c. 89, and we may add, every exertion 
used by the late and present Government, from the time when the utility of the 
measures became generally admitted, have been directed to expedite and facilitate 
the preliminaries ; whereby districts would be brought under tlie operation of tlie 
law, and then to promote tbe execution of the works by the advance of niouey 
on favourable terms, suited to the circumstances of the country. . , , t. 

The whole of the provisions of the Act 9 Viet., c. 4, which received the Royal 
assent on the 9th March, 1846, and those of the Acts 10 & 11 Viet, c. 79, and c. 
106,— assented to on the 22nd July, 1847— clearly show this object and inten- 
tion ; whilst, by the last-mentioned Act, additional funds were granted foi 
Drainage Works. . , 

But with reference to the greater iiuraher of the drainage districts wbicxi 
have been examined or undertaken by us, and which were applied for under the 
“ Provisions for Summary Proceedings,” perhaps tbe preamble of the clauses con- 
taining those provisions in the 9th Viet., c. 4, will best show the object of the 
Legislature, and the duty imperatively imposed on this Board. It is as follows 

“ And whereas, by reason of the failure or destruction of the potato crop of the 

F 
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“ last season in Ireland, there is reason to apprehend that in certain districts 
“ o-reat distress may, during the ensuing spring and summer, prevail among the 
fabouring classes of the population ; and it is expedient, with a view to alleviate 
“ such distress, by provisions of a more summary nature than hereinbefore con- 
“ tained, to give, for part of the present year, increased facilities and powers for 
“ commencing, without delay, and carrying on various works of utility connected 
witli the drainage and improvement of lands in such districts, whereby remune- 
“ rative employment may be afforded to the labouring classes. ^ 

These provisions were by that Act to remain in force, as regards the time withm 
xohich assents might le given, and consequently works commenced, until the 1st 
of August 1847. But, on the 22nd of July 1847, the Act 10 & 11 Vict. c. 79, 
was passed to continue these provisions for summai-y p roceedings. In the preamble 
of this Act it is recited;— “ And whereas by reason of the destruction ot a large 
“ portion of the potato crop of last year in Ireland, it is expedient, for the purposes 
“ of affording increased facilities for employment, to continue, for a limited time, 

“ the aforesaid provisions for summary proceedings and, in consequence, it was 
enacted that it should be lawful to commence or undertake any works under these 
provisions, the assents for which should be given within 12 months, “ or before the 
‘‘ end of the then next session of Parliament," that is, the end of this present 
session of 1849. r t 

Still further to expedite the commencement of the works, as measures qt relief, 
these Acts dispensed with the detailed surveys and valuations as preliminary 
measures —directed the Board to make “ such preliminary examination and 
« inquiry as they should think fit,” or “ adopt any survey or report which should 
“ have been made” — and “ cause to be ascertained in a summary way, the extent of 
“ the lands to be drainedorimproved — xheprobahle costandeaspensesoi such drainage 
“ or improvement, and the probable benefit to result therefrom, together with the 
“ names of the reputed proprietors:” — so that, in point of fact, as the provisions 
show, extensive and intricate measures of improvement could be entered upon, 
with only the delay of a few weeks, after applications had been made for them ; and 
it requires no commentary from us to show that no other or slower course of pro- 
ceeding would, consistently with the object, meet the contingencies of the time. 

• Thus the Legislature established the principle that these measures should be 
undertaken for the twofold purpose : 1st, of their own utility, as works of improve- 
ment ; and 2ndly, as a means of affording relief by reproductive employment to the 
distressed labouring classes ; and the duty was, clearly and imperatively, imposed 
upon us to receive the applications— to make the surveys, and inquiries, for which 
these Acts authorized the issue of funds, on the security of the applicant s memorial. 

and, if we were satisfied tliat the benefit to result would be commensurate with 

the estimated cost and expenses of the work, — to complete the preliminary proceed- 
ings ; and, upon receiving the necessaiy assents and the loan ot funds, to proceed 
with the works. 

This duty was performed under all the pressure and embarrasment of the other 
measures of relief in the years 1846-47 ; during which we reported to the Treasury, 
every month, the progress made, with the number of new districts applied for. Our 
reports were laid before Parliament, and printed in the Relief Correspondence of the 
period ; whilst, in our annual reports, from the commencement of the service in 
1842, in the monthly reports referred to, and in various other communications, 
we have fully set forth the estimated cost of these extensive measures of improve- 
ment. 

We were urged by all parties, and by every consideration of policy and humanity, 
to proceed vigorously with the works, and afford employment on the principles thus 
sanctioned by the Legislature; — we felt coerced both by these principles, and the 
urgency of the case, combined with our own convictions of the value of the im- 
provements, to diffuse the employment as much as possible throughout the districts 
in which the preliminaries were completed, and loans sanctioned — to continue the 
employment even in winter in order to prevent destitution; and, for this purpose, 
to extend employment in some instances by opening tributary streams and the 
upper parts of districts, before completing the lower divisions, the works of which 
could not be proceeded with in winter or in floods. 

The result has been that a vast quantity of work has been executed, as already 
set forth, and a great amount of partial benefit conferred — more so, indeed, than 
can be taken credit for in the unfinished state of the works; but, in any districts in 
which the works have been suspended in a very incomplete state, or not fully 
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carried out, much dissatisfaction is created, and we know that, iu some instances, 
active mischief and increased expenditure are incurred; for river works cannot be 
stopped or suspended with impunity as road or other works may be ; — the uncon- 
trolled influence of floods upon unfinished works of this class is invariably detri- 
mental, and, in many instances, ruinous. 

From the early part of the summer of 1 847, when a difficulty arose in procuring 
money, and the works were first suspended for want of funds, no uew measure 
has been commenced, except in a few cases where funds were provided either from 
public or private sources ; and the Board have, since that time, been obliged to 
discourage all applications for new works, by apprising the parties that, notwith- 
standing the continuance of the “ Provisions for Summary Proceedings,” the Board 
could not undertake the investigation of new cases without a prospect of funds to 
carry them out ; and this course of proceeding has been strictly acted upon, except 
in a few instances of small districts, iu which the parties, locally interested, under- 
took to procure the necessary funds. 

It will be evident from this statement that any evils which have arisen, or are 
now progressing, in consequence of the suspension of the works, are the results of 
causes over which the Board had no control ; and are chiefly attributable to the 
general derangement and financial depression caused by the famine. 

Second Asse^its. 

We have adverted to the fact that many of the works have been suspendedfo r 
want of the second assents of the proprietors, as required by the provisions for 
Summary Proceedings, when the expenditure on the works exceeds the averge of 
3Z. per acre on the number of acres to be drained and improved in the district. In 
our last Annual Report we described, generally, the evils arising from this cause, 
and the necessity for applying a remedy. In again drawing attention to the 
matter, we beg leave to observe that, however apparently justifiable, in theory, the 
precaution of this provision was at the time of its adoption (March, 1846), in 
practice, and, owing to the panic which the pecuniary embarrassment of the time 
has produced with reference to the value of landed property and its improvement, 
we find the object of the law defeated, and increased expenditure and direct injury 
caused by the want of powers to complete the necessary works of each district in 
which they have been commenced. 

In the districts where works have been suspended for this cause, we have been 
hitherto unwilling to make our final award, from a hope that the proprietors 
interested, or a sufficient number of them, would see how essential it is to their own 
interests, and those of their properties, that the whole of the contemplated works 
should be executed, and the entire cost thereof charged equitably over all the 
lands of the district; for, should we be compelled to make our award, in the 
present incomplete state of the works, either of two courses must be adopted ; in 
either of which we feel that it would be nearly impossible to avoid injustice to some 
parties, who did not deserve such an infliction by any fault of their own. 

If we award that the whole cost of the works shall be levied ^ on the whole 
district, then the properties which have derived little or no benefit, in consequence 
of the non-completion of the works, would be taxed ; on the other hand, if we 
take the course which is perhaps most accordant with the spirit of the law, and 
levy the amount on the lands benefited, we should be charging these lands, m some 
instances, with the cost of works executed on a scale to suit the whoh district, and 
perhaps to an amount double what it would be if the whole of the works were 

In either case, lands for which the proprietors have willingly assented a second 
time would be involved in the unequal charge ; whilst, with relerence to all the 
lands in settlement or under mortgage, in the district, the parties in remainder, 
mortgagees, annuitants, &c., would, viuthout any fault on their part, be injuriously 
affected by a charge u'hich takes priority of all other liens. _ _ 

Looking to the whole circumstances of the case, the fact that the majority of the 
proprietors assented to the drainage of the whole district in each case ; that the 
expenditure, as far as it went, accomplished the twofold object of the Legislature, 
of affording employment to the distressed labouring classes, and effecting improve- 
ment, we beg leave again to submit that a legislative remedy be applied to meet 
this case of want of co-operation, and prevent injury or injustice to parties wlic^ 
from being involved with others in the same measure, cannot help themselves oi 
be protected by the administrative body. p ^ 
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County Bridges. 

A very iraportant provision of tlie Drainage Acts i_s that relating to the recon- 
struction or alteration of public bridges or culverts built across _ rivers, streams, or 
drains brought under the operation of these Acts. By this provision, it is enacted, 

• that the cost of reconstructing or altering any of such bridges or culverts, which, 
bv their insutficiency of waterway, cause, or tend to cause, the flooding oi, or other 
iniury to, any land to be drained or improved, shall be defrayed by the county or 
barony, as tlie case may be, upon the Commissioners determmmg by a declaration 
the amount of such cost, and issuing certain notices: — to this declaration a 
traverse is allowed on the question of the cost of reconstruction or alteration. _ 
The result of our investigations and experience for more than six years, m 
relation to the causes of obstruction and injury to the main dvainage^of the country, 
has been to show, that a very large proportion of the primary artificial obstructions 
is attributable to the encroachments made upon the -waterway of rivers, streams, 
and drains, by unsuitable bridges and culverts, and their approaches. 

We have, in previous Reports, adverted to this fact, and to -the circumstance that, 
in remote, if not in very recent times, more regal'd was paid in the construction of 
such works, to passing the road over the river, than to making or leaving adequate 
provision for the discharge of the waters under or through them. Indeed, in very 
many instances, all consideration of drainage vyas not only neglected, hut the value 
of extensive tracts of country was directly sacrificed, by embanking the roads across 
the valleys, and throwing large masses of material into the naturally_ capacious 
river channel, in order to form a foundation for the bridge, which lyas itself then 
frequently ill-constructed, having small arches, and large massive piers ; the latter 
with the abutments frequently placed obliquely to tiie stream. The artificial 
obstructions thus erected, reduced the natural scouring^ power of the river — 
deposits and shoals gradually took place; and the injuries insensibly increased, 
until at last professional examination and experience became necessary to distin- 
guish between the original course, and the shoaled and obstructed river-course, 
■which appear now to be natural defects. 

We have strong evidence, in many cases, that this has been the course of events ; 
and the evils of inundation and obstructed drainage have been increasing, to the 
great detriment of the whole country; whilst every increase of reclamation, im- 
proved drainage, and cultivation, in the higher parts of the country, has added to 
the evils, by the increased rapidity and frequency with which floods and their 
deposits are brought down to these insufficient and obstructed water-courses. 

To remedy such evils, and prevent their injurious effects upon the climate, the 
ripening of crops, and the employment of the people— caused by rendering the 
low lands with their fine alluvial soils comparatively waste-— it has been advanced 
by some ns a sufficient reason why the whole lands in the district or county — the 
waters of which are carried off by the river or stream to be improved — should con- 
tribute a portion of the expense of the general works, which expense is, by the law, 
now charged only on the low lands, directly or more immediately benefited 
by the drainage. Whatever opinion may be formed on this subject, we conceive 
there can be no doubt of the justice and propriety of the enactment, which provides 
that the county, whose bridge or culvert is insuflncient, and causes in any degree 
mischief so injurious, not merely to private property, but to its own public interests, 
should pay for the removal of the nuisance ; for it is in every sense a nuisance to 
obstruct the common sewer — the highway of the waters of the countrj'. Yet 
we regret to state, that in many instances much difficulty and delay have been 
experienced, and much expense has been incurred, to procure the presentments for 
repaying the cost of such works. In some cases the presentments have been delayed 
for a wholeyeai’, in others for six months : — objections have been raised on law points, 
■which have been reserved, in some instances, by the Judge of Assize for the opinions 
of the twelve Judges, and by them decided in accordance with the coiistruetioii we 
had put upon the law, and our own duty in that regard. Feiv, if any, objections are 
made to the necessity of the work, or its adequacy for the object proposed, but 
it has been endeavoured to put the responsibility of payment, either wholly or 
in part, on the lauds which suffered from the previous inadequacy of such public 
structures. 

In some districts nearly every bridge has been found insufficient in wateiway for 
tlie purposes of proper drainage; whilst, in others, the insufficiency has been 
greatest in the lower parts of the stream, the capacity for discharge having decreased 
in pi'oportion to the increased necessity ibr adequacy. 
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We beo- leave to submit, that a modification of this provision should be made, 
with a view to putting tbe county in the same position, with reference to the cost 
of these bridges, that any proprietor or other party is, with reference to the sum 
awarded to be paid by him for the improvement of his land. 

At present we cannot make our award for any district until the Grand J ury 
shall have finally presented for all the public bridges or culverts in the district; 
and as the Grand Jury meet but twice a year, it is almost impossible to avoid the 
loss of six months ; and if any difficulty arise or opposition be given, even though 
finally the matter should be favourably settled, a loss of twelve months, u’ith the 
concomitant evils and increased expenditure, is inevitable. 



Cost of the Works. 

We have in our last Annual Report shown that, in many instances, the cost of 
the works -will exeeed the sums originally estimated ; and we, in part, accounted 
therefor by the circumstances stated in that Report; but from the importance oi 
the subiect, and the injurious effect that any misconception or misunderstanding, 
witli respect to it may have upon the measures of improvement fo^' the country, 
•we deem it a duty again to advert to it, and to a return made this Session to 
Parliament, in which the probable excess will be seen. 

With reference to any excess of expenditure, arising from causes oyer 'vliich 
the Board had no control, such as those already adverted to, of suspension of the 
works for want of funds, delay of parties to furnish their assents a second tinae, 
delays of the law in obtaining presentments from Grand Junes f^or county 
or excessive verdicts of Juries for compensation— however much to be regrerted 
and however uniustly the Board, as the executive body, may be popularly held 
responsible for these causes of increased expenditure-it appears unnecessary to do 
more than recite them, and to add, that as these delays could not possibly be fore- 
seen, neither could any estimate, however carefully framed, stand the test- of such

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Drainage, For these and like causes of excess, which have been incurred upon full considera- 

tion of the best interests of the parties concerned, the Board ot course hold them- 
selves responsible, and entertain no doubt, in each ease, of their being enabled to 
remove any grounds of dissatisfaction, however apparently just, and to show that 
adequate and commensurate advantages have been conferred by the works. 

In like manner, where unforeseen casualties have occurred to which river and 
water works are peculiarly liable, such as the unexpected occurrence of rock, 
quicksauds, springs, violent floods, &c., there will be little difficulty in accounting 
for any extra expense necessary to execute the works, or remedy the effects of 
such accidents. 

A considerable item of increased expenditure was the execution of the works, 
partly as measures of relief, and during the existence of the famine prices. How'- 
ever the subject may have escaped recollection, this Board cannot forget that the 
circumstances of that period increased the cost of effective labour, or actual work 
done, from 10 to 30, or even, in many instances, 50 per cent, above that of ordinary 
times, or what would be contemplated by estimates; and they have therefore 
always been disposed to give general and great credit to their officers in this 
service, for the economy with which they conducted such works under the pressure 
of such times — continuing the works during winter ; and obliged to open them, for 
the sake of employment, at times and places which their skill and experience indicated 
to be the reverse of economical. Even in these instances, the properties to be 
taxed for the works generally received the whole advantage of that expenditure in 
the profitable employment of their population, and the pro tanto reduction of 
taxation for non-productive purposes. 

Whilst the Board have thus fully explained the causes of excess, and shown its 
probable amount, by the return to Parliament already referred to, they desire to 
express their conviction, that with few, if any exceptions, the advantages of the 
measures will he amply commensurate with the expenditure ; even making 
allowance for the present depreciation in the value of landed property ; and they 
have a confident hope that if the works commenced can be finished without 
further delay, it will be found that, notwithstanding the embarrassing circumstances 
under which they were conducted, and the many causes of increased expenditure 
which existed, and over which the Board had no control, no public works of the 
same class have been ever brought, in these countries, to a successful conclusion at 
so moderate a rate of expenditure. 

In evidence of the peculiar risks to which these works are liable, we would 
instance the result of au extraordinary flood that occurred on the 21st of August 
last, in various parts of Ireland, but especially in the Ardee district, the works of 
which had, with certain modifications, been previously completed to the general 
extent originally intended; but the award for which was delayed to test the effect 
of opening the extensive district above it, containing two lakes, which were pro- 
posed to be used as reservoirs for floods. 

The works in the upper district were in an incomplete state, when on the day or 
two previous to the 21st of August, a heavy fail of rain took place amounting to 
(by rain-gauge) 7'lOths of an inch; on the 20th the river course in the Ardee 
district was full with flood, and in this state, with the whole country saturated 
with rain, thei-e fell in 7 hours, on the morning of the 21st, 1 ’34 inches of rain ; 
the greatest portion flowed into the river course, and as might be expected under 
such adverse circumstances, overflowed the banks and a considerable extent of the 
low lands of the district, but, as reported to us, without any material damage 
to crops. 

Against such extx-aordinary floods, though it would of course he possible, 
irre^eciive of eapense, to guard, yet it would he very doubtful whether the 
advantages would be commensurate with the expenditure ; and in this case it was 
expressly stated, in the preliminary report of the engineer, that the measure was 
devised “ to ensure the free and perfect discharge of the floods, without their 
“ rising on the adjoining lands, unless in some extraordinary instance, to guard 
“ against which would not be worth the increased expense that would be 

necessarily incurred.” 

The works in the upper (orNoLher) district are still incomplete ; and upon a 
recent inspection of the Ardee district by one of the members of the Board, it was 
found that the river banks had collapsed with the subsidence of the adjacent lands, 
and that in many cases deposits or shoals had been formed which’ reduced the 
discharging power of the new ch^innel ; we have therefore determined, when 
funds can be procured, to remove these obstructions to the discharge , and, in con- 
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junction with the completion of the works in the upper district, to adopt measures Dramage. 
in that of Ardee calculated to make still more efficient the discharging power, and 
also remove obstructions and an insufficient county bridge below tiie lower end of 
the district, which, we have satisfied ourselves, tends to prevent the free discharge 
of unusual floods. 

Notwithstanding the alarm caused to the proprietors by the flood in question, 
nothing can he more gratifying than the results of the drainage measure in this 
district ; a very large proportion of the low lauds being under tillage this spring, 
and the lowest bottom lands, formerly only fit to be used as ozier beds or marshes 
for coarse meadows, now yielding luxuriant crops. 

In concluding this subject, the Board think it right to state, in contravention 
of what appears to them a popular error, that whilst it would be quite practicable 
for them to give orders, and for their professional officers to prepare estimates 
so large that they scarcely could be exceeded in the expenditure, they conceive it 
would be a very injurious practice, more so even thau the opposite course ; for it 
has generally been found, in the control of extensive works, very difficult to prevent 
an expenditure to the full amount of the estimate ; whilst every item in excess is 
thoroughly canvassed, and the officers, and every party concerned, are directly 
taught to feel that their characters are staked on the issue. 

General Progress of the Works. 

The general progress of the works in the numerous drainage districts in Ireland See Appendix C. 
during the last year, with the usual particulars as to expenditure and employment 
in each district, are set forth in the Schedules (App. C, 'g.%\\,et seq^, and some 
particulars of interest, and illustrative of the foregoing parts of this Report, are 
contained in extracts from the Annual Reports of the District Engineers contained 
in Appendix pages 227 to 252, and to which we beg to direct attention. 

In the month of May last we received from your Lordship an intimation, in reply 
to our communications, that we should not calculate upon the possibility of any 
♦ addition being made to the Board’s Loan Fund for this service; and we, in conse- 
quence, issued, on the iOth of June last, instructions to all the District Engineers, 
limiting the year’s expenditure to the sums which we then ascertained M'ould be 
available, and confining their operations as much as possible to the completion of 
the districts then nearly complete, and to the execution of such works as were of 
absolute necessity to prevent evil, so far as the funds at our disposal would permit. 

This duty was generally well performed, so far asthe peculiar nature of the works 
would allow ; and the funds available on the whole were not exceeded, though the 
means of fulfilling our engagements were in some cases very much cramped, until 
the early part of this year. 

Previous to the issue of the order of the 10th June, the number of men employed 
on this service throughout Ireland amounted to about 17,000 per diem; but it 
was, by this means, reduced in a short time to 6,000 or 7,000 per diem, and finally 
to about 2.500 per diem. 

On the 29tli of November last we found it necessary to suspend nearly all the 
works, except those connected with navigation ; and the greater portion of the 
professional officers hitherto engaged, together with the working overseers and 
other persons trained to this service, were suspended or dismissed. 

The great works of navigation and drainage combined — in aid of the navigation 
part of which Parliament sanctioned grants in the year 1846 to the amount of 
135,573?. 3s. 7c?.— have steadily and satisfactorily progressed during the last year, 
with less interruption from want of funds than the other districts to which we 
have referred; inasmuch as, with the pennission of Her Majesty s Treasury, we 
have, pending the difficulty of obtaining loans, been allowed to proceed with 
the execution of the works peculiar to navigation, and defray the cost thereof out 
of the Grant Funds — we allude to the districts of Lough Neagh, the Ballinamore 
and Ballyconnell, or Junction Canal between the Shannon and Lough Erne, and 
to the Lough Corrib and Lough Mask district, the great extent of which, and 
their public importance, lead us to give copious extracts from the Annual Reports 
of the District Engineers in the Appendix C, page 211. 

In the case of Lough Neagh the works have been confined to the lower Bans 
river, about 31 miles in length ; and by the arrangements which we have adopted, 
we have already succeeded during the last winter, without injury to any interest, 
to keep the floods under control ; and the level of the waters in the vast extent oi 
Lough Neagh, containing 100,000 acres, was through the winter kept between 
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tln-ee and four feet under tLat of ordinary winter Hoods, with great advantage to

This application was made early in the year 1844 ; and the late Government 
having granted a sum of 300/. towards the preliminai'y expenses of the survey, 
and the proprietors advanced 600/. for the same purpose, the preliminaries were 
completed by receiving the requisite assents of proprietors, millers, &c., and the 
issue of the final notice on the 4th day of November, 1847. 

The Legislature having sanctioned, in the year 1346, a grant for the navigation 
of thisdistrict to the amount of 37,781/. 11s. bd . — ^being part of the 135,573/. 3s. 7d. 
already referred to — and the Treasui 7 having sanctioned a loan of 47,630/. 14s. 2c/. 
on account of the drainage, the Board ordered the works to be commenced in the 
early part of last year. 

The canal through the town of Galway was partially opened, as was a portion 
of that at Cong between Lough Corrib and Lough Mfxsk, some of the shoals in 
the river-course were partially excavated, and courts of compensation were held 
in Galway to purchase the houses and other property through which the line of 
navigation passed, or which, were otherwise required for the works ; and other 
necessary measures of arrangement were made, for carrying on the works with 
vigour during the present year. 

In the year 1846, the Joint Stock Company referred to filed a Bill in the Court 
of Chancery in Ireland to restrain this. Board from proceeding with the measure; 
and although this Bill was answered without delay on the part of the Board, the 
matter has notyet been brought to trial; whilst, in tlie mean time, persons having 
an interest in the Joint Stock Company, have, both in the years 1847 and 1848, 
introduced private Bills into Parliament to alter the public Act under which their 
commission was issued, so as to invest them with powers not given by that Act or 
commission; but these Bills having been either withdrawn or lost, it is now inti- 
mated that the parties propose to proceed with the Bill in Chancery against this 
Board, or rather against one of its members and the Secretaiy. 

Under these circumstances the Board deem it a duty — without expressing any 
opinion — to ^lit the facts upon record for th.e information of the parties interested, 
both in the public and private rights affected by the contemplated litigation ; on 
the behalf of which parties, the Board, as trustees for theirinterests and administra- 
tors of the law, are somewhat anomalously placed in the position of defendants to a 
Chancery suit. 

On these three great measures the expenditure, up to the 31st December, 1848, 
has been as follows : —

111 concluding our observations on these extensive measures, we feel bound to 
allude to others of great importance for which we received applications under the 
Acts, and for which the surveys and other preliminary measures were consider- 
ably advanced, when the improbability of adequate funds being forthcoming, with 
the direct instructions of your Lordships to stop all such preliminary pro- 
ceedings, obliged us to suspend any further steps for their completion.

enumerated in the results, nor be properly tabulated or put in comparison with the 
number of men employed, cubic yards of work done, or miles of river opened, the 
Board, giving due consideration to all these items, feel confident that few, if any, 
public works of such varied character, risk, extent and difficulty, have been more 
economically effected in any country. 



Awards and Rspaymmt. 

In our last Annual Report we alluded to tlie progress made, and some of the 
causes of delay in making our final awards. In 'this revision of the whole pro- 
ceedings under this code of.laws, it appears only necessary to mention, in addition 
to the causes of delay already adverted to, arising from a deficiency of funds, want 
of second assets, postponements, and other .delays incidental to the presentment for 
the reconstruction or alteration of insufficient county bridges, that the expectation 
of a Consolidated Drainage Act, proposed by the minute of 1st December 1846, 
under which all the awards and measures for the collection, recovery, and repay- 
ment of monies expended in this seiwice would be placed on a uniform footing 
tended, in combination with the causes already mentioned to retard this final step 
in our proceedings. 

We have now completed the final awards in two districts and made the draft 
awards in seven others; whilst all the preliminary arrangements, necessary to 
completing the awards in numerous other districts, which awaited the presentment 
of Grand Juries at the last assizes, or which were deferred until after the test of 
the last winter’s floods and the finishing off the works, are now in an advanced state. 

Pending their final decision, however satisfactory the results, it seems unsuitable 
for us to advert to the details in this Report; but with reference to the Blackwater BlackwaterDisfrict. 
and Oranhill districts in which the awards have been made final, we beg leave to 
submit, in the Appendix, copies of the diagram maps and sections of the districts. Appendix C, 
copies of the final awards — the originals of which have been enrolled in the Rolls 253— 26 o.

The Blackwater district in the counties of Kildare and Meath extends along 
three miles of the river Boyne, and fifteen miles of its tributary, the Blackwater, 
which rises in part of tlie extensive Bog of Allen. The district is so flat that the 
fall throughout does not average more than 2 feet 9 inches per mile. The low 
lauds -were subject to frequent floods (parts of them were in fact marshes) luid the 
periodical loss of crops. 

This was the first district undertaken under the Drainage Acts ; various un- 
arailing efforts for more than 50 years previously having been made to effect the 
drainage. The whole of the requisite ffinds were advanced on loan at 5 per cent, 
interest by this Board out of the Public M^orks Loan Fund. 

The works were commenced in June, 1844, and after being completed according 
to the original design were further deepened and increased in 1847, and the whole 
maintained by the Board up to the time of making the award. The water power 
of two mills was purchased and the falls created by them removed ; numerous in- 
sufficient county bridges removed, and new bridges of adequate water-way built,; 
and lands, that for a large portion of the yearwere only the tit resort of wild ducks, 
form now rich and fertile plains ; and, as the Board have reason to believe, large

The monies for the execution of the works have been borrowed partly from 
private parties — 2,400?. having been lent by two of the principal proprietors, and 
1,471?. 16s. 2c?., being the remainder, has been advanced on loan out of the Public 
Works Loan Fund. 

• The only repayment as yet made has been by the County Galway, for the 
public bridge of the district, amounting to 190?. 16s. 2c?. 

Concluded cases, such as the foregoing, afford the best test of the working of 
the system ; and although these cases were not free from the casualties and delays 
before adverted to, and peculiarly incident to this class of works, the results, it is 
submitted, are satisfactory ; and, were it uot for the present temporary depreciation 
of landed property, would not only appear far more so, but would be taken ad- 
vantage of to a far greater extent than they have been. 

In addition to the sums above-mentioned, we have received repayments for 
county bridges in the Ardee, Gorteen, Ballycowan, and Hermitage districts to the 
amount of 1265?. 17s. 11c?. 



FISHERIES. Fu^s. 

Sea Fisheries. 

In our last Annual Report we referred to some of the effects of the famine See Appendix d, 
upon the Fisheries of Ireland, — particularly those of the West Coast, — we also P®S®® 20 i— 277 . 
adverted to the numerous efforts made by Benevolent Societies, and to the course 
which, with very small means placed at our disposal, we adopted to stop or turn 
aside the tide of destitution that threatened to destroy all the existing means of 
fishiug, and that spirit of industry without which no fishery can succeed. 

Pi-evious to this visitation we had observed, as detailed in our Annual Reports, 
the symptoms of a growing prosperity and a tendency to the development of 
individual enterprise and industry in the Sea Fisheries, progressing with the 
physical improvement of the country in other matters, and accompanying, if not 
consequent upon, the removal of all unnecessary restrictions and . detailed interference 
in the trade. But perhaps no trade or pursuit is more susceptible of depressing 
influences than these fisheries, from the variable nature of the demand, and the 
numerous direct risks to which it is liable. With none is it more daugerous to 
tamper by direct protective duties, bounties, or adventitious aid, and minute 
Government interference ; whilst, for the very same reasons, none requires more 
encouragement, more support from the parties locally interested, and the diffusion 
of sound practical education in all ways in which it can be legitimately given. 

If these observations be admitted as generally applicable, they appear to us 
peculiarly so with regard to Ireland, where, on the advent of the famine, scarcely 
a curing establishment existed in the island ; and though surrounded udtli seas 
abounding in fish, this country still imported the great bulk of itscured fish from 
Scotland, Newfoundland, and other places; — where, in fact, the fisheries, being settled 
on no sound commercial basis, were in the first instance threatened with annihila- 
tion on the west and south coasts— the people deserting their boats and the trade in 
masses ; pawning.their fishing gear in despair of obtaining adequate mai'kets for the 
produce of their industry ; and availing themselves of every other less hazardous or 
more direct and effective means of procuring food to sustain their bare existence. 

We regret that from the unsatisfactory state of the registry (arising from, causes 
hereinafte”!- adverted to) we cannot show with accuracy, in figures, tfie full results 
of these depressing causes, at least to the extent which our personal observations, 
and those of our officers in various departments, lead us to believe have arisen ; but 
dealing even with the totals of the registry for the whole of Ireland, some idea of 
the state of facts may be formed from uie following abstract, showing the number 
of vessels, men and boys, engaged in these fisheries at different periods.

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We admit that of themselves these will effect but little for the immediate object; Fiskefies. 
the great want is, and the great stimulus to the trade must ever be, the steady 
daily market or sound (not fictitious) demand, and a remunerating price. These 
attained, boats, gear, tackle, and comforlable habitations will soon be found ; and self- 
interest will powerfully aid education to banish ignorance and prejudices, which are 
now rather unwisely charged as causes of deficient fisheries. 

For the accomplishment of these great objects, and consequent means of self, 
support in the distressed sea-coast districts of the western part of Ireland, we have 
long looked to : — 

1st. The early extension of railways into the centre of these districts, the 
extension of steam navigation, and the promotion of other means of 
communication to the remote parts of the coast, whereby facilities and 
cheapness of carriage being established, the demand would be increased 
in quantity, and the price raised to a remunerative scale. 

2ndly. The establishment, by private enterprise, of Curing Stations, 
whereby a daily local market would be founded close to the fishing 
grounds, with its innumerable concomitant advantages; and 

3rdly. The removal of all legal disabilities affecting land or agriculture, 
whereby local wealth and enterprise, being unshackled, may be free to 
aid such industrial speculations as the fisheries ; and the general means 
of these districts being improved, their value ns local markets for the 
produce of the adjacent fisheries may be increased with mutual advantage 
to both. 

These are the general principles upon, and means by which, we e.xpect to see 
the sea-coast fisheries of Ireland brought to the prosperous and remunerative 
condition of which we feel assured they are naturally capable ; arid we believe that 
any less extensive means, or any more direct interference on the part of the 
Government or its officers, would only end in disappointment. 

Registry of Risking Boats. 

We annex in the usual Schedule, Appendix D, No. 1, a copy of the registry of AppendixDNo. 
the boats, men and boys, reputed to be employed in the fisheries during the year 
1848, and a comparative statement of those employed in the previous year, 1847. 

In addition to the reasons stated in our last Annual Report for doubting the 
accuracy of this return, in consequence of the death or removal of parties, and the 
destruction of boats, which nevertheless remained on the registry, we find that 
changes made in the arrangement of the coast guard service, and the sub-division 
of districts, have disturbed the system which, in conjunction with that department, 
we made for the due registry of the boats in the fishery districts. 

We regard a correct registry of the boats, and the due enforcement of the law with 
reference to marking the district letter and registered number on the boats and 
sails, not merely as of great importance in a statistical point of view, but as a 
regulation most highly conducive to the observance of peace and order in the 
prosecution of the fisheries ; and have observed, since its adoption in 1842-43, its 
beneficial effect wherever it has been fully carried out. 

Such a regulation can only be effected in detail, and enforced by such a 
department as the coast guard, whose men are spread along the whole coast, and 
are frequently afloat. Under that department the registry was most zealously and 
effectively conducted in the first instance; and although the difficulties are now, 
by the circumstances we have referred to, somewhat increased, we hope to be able; 
in conjunction with the Commissioners of Customs, to have a thorough revision 
of the registry effected. Ai the same time we may remark, that to obtain the full 
and regular working of a system of registry, and the advantages of various- kinds 
to result therefrom, it may be deserving of consideration whether or not further 
regulations should be made to enforce the re-registiy of vessels or boats on change 
of owners ; to report the loss or removal of boats from the fishery ; and to make 
the registry primix faeU evidence against owners of boats in case of offences 
against the fishery or other laws of the country. 

Curing Stations. 

We have aheady referred to our last Annual Report and its Appendices for our 
proceeding in relation to the establishment of the Curing Stations at Inniscoe, 
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Killvbegs, Belmullet, Roundstone, Valentia, Castletown and Baltimore ; and we 
now continue the history of their progress, and the results of the expenraei^. 

The Roundsione Station was early given up for the reasons stated in our Report, 
and in conformity with your Lordships’ instructions, conveyed by Sir Charles 
Trevelyan’s letter of the 26th of May, 1848 ; we closed the other stations, so iar as 
regards the purchase and cure of fish, at the following times :

In the case BaltiTnore, which is fully adverted to m our last Reports after the 
closing of the station for purchases, we let the premises for the residue of our term 
re months) to atenant, and sold to him the salt in store, to be resold to the people ot 
the adiacent district. At the expiration of our term we disposed of the implements 
by public auction for the sum of 20/. This station has not been taken by any 

^ At Castletown, B&'ehaven, where but little had been done in the purchase _ or 
sale of fish, the whole of the salt was sold with profit, to the great accommodation 
of the fishermen, who are reported to have preferred curing their own fish, to 
selling it to our agent for cure; we have been enabled to dispose of the station 
to the Society of Friends, who are now, as we understand, workinrit with success 
through their own agent ; and have introduced, both there and atBere Island, im- 
proved boats and means of fishing. The plant was sold by public auction, and was 
chiefly purchased at low prices by the Society of Friends. 

Xnniscoe Station, near Burton Port, County Donegal, to which our establish- 
ment was removed from Roundstone, did not fulfil the expectations entertained oi 
it, either by our officers or the Society of Friends, who laid in a stock of salt thm-e 
in addition to ours ; and distributed, through the coast guard, fishing gear to the 
population. But Messrs Barry and Fennell report that “ the people were m such 
» a condition, for want of food and clothing, that they were really unable to avail 
“ themselves of the opportunity afforded.” . , . , . r a 

The greatest part of the fish bought at this station was obtained within tour months 
from a boat belonging to a person who earned on both the occupations of fisher- 
man and pilot. Had the fishing been pursued by others, it is presumed that they 
would have succeeded in capturing a large quantity ; but the people were so iveak 
and depressed as to be almost incapable of exertion: and as soon as the potato 
planting commenced, the fishermen all abandoned the fishing, at the very season 
when the fishing operations would be followed with the greatest success. 

Upon finding the improbability of the station proving advantageous, we removed 
our agent to Valentia, and placed this station under the care of the agent at 
Killybegs, who thenceforward transacted the business of both stations. 

The fish cured at this station has been disposed of in Dublin ; and the salt sold 



to the Messrs Perrin and Bailey. 

Tbe Valentia Station was established in May, 1847, but for some time little was^ 
done in the purchase of fish, there being but few resident fishermen, and those of 
Dingle not availing themselves of the advantages of the station. We erected at 
this station a salting, splitting, and smoking house : built yard wails, and made 
other convenient arrangements for carrying on a curing trade. 

In August, 1847, we received an intimation that an association, composed of several 
respectable English gentlemen, was about to make an experimental fishing on the 
coast near this station, in order to ascertain tlie productiveness of the fishery ; and 
as we were naturally desirous that this experiment should terminate successfully, we 
directed our agent to afford the parties every information and facility in his power ; 
to point out the position of the best fishing grounds, and purchase for cure and sale 
to the public all the suitable fish which might be taken during the experiment. 

Mr. G. H. Whalley was introduced as one of the active promoters ol this 
measure and representative of these gentlemen, and Mr. Bennett as manager and 
practical conductor of the expedition. There was but one vessel brought over for 
this experiment, and she succeeded in taking great quantities ot fish. Butin the 
dealings with Mr. Bennett, our agent, instead of confining himself to the purchase 
and cure of such fish as would be submitted for sale, from over zeal and a confidence 
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in the parties concerned, gave up almost the entiremse of the station to them, per- 
mitted them to cure their own. fish there, and advanced our funds to tlie amount of 
130?., (since reduced by repayment to 70?., which has been charged to, and settled 
for by the agent) for the purchase of certain articles required by Mr. Bennett, for 
discharging the duties stated to have been imposed upon him by his employers. 

During these operations on the part of the gentlemen referred to, we understand 
that by the active arrangements made (thou^i in some degree of doubtful policy) 
upwards of 12 tons of fish \vere taken and cured, whilst the prolific nature of the 
fishing banks was tested and proved. Diffei-ences subsequently arose between Mr. 

Bennett and his principals in England, and the derangement caused by this inter- 
ference with our plans, threw very serious obstacles in the way of our attaining the 
object for which the station was established. 

Upon giving the Inniscoe Station in charge of the agent at Killybegs, we re- 
moved to Valentia the agent, Mr. L. C. King, who had proved his superior abilities 
for such duties at Inniscoe; and by his active exertions much good has been 
effected. For a long time a large quantity of fish was supplied to the station 
by the Dingle fishermen, who were influenced by his explanations to put forth 
their energies ; and as this was during the season of the year when great distress 
prevailed, considerable benefit was conferred on the locality. 

There were about 12 tons of fish purchased by our agent at this station ; and 
the greater portion of this was bought within a period of nine weeks, in the mouths 
of May and June and part of July. A portion was sold to the Poor Law Guar- 
dians of Caliirciveen Union ; another portion to the poor in the locality ; and the 
residue was shipped to Dublin, the result of which will be found in Mr. King’s Appendix D, 
letter annexed. " 

The fish-curing materials, and a considerable quantity of salt (about 120 tons), 
are still at the station, which we have not been able to dispose of ; but for which we 
expect proposals as the season advances. It is only subject to 9?, a-yeai’ rent, and 
is at present in charge of a caretaker who is paid 5s. a week. 

The Belmullet Station was opened in January, 1847, and closed in January, 1849- 
We erected there smoaking, washing, and splitting houses, on the premises tempo- 
rarily taken for the purpose; and alter being settled in the place for some time we 
obtained the co-operation of the Society of Friends, who appointed an agent there, 
and provided him with' the means of building boats, unth a view to inducing the 
people to fish in them on sliares. 

Tlie fishing in the neighbourhood of Belmullet is carried on by people who live 
some distance from that place, and in the vicinity of different little coves or natural 
ports. The craft they use are almost exclusively canoes, or as they are in the 
country called, “ curraghs these are built with very light timbers, covered with 
tarred canvs^s ; and the people who have been accustomed to use them from their 
childhood manage them with great skill and dextei-ity. They venture out in very 
rough weather frequently ; and these boats are considered safer in heavy seas than 
thed'dinary row boats, in consequence of their great buoyancy. 

Another advantage which they possess is the facility of being hauled upon shore 
where no harbours exist. Tiiey can be carried to any distance with facility by two 
men, and are to be seen frequently in fields, where they are taken for safety, at a 
considerable distance from the shore; — thus while timber boats would be broken 
on the shingle, the curraghs can be removed out of all danger without any diffi- 
culty. The distance of the fishing ports from the station was a great drawback, 
as at Killybegs, to the energies ol the fishermen, who were obliged to bring the 
fish for several miles in baskets upon their backs, or in creels or panniers upon the 
backs of donkeys and pony horses; as in some of those remote places there are no 
roads upon which cars could be used. In consequence of this, tue agent was, some 
time previously to discontinuing the station, directed to purchase the fish at some 
of the out ports, where salt was sent and the fish was there partly — or “ green cured,” 
us it is termed, — and afterwards brought to Belmullet to have the operation of curing 
completed. An unfortunate circumstance happened after opening the station, and 
when the fishermen had for some time been delivering large quantities of fish ; — 
a body of them residing at a place called Tip plundered a vessel laden with, flour ; 
they were arrested in the act by the coast guards, and 13 curraghs with their 
crews of four men each were bi-ought into Belmullet. The men were confined in 
prison for several months, and the currtighs detained, which was necessarily a great 
impediment to the success of the station, and loss to the parties concerned. 

Carriers come to Belmullet from inland places (Castlebar, &c., from 30 to 40 
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miles distance) to puvcW fisb, but tbeir attendance is uncertain in consequence 
of the uncertainty of supply; nevertheless, during the continuance of the station 
they came much more continuously and purchased from our agent at very low 
rates, so as tosifovd them a profit, a considerable quantity of cured fish. _ 

A great improvement is observalile in the quality of the cured nsh_ in he 
market of Belmullet offered for sale by the fishermen, in consequence of the instruc- 
tions they received at the station, to which they had access at all times, when the 

persons employed were at work. , , ni- x» • „i 

This BtaSon witL the salt aud plant has been disposed of to Messrs Perrin and 
Donelly, and agreement made for the sale of the fish to Mr. Campbell, Tvho acts 
as agent for the Society of Friends. . 

We anticipate that the value of this town, as a fishing and curing 
will he essentially improved by the Junction Canal between the bays ot Black 
Sod and Broadhaven, which is now far advanced towards completion under this 

^°AUlie KiUijheqs Station, the experiment attained the greatest success from the 
energy with which it was worked from the beginning, the greater safety of the 
harbour, and perhaps the greater enterprise of the people ; coupled with the fact 
that being the longest established, it had what all such undertakings require, a 
fuUer trial. It was opened in January, 1847, and as above mentioned, closed m 
the beginning of February. 1849, being a period of more than two years. 

■ The place selected had been fitted up as a curing station by the _ late Mr. 
Murray, of Broughton, whose trustees hold extensive estates in the vicinity, and it 
possessed many advantages. We were charged by the tenant then m occi^atioii 
a full rent for the premises ; and we understand that Messrs Perrin and Bad^, 
to whom we transferred our interest, pay a still higher rent to the trustees of the 

The station has been of the greatest possible benefit to the surrounding district 
and our agent was enabled, besides local sales, to send one cargo to Bellast and 
two cargoes to Dublin. , , . . • , -j 

The fishermen who supplied tlie fish purchased at this station resule a consider- 
able distance from Killybegs ; one community of them at Teelan, the other at 
St. John’s point. The fishing ground is contiguous to those places, and tlie peo- 
ple were at considerable inconvenience in bringing their fish to the store at 
teilybegs. The labour was often very great ; find when rough weather operated 
against them, they had to row tlieir boats 12 miles in, and in returning, 12 
miles out, from Teelan and St. John’s point. This operated unfavounibly in the 
loss of time to the fishermen, excessive labour in bringing their fish to the 
station, and in very frequently prei'enting the possibility of the fish beingde- 
livered in good condition, which is fatal to the production of a well-cured article. 

To obviate this, the fishermen arranged with parties who had sailing boats, 
to whom they frequently allowed a certain price per dozen for carrying it to the 
store ; but the necessity for these payments produced a great drawback upon 

There has been long established a considerable traffic in fish from Teelan and 
St. John’s point; carriers attend from the interior of the country to purchase 
from the fishennen; and the security afforded of fair prices at the curing station 
was a great additional benefit to the fishermen, who without this would often 
have been obliged to make great sacrifices, when a large quantity offish was cap- 
tured and few purchasers in attendance. 

The fishermen of Teelan, particuliarly, are a hardy race, have good large 
yowls, and fish with great industry at particular seasons when certain descriptions 
of fish set in upon the coast ; they do not however exclusively pursue the trade of 
fishing, and at certain seasons of the year they give it up altogether to attend to 
their farming operations. The same remarks may pretty nearly apply to the 
fishermen about St. John’s point. 

We purchased staves at the saw mills at Belleek, and the coopering was done 
at the station under the superintendence of the Scotch curer, who, being a 
Cooper himself, was able to instruct those he employed in the trade of fish 
coopering, which is different in many particulars from the ordinary trade. Lord 
Courtown and Mr. Le Hunt sent two men to this station from Wexford, who 
were instructed in the trade of curing and coopering. 
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lu an experiment of this kind, conducted with very limited funds, (a loan of Fisheries. 
5000Z. from the ReproductiveLoan Society) in the midst of the depressing circum- 
stances of famine, and conducted not for the mere purpose of gain, or under the 
ordinary rules of a commercial speculation, but as an educational example, and to 
pi-omote as it were rival establishments, it will be e\’ident to all who consider the 
subject and peruse the instructions we issued, that there can be but little shown by 
the total cash results ; and we may add that the benefits can be but veiy partially 
appreciated by any display of figures. Nevertheless, when it is considered that 
tnese seven stations were formed; buildings, smoking houses, and other -necessaries 
for the trade erected and constructed ; agents and fish curers, and rents paid; salt 
tackle, and other articles imported ; and numerous people employed and paid full 
wages by task to cui'e the fish and perform other duties connected with its sale and 
purchase, &c., in these most remote parts of the coast ; and that these operations have 
extended now over a period of more than two year's, we believe it will not, under- 
such circumstances, be considered an unfa,vourable result of the experiment, tliat 
out of the sum of 5000Z. intrusted to our charge for such a purpose, we shall be 
enabled to return to your Lordships a sum of about 900Z. 

In the Appendix we annex a schedule, showing in one view the total amount Appendix D, No. 
of fish of various kinds, salt, tackle, and other articles received and paid for at each 
station, with a similar account of the same sold and still remaining on hand; the 
details of the prices for which each were bought and sold, and other matters of 
detail and of interest in a statistical point of view rvith reference to this ex- Appendix D. No. 
periment. 

But apart from all such details, and many others, which taken separately we 
could adduce to show the profits that might be made if the matter was under- 
taken with all the zeal, knowledge, individual energy, and watchfulness, which 
private enterprise w’ould bring to the trade as a commercial speculation ; the great 
satisfactory result is, that ouv example has been followed to an extent we could 
not have anticipated. It has been found that in these most remote places, fish can 
be cured in a manner equal to any produced in any other country ; that the curing 
house supplies the want of a local market for surplus produce ; and, in fine, the 
firet step is taken, the trade commenced, and, as it appears to us, the foundation 
laid for permanent improvement. 

The following list exhibits the fish-curing establishments now in operation in 
Ireland, and some other matters of interest.

The fishermen of this locality 
have been long experienced in curing; and for 
a number of years, generally cured the fish 
which they caught in the different and distant 
localities visited by them in the pursuit of 
their trade. 
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Market for CureiL Fish. Fisiiena. 

We have already stated that previous to the failure of the potato crop, Ireland 
imported the largest portion of its cured fish from Scotland ; but the destruction 
of the staple food of the people considerably reduced the demand, so that some 
of the firms in Scotland felt severely the loss of market. 

In the comparatively small operations conducted by us, we found a similar 
depression in the market ; but we had also to combat with other difficulties, arising 
from our position as a Public Board, in disposing of the produce of our Curing 
Stations. 

In disposing of the cargos of cured fish which we brought to Dublin, both last 
winter and the winter before, we received no suppoi't in such a laudable under- 
taking from the wholesale purchasers in Dublin. To break down combination we 
were constrained to sell the fish by retail at stores opened for the purpose, and 
to send other portions to towns in the interior, where we happened to have 
engineers or other officers stationed, and, we are happy to report, with marked 
success in almost every instance, both in the introduction of a comparatively new 
native manufacture as it may be called, and the obtaining of a remunerative price. 

We entertain no doubt that the performance of this anomalous duty by a 
public Board has done good ; and now when private parties have entered into the 
trade aud followed our footsteps, they will be met u’ith more liberality on the 
part of the purchasers, who will soon find it their own interest to du so, and to 
enter into early contracts with the different Curing Stations on the coast for future 
supply. 

The articles now being produced at some of the curing establislimeuts we have 
enumerated, we are enabled from observation to pronounce to be of the very best 
description ; and as the parties engaged u’ill no doubt make their arrangements 
with the energy and w'atchfiilness of private speculators, and avail themselves of 
the offers which we understand have been liberally made by Mr. Biancoiii for the 
cheap carriage of fish, and which we hope to see also made by railways and all 
other carrying companies in the country, we have no doubt that an ample 
market may and will be established throughout the country for the produce of 
these stations, and will be proportionately increased with every advance in the 
general prosperity. 

If, in addition to this, any existing prohibitory duties in foreign countries, or 
laws affecting our commerce in this article with them, can be removed, whereby a 
new, vigorous, and wholesome stimulus can be given to this trade at the present 
crisis, we cannot point to a more natural or valuable field for enterprise, and the 
revival of self-supporting industry, than that afforded by the fisheries of the whole 
Western and Southern Coast of Ireland, if steadily and judiciously followed. 

Trawling. 

We are happy to report that this productive mode of fishing seems steadily on 
the increase and with beneficial results, wherever a sufficiently near or quick 
market can be obtained for the superior kinds of flat-fish which are taken in 
abundance by these engines. 

Attempts have been made to extend it along the western coast ; but whilst the 
trials made have proved the abundance of fish which could by this means be taken, 
we cannot hope to see it successfully applied until the rapid and cheap conveyance 
which railways will afford • enables the fisherman, or fish merchant, to send the 
produce in a perfectly fresh state to the towns in the interior, and the more 
prosperous districts of the East of Ireland and England. The partial extension of 
the railways has already had some effect in this respect; as we learn that flat fish, 
the produce of the trawl, have been sent so far as from Dingle to Limerick, and 
thence by railway to the Dublin market. 

No doubt some effort might be made by means of spring carts, and relays of 
horses, to transmit such fish lor a considerable distance in a short time; but the 
uncertainty of weather, and consequently supply, militates against the economical 
adoption of this plan for long distances, and we look to the extension of railways to 
^vestern termini as the great means to promote this productive mode of fishing, and 
to encourage the fisheries by an extended and profitable I'resh fish market. We 
have steadily persevered in discouraging the opposition and prejudices against this 
and other productive modes of fishing in the sea, which habit, narrow views, or 
self-interest have aroused or established ; and we have exercised the restrictive 
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powers entrusted to ns very sparingly, and 
— Lriment to these modes ot fishing, it proved

Trammel Net Nishhig. 

This is another effective and productive mode of fishing, to w'hich wc_ have 
frequently pointed attention in our Annual Reports, and against wdiicii exist, m 
many localities, similar opposition and prejudices on tlie part ot the regulai oi 
line ^fishermen, whose imaginations teem with causes of injury resultant from its 
use whilst the real gravamen of the objection is. that with little coniparative 
labour, risk, or skill, on the part of the small farniere and labourers (the persona 
who generally use this engine), it takes much more fash than they can do ^'itli their 
lines ' and, by increasing the supply for market, lowers the prices.^ 

Having resisted every attempt to induce us to suppress or restrict the use oi this 
mode of fishing, we had on the other band to endure reiterated complaints made to 
various quarters, for our not removing restrictions imposed by law to its use lu the 

^^ThTlSth section in the Act 8 & 9 Vic., cap. 108, empowers us to aUow of its 
use “ where such trammel or other nets may, in the opinion of the Commissioners, 

“ he used during the day time without injury to the fisheries ; the object m the 
clause being mainly to allow of these nets remaining out during the day, oft islands 
and remote parts of the coast, far away from harbours or ports, which in the 
short days of winter and stormy weather, could not be safely reached. 

In tliis principle we entirely agree, and have stated to the parties frequently our 
readiness, upon application, in all such cases, to exercise the power vested in us. 
Except indeed as a matter of police or peace preservation, and in some lew localities 
such as the mouths or entrances of bays and fishing grounds, we would on principle 
approve of the removal of all restrictions; at the same time it is right to observe, 
that the natural and elective time for its use is night ; and we believe^ that its pro- 
ductiveness would be still further increased if the persons who use it were, as in 
other countries, to remain with the net when set ; fish it frequently, and change 
its position to suit any changes in the route of the shoals oi fish it is meant to 

capture. . i. i • 

TJie place where the greatest contentions with reference to its u.sc had arisen 
was Dungarvan, where we held a meeting in 1842 to investigate demands for its 
entire suppression ; and in 1848, for the extension of its use to a portion of the 
day time. We declined to comply with the first request, and in consequence the 
use of the engine was advantageously extended with some praiseworthy aid given

through Mr. Joshua Strangman, and the Rev. hir. Alcock, ou the part of the FMeries. 

Society of Friends and others. With reference to the second demands, the Coni- 

missioners who held the inquiry were so fortunate as to bring about a better 

understanding, and almost a mutual agreement between the contending parties ; 

and the proposed bye law — of which we annex a copy in the Appendix — has been AppcndixD.No. r,. 

framed consistently u'itli the principles we have laid down for our guidance in such. 

matters, and if it should receive the sanction of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, 

it will have the force of law before the next fishing season in October. 

Oyster IPisTieries. 

Since the date of our last Annual Report two new applications have been Appendix D, No. ii. 
received for liberty to plant oyster beds, one of which, in Duiunanus Bay, County 
Cork, has been granted. 

We are desirous of encouraging the artificial formation of such beds as the 
certain means of producing a very important oyster fishery in this country, and a 
consequent source of considerable employment, as is well illustrated in the extensive 
establishment of Mr. Bindon on the coast of Clare. 

It is hoivever of great importance that the close season presaibed by law be 
most stringently and generally enforced throughout the kingdom; as otherwise ive 
fear that the over fishing of the great public beds — the breeding places from which 
supplies for the artificial beds can be procured — or the fishing them at improper" 
seasons, will prove seriously detrimental; and as from the peculiarities of the 
fishery it is difiicult to secure observance of the law afloat, the great reliance for 
the promotion of this valuable fishery must be the enforcement of the observance 
of the close season by all authorities on shore. 

We have reason to fear that in cases ^vhel•e we have granted, • pursuant to the 
powers vested in us by 19th section of the Act 8 & 9 Vic., cap 108, permission to 
fish on the banks of Arklow during the month of May, to aflbrd supplies for the Appendix D, No. r. 
formation of artificial beds in Wales, &c., some cargos are brought into England 
and sold for consumption in open defiance of the law, and to the manifest injury 
of the fishery. 

In some instances of granting licences for the formation of artificial layings, we 
have been pressed to consider tiie propriety of asking for legislative powers to ex- 
tend the permission, contrary to the 17th section of the Act 8 & 9 Vic., cap. 108, 
below the lowest water of spring-tides. But under no circumstances that have 
yet arisen are we disposed to make such a recommendation. We look upon the 
power granted to afford an exclusive right to private parties for such layings, down 
to the lowest water mark of spring-tides, as a great and wise boon on the part of 
the public, and we consider the lowest water-mark as a legitimate boundary amply 
sufficient for all purposes of artificial beds. 

Gen&raX Remarks — Sea Coast and Inland Fisheries. 

In concluding our Report on the sea, and introducing the subject of the inland 
fisheries, we feel it a duty, in the present critical state of affairs in Ireland, when 
the subject of promoting these important sources of industrial occupation will be 
naturally much considered, to point attention to tlie principles of the Act 5 & 6 
Vic., cap. 106, which repealed all previous Fishery Acts, and after long cousidera- 
ion and discussion in both Houses of Parliament, laid the basis of a uniform policy 
and settlement of the fishery laws ; we also earnestly solicit attention to the four 
Annual Reports of this Board made previous to the famine, — toour monthly reports 
during its first pressure, and to our last and present Annual Report, as containing 
very fully the results of our experience, and the opinions which] years of anxious 
study of the whole question have formed. 

•We are quite aware of the disappointment which will be felt, and the dissatis- 
faction often openly expressed, against a Public Board that declines to accede to, or 
recommend some of the various projects which the emergency of the moment, 
praiseworthy zeal, limited experience, or personal interests, so often and so plausibly 
urge for adoption, jis a sudden means of raising from a state of depression to one 
of prosperity the fisheries of the country. But impressed as we are with the con- 
viction that our paramount duty is to promote steady progress, the uUimate success 
of the fisheries, and the annual increase of the quantity of good fish taken for con- 
sumption, we feel that as long as we are charged by Parliament with the adminis- 
tration of these laws, we are bound to act upon this policy, and we have on so 
many occasions found the admitted advantage of acting on our own principles,

“ an authority for deciding matters that are of a nature varying according to locali- 
“ ties or circumstances, and that consequently could not be defined m the Act. 

The great pressure of references on those matters calling for the decision of 
“ the Commissioners, is of course, early ; but, as in almost all, if the Commissioners 
« can come to right conclusions, the arrangements made by them will be permanent, 

“ it is to he expected that, after the first two or three years, the business will be re- 
“ duced to a very few matters calling for occasional consideration only. 

“ This it may be presumed, was the ground for confiding the charge to an exisl- 
« ins department, having other duties, instead of organizing a new Board for the 
» purpose, as would have been required had a principle of more active and minute 

“ interference been adopted.” , • -u- i 

Again in repoi-ting on the inland fisheries, page 4, referring to eases in which 
the intervention of the Commissioners may be required, they observe:--^ _ 

" The principle we have adopted generally m these cases is that of intertenng 
« only upon application made, which is the course specially directed by the Act, 

“ as regards mill weirs, and cases where the parties applying are required to de- 

“ posit the sum requisite for defraying the cost of any examination; and in most 

“ other cases where the powers of enforcing the provisions of the Act may be ex- 
“ ercised by persons interested in the fishery of the locality, it has appeared to us 
“ the most suitable course to adopt, as untii coinplaint or application is made to 
“ us we cannot be aware of the existence of any irregularity. 

Upon the general policy of this part of the law, and its aduumstratioii, m pages 

4 and 5 they state : — . , , , i r 

“ The endeavour in framing the Act lias evidently been, to open the modes of 
“ fishing in such manner as to admit of the greatest supply of fish being obtained 
“ bv the public; while each should be under such partial restrictioiis as might tend 
“ to the preservation and increase of the breed, and enable all those who could 
“ reasonably claim the right, to participate in the fishery iu a greater degree than 
“ they had ever done previously. ... . . .i 

“ There was for some time a very prevailing impression that it now became the 
“ duty of this Board to appoint inspectors, and to regulate all the inland fisheries ; 
“ and very numerous applications for such appointments were received from various 
“ quarters, and many requisitions were made on the Commissioners to interfere in 
“ ^e maintenance of the law; explanations were necessary to those requisitions, 
” that the maintenance of the law wa.s now with the public, or with parties inter- 
" ested, and that the only duty' of the Board was in a few specified cases, tor recon- 
“ ciling different interests * * 



“ and thus created an impression, an erroneous one certainly, that the law' was one 
“ for the advantage of the rich, and an additional source of coercion on the poor. 

“ By j udicious explanation it may be shown that this is far from the ease ; on the 
“ contrary, every attempt seems to have been made to coufer all reasonable rights 
on the poorer orders. No qualification is required ior fishing in any way ; no 
restriction that did not previously exist, has been put on the right to angle ; several 
“rights are conferred on tenants of lands adjoining rivers and tideways, and all 
“ the poorer class of fishermen, w'ho depend upon salmon-fishing in the tideways 
“ and in common public fishex’ies, have all their rights strictly preserved by the 
“ Act, and will reap the first fruits of a strict observance of the law ; consequently, 
“ it should be considered, that it is for the interest of all classes to prevent poaching 
“ and irregular acts that are forbidden by the law. 

“ By the 112th clause of the Act, the Commissioners are required to introduce 
“ such statistical account of the fisheries as may be practicable, or may be directec. 
“ by your Excellency. 
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“ The Commissioners understand this to be to the extent of collecting such in- FUherm. 
“ formation as they can conveniently, and not to employ distinct means for the 
“ purpose, unless otherwise directed by your Excellency.” 

We have thus placed upon record by the Commissioners, immediately after the 
passing of the Act, the principles by which they understood they were to be guided, 
and which we believe were sanctioned by the Government; whilst the best test is 
afforded that no greater amount of interference on our part was sanctioned by your 
Lordships, in the fact that no pecuniary means have been placed at the disposal of 
the Board for the purpose ; nor have we ever received instructions to act upon any 
other policy. 

Our experience since the passing of these Acts enables us distinctly to report in 
favour of the policy and line of action thus laid down. AVe believe' that any other 
would only end in disappointment, and a further postponement of the ultimate 
prosperity of the fisheries. AVith reference to the sea fisheries, we have already 
fully expressed our opinions ; and in respect to the salmon and inland fisheries, we 
submit that it never was contemplated that this Board should initiate proceedings 
and enforce the law in every river or stream of the country ; nor can we conceive 
any course more calculated to check self-reliance, and retard indefinitely the due 
performance of magisterial, local, and individual public duties, than relieving local- 
ities from the responsibility of watching over their own interests, and duly enforcing 
the common law and legislative regulations made for tlieir benefit. 

The Act of last session, 1 1 & 12 Vic., cap 92, wdiich pi-ovides for the constitution 
of Local Boards of Conservators, is founded on the principle that local duties 
should be performed by local parties ; and if it be found practically operative, will, 
in respect of the salmon (isheries, properly limit the duties of this Board to those 
of a judicial or administrative class, involved in the occasional consideration and 
passing of a bye law, and the performance of professional or engineering duties, in 
sanctioning works for the migration of fish, and other judicial or administrative 
acts which they are empowered to perform upon being duly moved thereto and 
funds provided thei-efor. 

AA'hilst (as we have reported on other occasions, and particularly in our Fourth 
Annual Report on the Fisheries) the inland fisheries of Ireland are naturally 
capable of great extension in value, and will, in many districts, have great benefit 
conferred on them by the progress of arterial drainage, with its consequent 
facilities for migration, there is so great a want of co-operation, such a clashing 
and violent opposition of interest, private rights, and class distinctions, and, 
withal, so much want of sound information on the subject, that we regret to see 
the struggle of parties and personal or local interest too often of late absorb the 
attention and take the place of the sound commercial principle on which the Act 
5 & 6 Vic., cap 106, was founded. 

This Act, whilst it provided ns a matter of police, regulations for the guidance 
of diffierent modes of fishing, aimed mainly at the increase of the quantity of fish 
by stringent provisions for close time and protection in breeding ; and contemplated, 
irrestiictive of pai-ties or classes, the capture of the largest quantities of fish in the 
best condition during the open season, consistently with the increase of the 
species. 

The departure from this principle is the more to be regretted in Ireland, where 
so large a proportion of the salmon and trout fishery is, by law, public property, 
and where any source of industry necessarily requires ail the just liberty of iictiori 
it can obtain. _ _ , ■ 

In concluding this important subject, we beg again to express our conviction, 
that upon carrying into steady effect the leading principles of the law of 1842; 

Act 5 & 6 Vic,, cap 106, with those which we have had the honour to submit for 
consideration in our Annual Reports, mainly depends the avoidance of injury to the 
fisheries, if not their increase and prosperity ; and that on subjects where local and 
individual interests are often so much at variance with the general and public 
weal, where popular knowledge is so very imperfect and consequently leaves so 
much latitude for speculative opinion, sound conclusions can only safely be formed 
on data dispassionately collected without predilections for peculiar mysteries of 
doctrine, modes of fishing, or personal considerations. 

AVe would respectlully illustrate our view by reference to the Act 9 &10 Vic., 
cap 1 14, the Bdl for which was prepared and submitted to Parliament in accordance 
with, and to carry into effect, the recommendations contained in our Fourth Annual . 

Report as to close seasons, recommendations founded on the result of two year s 
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inquiry, and a mass of evidence printed in the Report. Yet, in the passage of the 
Bill through the House, a clause was introduced, whereby eight counties were 
exempted irom the operation of the law, which has produced the most extraordinary 
confusion ; and we have had applications from nearly all these counties to extend 
to them, 6y bye law, the benefits from u hich they were excluded hj this clause. 

Salmon and Troxd Fisheties. 

In our last Annual Report we adverted to the injury sustained by these fisheries 
during the pressure of the famine from the non-enforcement of the law for the 
observance of the close season, and the consequent protection of the breeding fish ; 
arising, partly from tlie unwillingness to punish for offences for which hunger 
would be pleaded as a defence, and partly from the increased want of co-operation 
amongst interested parties to appoint water bailiffs, and protect the breeding 
gi'ound, and finally Iroin the attention of the constabulary aud all other parties 
being diverted to tlie more pressing and onerous duties oi the times. 

In many of our former Reports we had to express our regret at the non-obser- 
vance of our law for the regulation of the fisheries j and in some instances its 
open breach by persons of station, and possessing such interests in the fisheries, 
that if they only acted with a regard to their own luture advantage would have 
been led to the adoption of a course affording both a better example to the 
humbler classes, and a proof of their appreciation, as educated men, of the advan- 
tages which those regulations were calculated to confer, whilst at the same time 
they would have promoted a respect for law and order generally. 

Not only have stake and fixed weirs been, contrary to the plain express provi- 
sions of the Act, erected and fisbed in improper places, and at illegal times ; but 
after prosecution and convictions, they have been openly re-erected, a.ndused again 
by or with th6 concurrence of such parties as we have referral to. Jlitl and factory 
owners have in many instances, notwithstanding the clear and express provisions 
of the Act of Parliament, allowed machines for the capture of fish, eels, &c., 
to remain attached to their mill premises, and take fish therein. In one instance 
of a very valuable salmon fishery, iron spikes were found so placed across the free 
pass or Queen’s share, as to prevent the migration of fish ; •whilst in many cases 
persons of the better order have been known deliberately to angle and fish for 
spent or black salmon notwithstanding the law ; and I’or such parties to fish out 
of season is a frequent practice in many parts of Ireland. At the same time that 
these offences have been often committed, it has too frequently happened that per- 
sons guilty of such offences have not been brought to justice; and tliat in cases 
where attempts were made to enforce the .law, merely nominal fines (that ren- 
dered the whole proceedings nugatory) were imposed by the Magistrates. 

Under such circumstances, with such examples set by such persons, and often 
published in the newspapers, it scarcely needs observation from us to show how 
little obedience could be expected from other classes ; and how little advantage 
could be derived from any law or regulation, however judicious or adapted for the 
purpose of improving the fisheries, it' it were not applied, obeyed, or carried into 
effect. 

These facts, and the non-appHcation of the law, show how cautiously complaints 
against the law and demands for altered legislation should be received. 

We have had many complaints made to us by parties, “not wishing their 
names to be mentioned,” and some complaints made of us to higher authorities 
in consequence of this state of things, and demands for amendment of acts, 
making it imperative on magistrates to inflict minimum penalties ; or for new bye 
laws, alterations of seasons, and numerous other imaginary remedies; but on such 
grounds, we have (except in some aggravated cases) steadily declined to interJ'ere, 
and endeavoured to prove that, until a respect for and acknowledgment of the 
value of the law were attested by local parties going boldly forward to prosecute, 
and local magistrates exercising the discretion reposed in them by the legislature, 
and inflicting fines commensurate with the offence, it was hopeless to expect that 
isolated acts of interference on our parts could produce any beneficial or lasting 
effect, or that the fisheries of any locality could be brought to a permanently 
prosperous state by any but local means and attention. 

From all the causes we have adverted to, the salmon fisheries have not been 
in that state of quick improvement which the capabilities of the country, and tJie 
provisions of the law, if cordially concurred in and carried into effect, would 
produce. In fact it would be hardly practicable these fisheries could improve. 
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the means and power of capture being increased, whilst the attention to and pro- 
tection of breeding were neglected, or at best left to the fortuitous operation 
of natural events. 

In several of our Annual Reports we called attention to the necessity for some 
measure of assessment, whereby means would be obtained, and a system^ organized 
for preserving the breeding fish and young fry, the formation of migration passes, 
and the local enforcement of the law. 

In the last Session of Parliament, the Act already referred to, 11 & 12 Wet., 
cap. 92, was passed, whereby funds are proposed to be raised by means of a licence 
duy on the various instruments used for taking salmon; and this Boai*d being 
required to divide Ireland into districts for the purposes of the Act, it is proposed 
that in July next, Boards of Conservators shall be elected by the votes of persons 
paying licence duty for fishing within the districts, the owners of certain fisheries 
being constituted ex-officio members of such Boai-ds. 

This Act constitutes the late Inspectors of Fisheries, Inspecting Commissioners 
of Fisheries, and required this Board, assisted by these gentlemen, to divide the 
country into Salmon Fishery Districts, to prepare all the necessary forms of 
licences, &c„ subject to the provisions of the Act, to fix the amount of licence 
duties for the present year, to cause the same to be collected throughout^ each 
district in Ireland, and to keep account of the funds thus collected, until the 
Boards of Conservators shall be appointed in July next, when the funds shall be 
transferred to these Boards, who may then appoint and pay the necessary water 
bailiffs, and perform the other duties i-equired by the Act. 

Upon the appointment of these district Boards, and the transfer of whatever 
funds we shall receive, our executive duties under this Act will cease ; and it ivill 
be merely necessary for us, in relation to the salmon fisheries, to attend to such 
judicial or administrative duties, as the existing law may require to be exercised 
in special cases. • r i 

We proceeded during the latter end of last year wjth the execution ol the 
duties devolved on us under this Act, and by the active labours of the Inspecting 
Commissioners, were enabled to have all the duties required of us thereby per- 
formed before the 1st of last February, the commencement of the salmon fishery 



season. • t 

We divided Ireland and the sea coast thereof into 17 districts, each com- 
prising as nearly as circumstances and the peculiar policy of the Act would admit, 
the principal rivers and portions of sea coast to which the salmon bred the 
rivers might be supposed to resort ; and these 17 districts have been sub-divided, 
pursuant to the requirements of the Act, into 54 electoral divisions; of which 
25 are lower or tidal electoral divisions, and 29 are upper or fresh-water electoral 
divisions. We annex in the Appendix a copy of the schedule which we pub- g ^ jg. 
lished, describing the boundaries of these districts and electoral divisions, pur- 
suant to tbe Act, and a small map illustrative of same. ^ , 

We regret that provision was not made in the Act whereby we should have 
been enabled to make such arrangemente as would allow of our having the sea- 
coast part of the districts for the salmon or inland, aud the sea fisheries, made con- 

As the matter is now settled we have 25 sea coasts and tidal districts for salmon 
fisheries, and licence purposes under this Act, 11 and 12 Vic., cap. 92; 
sea coast and tidal districts for sea fisheries aiid registry under the original Act, 

5 and 6 Vic., cap. 106. We think that to avoid any embarrassment that might 
arise from this difference of Licence and Registry Districts, a different arrangement 
should be made in any future legislation on the subject. t ■ • i 

Some of the districts are necessarily of veiy great extent (such as the Limerick 
or Shannon district, and the Waterford or Suir, Nore, and Barrow), which we 
fear will operate prejudicially in the election of conservators ; _ but it was not open 
to us to make them of less size, consistently with the principle of devoting the 
licence fund to the protection of the breeding grounds of the rivers and tributaries 
of the district in which the engines for which the duty was paid would be used. 

We also had the requisite forms of licences prepared, and by arrangeme^s with 
the Stamp Office have been enabled, generally speaking, to have them distributed 
by the several stamp distributors throughout the country; and in other cases 
through trustworthy officers of the Board employed in other duties ; having taken 
the requisite security for the due performance of the duty, and allowing,, as in the 
case of stamps, the usual per centage of 5^. for the duty performed. 
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We annex in the Appendix a copy of the instructions we have issued, and of the 
form of licence adopted. 

In fixing the scale of licence duties for the first yeai- of bringing such a tax mlo 
operation, and considering the distressed state ol the country, we exercised the 
discretion reposed in us by the Act liberally, and only fixed upon halt the amount 
of licence duty prescribed as the maximum by the Act, except in the case of " several 
fisheries,” fished by means of fixed weirs with boxes, cruives, rails, or other means 
of stopping the fish ; where, in addition to half the licence duty on the eugme 
used, we maintained the maximum prescribed by the Act, oi requiring the diflerence 
between the licence duty and 10 per cent, on the Poor L<aw Valuation ol the 
fishery, to be paid in addition to the licence duty, if the 10 per cent, on the Poor 
Law Valuation exceeded the licence duty. "We felt bound to adopt this course, 
from a conviction that the whole rate or tax on these fisheries, as scheduled in the 
Act, is not proportional, generally, to that fixed upon the other less effective or 
more expensive means of capture. 

A schedule of the rates so fixed by us for this year is annexed to the list of dis- 
tricts. See Appendix. 

As this Act only came into operation this year, it would be premature to judge 
of its working ; but the Inspecting Commissioners report, that, “ From a few dis- 
“ tricts considerable funds have been returned already, and we hope that, in several 
“ otliers, the result by the end of the fishing season will be to a great extent satis- 
'* factory, while in some we fear they will be inadequate for the object required.” 
This, perhaps, under all the circumstances, was to be expected in the first year ; and 
particularly when there existed no locally interested authority in the districts to 
prevent fishing without licences. Upon our representation to Government of the fact 
of persons fishing without licences, Sir D. McGregor promptly issued instructious 
to the constabuTai-y under his command, to enforce the law in this respect 
throughout Ireland. 

Illegal Stake Weirs. 

We regret to report that, during the last year, proceedings were again rerjuired 
to he taken, to punish parties openly violating the law by the use of stake weirs, in 
part of the Waterford river, where it has been so fi-equently decided to be illegiil 
to use them ; and even this season reports have reached us of renewed open breaches 
of the law. We have also learned that in the river Blackwater, and parts of the 
Shannon, stake weirs have been erected within the limits so distinctly prescribed 
by the Act 5 and 6 Vic., cap. 106 ; hut we trust that the establishment of local au- 
thorities, with the means of enforcing the law, will effect all that is required on 
this subject. We believe the use of these engines and bag nets in the places allowed 
by the Act above mentioned, to be highly conducive to tlie supply of good fish to 
the market, and to he consequently most useful to the public ; whilst the attempt to 
introduce them into the narrow waters proscribed by the Act is unjustifiable, and 
should be resisted strenuously by the local authorities, who have full power to 
suppress their use in such places. Under the last Act, 1 1 and 12 Vic., cap. 92, no 
engine of the kind can be used anywhere without the payment of the licence duty 
prescribed thereby; and it is to be hoped that, as in addition to any penalties and 
the loss of the illegal weirs and nets, the amount of the licence duty will also he 
lost to parties ei*ecting or using these engines at prohibited places or illegal times, 
these parties tvill in luture be deterred from tlius openly offending against the 
law. 

Bge Laws. 

We are still occasionally pressed to make Bye Laws with reference to close 
seasons, and others for suppression of particular modes of fishing, as opposed to 
the wishes of parties in one locality, whilst they are admitted to be the only 
suitable modes of fishing in other localities : by some these modes of fishing are 
objected to solely on the ground of their greater effectiveness (as trammel nets are 
opposed by line men in the sea fisheries) and consequent “ unfairness,” as it is 
termed by sportsmen. Without entering into the merits of such cases here, we 
wish that the principles upon which we, as a Deliberative Body, are charged by 
the Legislature with the j>ower of making Bye L.ws (which are to have the effect 
of law, and subject parties to heavy penalties), could be better understood ; and 
that it should be more generally known, that we must he guided solely by the 
calm dispassionate consideration of what is good or had for the fisheries, as regards 
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their permanent productiveness to the public, and by no other considerations 
wliatever. 

Upon the subject of close seasons we reported fully in our Fourth Annual Report, 
annexing thereto the evidence and deduced results of two years’ inquiries 
throughout Ireland, we have never seen the reasoning upon which our propositions 
in that respect were founded, answered or refuted; and yet propositions are 
frequently made to us to depart from its principles with all the apparent vigour and 
Iresliness of new views ; although we have not, in any instance, received any 
evidence that was not similar to that recorded at the inquiries to which we have 
alluded, and discussed in the reasoning put forth for o^xr decision. 

Since the passing of the last Act 11 &. 12 Viet, cap, 92, we have generally 
deemed it our duty to advise parties to postpone passing Bye Laws, until the 
Boards of Conservators are appointed, whom we may expect to enter, like ourselves, 
more generally into sdl the bearings of such cases before calling upon i\s for 
decision. 

Pollen Fisheries. 

We find that the quantity of Pollen or fresh-water herring, as it is called, taken 
in some of the Shannon Lakes, has considerably increased of late years. 

Eel Fisheries. 

Notwithstanding the clear pro\dsions of the law, and the importance of these 
fisheries to the poor, we regret to report that in the city of Limeidck the practice 
of taking and openly selling in the public streets the eel fry is still persevered in.

INLAND NAVIGATIONS. 

The Navigations under the Board’s charge are •. — 

The Tyrone, 

The Maig, 

The Boyne, 

Oneacli of wiich. tile Boml have caused such works to he effected, as were 
necessary to mamtain the works, trackways, &c., in good working order. The 
tolls which have "been received during the past year are about equal m amount to 
those received in the year previous. The proceeds of those tolls, in each case, are 
applied to the payment of the establishment and execution of necessary works ot 
repair and maintenance, aided, in the cases of the Tyrone and Maig, when they 
are not sufficient for the purpose, by a small sum which is included in the annual 
estimates for Parliament. On the Boyne, however, no vote is taken, as the re- 
ceipts generally exceed the expenditure by a considerable sum, which is applied 
to the reduction of the debt due to Government by that navigation. 

Kingstovm Harbour. 

The operations of the past year bave been mainly directed to the construction of 
the Traders’ Wharf.” The south wall is raised to low water Hue for more than 
200 feet in length. A large quantity of ashlar material has been prepared, and 
a second diving-bell got to work. 

The importance of Kingstown Harbour, not merely in its advantageous 
position with respect to the trading port of Dublin, but also as a harbour of 
refuge, is yearly made more manifest, as will appear by a comparison of the 
annual returns of shipping frequenting the harbour for some years past. Though 
at first view the return for the past year, a copy of which will be found in the 
Appendix, would seem to show a decrease in the tonnage of ships as compared 
with that for the year previous, arising principally under the head of Steamers, 
yet, on analysis, it will be found, that this conclusion ^would induce an erroneous 
impression ; as, excluding the above item, there is a considerable increase, amount- 
ing in the whole to 6,278 tons, on the ordinary traffic, a large portion of which 
arises from the extent to which Kingstown has been resorted to as a harbour of 
refuge. The return of 1847 shows that 85 vessels, whose tonnage amounted 
to 13,538 tons, “from English and Scotch to Foreign Ports” used the harbour; 
while, in the year 1848, there were 96 vessels of the same class, whose tonnage 
amounted to 18,776, showing an increase on this item of 5,238 tons. The 
diminution this year as compared with the last of 26,975 tons, under the head of 
“ steamers to and from the Port of Dublin, waiting for wind,” is ascribed by the 
Harbour Master, to the increased depth of water in the River Liffey, consequent 
on the works which have been effected during late years for the improvement of 
the Port of Dublin, enabling steamers to go up at quarter flood, and to the pro- 
jecting pile quayage there aftoi*ding deep water alongside, combined with the want 
of a sufficient extent of accommodation of a like nature at Kingstown : that wliicli 
exists being occupied, in a great degree, by the Mail and the Chester and Holy- 
head Railway Company’s steamers. 

In addition to the great purpose of a harbour of refuge, for which Kingstown, 
was originally designed, and which it so eminently fulfils, a most important and 
increasing demand is made for accommodation, by its having become the great 
steam-boat station for carrying on the passenger intercourse with Great Britain. 
The whai-fage, especially since the introduction of the long steam packets, is insuffi- 
cient to a very inconvenient degree, particularly in those states of the wind when the 
commercial wharf is not available, and especially since the timber j etty at the east 
sme of the harbour was taken down, which it was found necessary to have removed, 
it having become quite insecure by the ravages of the worm. On application to 
the Lords of the Admiralty, we got the hull of the brig “ Wolf,” wliicb we have 
converted into a temporary floating wharf, and which is found to answer the purpose 
admirably well, but, of course, for only one packet at a time. 

The proposed permanent packet wharf, which has received the sanction of your 
Lordships, and been approved by the Admiralty, but which from the limited sum 
annually voted we have been, as yet, unable to commence, and the completion of 
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tlie Traders’ Wharf before alluded to, will make this harbour as complete as could Navigatione. 
■well be desired, as 

A Harbour of Refuge, 

A Place of Trade and, 

A Packet Station. 

No impression whatever has been made upon the pier-heads, since each was com- 
pleted, and, for the past year, even the sea slopes of the piers have suffered no ma- 
terial damage from the storms. 

During the past year, the great utility of Kingstown Harbour as a place of safe 
auchora<^e for large-sized wav steamers, when their services were I'equired near the 
seat of Government, was clearly exhibited. 

Hoiotli Harbour. 

Although Hovvth has long ceased to be used for, or suitable to, the pui-pose for 
which it was originally designed, namely, as a packet station for carrying on the 
postal intercourse with Great Britain, it is a very valuable harbour of refuge to 
the coasting trade, and still more useful as the rendezvous of the fishing fleet on 
this coast. The sea-slopes having been originally constructed in a very inefficient 
manner, with too large a proportion of light and unsuitable material, the work is 
exceedingly vulnerable in this all-important point; but it would require a far larger 
outlay, to put it beyond the reach of danger, than we are, under present circum- 
stances, prepared to recommend to your Lordships to provide for. Our efforts are 
directed to arrest the progress of damage, and they have been hitherto quite 
successful, without incurring any serious expenditure. 

Duninore East : County of Waterford. 

This harbour has, like Howth, ceased to be a packet station, but has become 
the resort of rather an extensive and prosperous fishery, winch is likely to increase 
still further. All the important portions of the works are in substantial order, and 
we are getting the internal wharf walls repaired, and pointed, out of the vote of 
last session. 

Donaghadee. 

This is the station of mail packets plying to Port Patrick. The main object of 
our operations here has been to repair and maintain the sea-slopes, which, from 
havino- been constructed of light rubble material, in many parts are very susceptible 
of injury, and had suffered to such an extent as to risk the safety of the lighthouse 
and pier-head. We have been enabled to make this repair ancillary to the 
improvement of the basin, by quarrying the material out of it, which has been 
attended with great benefit. The expenditure during the past season, has been 
289Z. 17s. Qd., and we calculate that a sum of 2571 will suffice, in the ensuing 
summer, to put the works in a satisfactory condition.^ 

The internal, or wharf walls, have been so admirably executed as to require 
very little attention.

This periloiB state of things must continue until Springfield Mill works sbail have been 
lowered, and the new weir and other works intended there completed. Hence it is that the 
suspension of the works during the past summer operates so injuriously in this district, and 
keeps us in such continued alarm ; for notwithstanding the most prompt attention to the em- 
bankments during evciy flood (and it is unnecessary to say anything more of their frequency 
force) we run the risk of an action, ou the one hand, by the miller, for allowing tlie water 
to pass away, and, on the other, by tlie occupants of the adjacent lands, for inundating their 
fields. All these difficulties tvould bare been avoided had we been allowed to finish the work 
at Springfield Mills.

Blachcatcr District — Counties of Meath and Kildare. 

From the beginning of this year to the 12th of June, the works were in charge of caretakers, 
and nothing expended beyond their pay. 

At that time it was found necessaiy to remove a quantity of gravel and bog stuff which had 
accumulated at seveial points between Derrycribb and Longwood, and this was effected in the 
course of a month, and the caretakers replaced on the 1.3th July. 

The public road bridge at Derrycribb was thrown down on the 13th June, and the new' 
bridoe, which was commenced on the 17th, was open to the public on the 27th, and com- 
pletely finished on the 31st. 

On the I'ith of July, the several bridges chargeable to the County Meath were presented 
for by the grand jury at Trim ; and on the 2nd of August, those chargeable to the County of 
Kildare were presented for by the grand jury at Alhy. 

• • • • « 

The flood of the 21st of August was the only remarkable circumstance which occurred 
during the year. At this time there was some trifling flooding between Johnstown Bridge and 
the aqueduct, which lasted about six hours ; it rose about six inches over the surface on some 
of the land remote from the channels, where the water backed through the drains, but there 
was no damage done to any crops that I could hear of.

In the early part of this year, during the months of January, February, and March, our 
operations were chiefly confined to the repairs and maintenance of the works which had been 
executed during the previous season on the larger tributaries, particularly the Yellow River, 
Little Boyne and Moiigagh Rivers. 

I'he channel of the Yellow River suffered considerably during the winter; owing to the 
nature of the ground through which it passes being chiefly gi-avel and sand, the water acted 
with destructive force on the banks, besides the gradient being quick, viz., 4 feet 2| inches per 
mile between Sheep Bridge and the lands of Garr ; the shedding-in of the banks was in con- 
sequence very great, and the deposit in tlie channel i-equiT'ed a great deal of labour to remove ; 
and although tlie lands in this locality have been in a great measure relieved from surface- 
flooding by what has been done, yet these circumstances have tended greatly to retard the 
escape of the water from Garr downwards, Above Garr, to the top of this portion of the 
district, being a distance of over three miles, the lands, including an area of 214 acres have 
been exempt from flood. ’

All the land above Drumcree Bridge, along each of the mill-races, and that adjoining 
Lough-a-Deel, has been perfectly preserved from flood, and is in the full enjoyment ot all the 
benefits derivable from arterial drainage. i i ,t 

The communications perfected by means of suitable accommodation bridges, preclude the 
necessity of passing through the channels either with cattle or cars, and the watering sups or 
steps, erected at convenient points, enable the people to have access to the water without 
injuring the banks. ... , 

From the upper lake of Dysart, or, I may say, from Moortown Bridge to within a short 
distance of Rahamey, similar beneficial results are experienced by all the occupiers (for an 
area of 800 acres), for although the works are not completed, nor a sufficient number of accom- 
modation bridges of a permanent character erected, yet the land is as effectively preserved from 
flood, and as well prepared for thorough drainage, as it ever will be, and the crops of after- 
grass yielded by these lands this season, I am informed, have been equal in value to former 
years, crops of hay and after-gras together. 

»*>»»* 

For a distance of 85 perches above Raharney, no benefit has been as yet conferred fay the 
works, owing to the dam at the mill— it is, however, no worse than before. 

From Clondalee Bridge also to Killjon the works executed have produced the same bene- 
ficial effect, as between Moortown and Rahamey, and the flooding is equally prevented ; the 
extent of land in this case is 40 acres, comprising all to the east of ihe unwatering coui'se, and 
whatever loss the occupiers have suffered while the work was in progress, they are amply 
compensated for now, by the improved condition of the land, and the fact of their being in the 
enjoyment of these improved circumstances for the period since the execution of the works, and 
that which will elapse before the award will he made, and any tax clmmed on account of these 
benefits. 

In addition to the works before described, there have been 580 lineal perches of main drains 
opened, averaging 6 feet 6 inches in depth, which give the owners in their neighbourhood the 
immediate opportunity of thorough draining and taking full advantage of all that has been 
done. 



Kilmurry District — County of Meath. 

There was nothing done on this district till the month of June, being up to that time in 
charge of a caretaker, who kept a passage for the water through the centre of the channel by 
constantly removing the sand which fell in and closed it up. 

The channel had been sunk twice previously, and underpinned with stone on the second 
occasion ; but owing to the channel passing through quicksand for a great part of its length, 
the sides floated in on both ocasions ; and the stone sunk in some places, and in others were 
pressed forward into the middle, and the top of the bank subsided between them, the section 
becoming completely defaced. 

In the month of June I commenced by cutting out the feeble parts altogether, going back 
from tlie proposed edge of the channel on top, 2 feet. 

The sand was cut down perpendicular to 1 foot 9 inches below the intended bottom, when a 
layer of furze was spread, about 9 inches in thickness when compressed; this covered the 
entire of the bottom, as represented in an annexed sketch, like a footing course, over which a 
wall of stone, about 2 feet in height, and 3 feet in thickness, was built, to the level of the sum- 
mer water ; at this level a layer of furze was again introduced, which extended from the front 
to the back. 

Over this the stonework was continued for 2 feet more, the front battering to suit the section, 
the rear standing upright, so tliat the top was reduced to 2 feel in thickness, the space at the 
back being still filled with furze, and from these small pipes were run to the back of the spoil, 
about 25 feet from the edge of the channel, and there communicated with a French-drain, 
this drain being 3 feet 6 inches deep, with 18 inches of stone in it ; from this upwards the bank 
was formed of alternate layers of sods and furze. 

Up to this time the banks so constructed have stood well, and I expect they will remain so. 
• • • • « 

The quantity of stone used in a perch forward was about five tons for each side, and at 

least half tlie quantity had to be provided from a quarry, the other half being collected in the 
fields about, and got in the other parts of the excavation ; a part too was obtained from the 
scabhlings and waste in Newcastle quarry. 

The minor drains through the district have suffered a good deal in the same manner as the 
main channel, and the maintaining of them will be attended with considerable cost, no matter 
what means are now used with them. 

There has been no flooding whatever during this and last year, and much of the land, which 
was formerly under water for a considerable period every season, it would be difficult now to 
distinguish from that which was never flooded.

Killany Mill, — the head weir of which was taken down, — has not been idle for a single day, 
and is now supplied by a temporary weir, which being placed above the lands injured by the 
former one has entirely freed them from flooding. 

I regret, however, to state (as a single exception fo the above remarks) that Mapastown 
Bridge,— which was not interfered with by the Board except by the effect the works have had 
in sending down a greater quantity of water through it, — has partly fallen down; and as no 
funds are available for the district 1 have been unable to do anything respecting it. The public 
are now indebted to Mr, Norman, of Corballis, for railing off the broken part of the roadway, 
and placing a watchman when necessary on the bridcre. 

Mr. Garstin, of Bragganstown, who has taken advantage of the works to form a mill- 
povver,has erected a turbine for threshing and other purposes ; and I have enabled him to 
work his wheel by placing a temporary weir across the river, which does not injure the lands 
above 5t. 

On the 21st_ August and following days the district was called on to discharge the greatest 
quantity of rain in _ a given time within the memory of the inhabitants : as f have made a 
special report on this flood, and as the particulars of it are registered in the books of the dis- 
trict, I need not say more in this place than to state that those portions of the district which 
have been completed have been perfectly free from injury, and have answered every expects- 
tion which had previously been formed of them. During that flood, over 3000 acres of land 
were relieved from flooding, and the district even in its present unfinished state has amolv 
repaid the expenditure upon it. ^ ■'

1st. There are many of the charges, such as preliminary expenses, a good deal of the

These barriers form what are termed the keys to the drainage of the flat reaches 
above them. In carrying out the drainage works, the first efforts must be directed to cutting 

deeply through those barriers, and a heavy expense has to be incurred in that way, with 
scarcely any immediate advantage to the injured lands, until the barrier is completely cut 
through ; when this is done, however, the whole reach of injured lands above is at once 
relieved in a considerable degree, and the works necessary for then effecting its complete 
drainage are easy of execution, and of trifling expense, as compared with the results to be 
obtained. Now in those works already executed there are many instances of this sort where 
considerable expense has been incurred in cutting through the keys to extensive reaches of 
flat land?, but where very little benefit can be experienced until a comparatively slight further 
expense is gone to in completing those unfinished works. 

3rd. It is usual to e.vecute the works of the main cuts in the first instance, commencing, 
wherever practicable, at the lower end of the district and working upwards, leaving the light 
works at the upper end of the district, and in the branch lines to be done last. nW, as the 
main cuts in the lower divisions of the district have to carry off the drainage water of all the 
upper portions they are necessarily larger, and more expensive in comparison to the quantity 
ot injured lands immediately affected by them, than are the works in the upper divisions in 
companson to the extent of injured land in those parts. 

It is evident from these considerations, that if the works were to be all stopped at present 
and the exiieiise already incurred levied on the lands which have been relieved, those land^ 
would tiave to pay a much higher rate than would be fair, or than they would have to nav if 
'on completion in each district. The total estimated cost of draining

’pie works on Mantua bog were steadily proceeded witli, all the drains kept clear and the 
main drains enlarged, while the e.^ca^ation of the main cut was proceeded with as fast as the 
consolidation of the peat would admit of, On the 15th November, 1847, the flood having 
risen in the turlough, and the main cut having been sunk to a depth of 21 feet below the 
original surface of the bog, the water from the turlough broke into the new cut, and for the 
first time flowed by that means to the Breedogue. At this time the surface of the bog in the 
line of the new cut had sunk or subsided 13 or 14 feet in some places below its original level. 
The cut from Carrigeen to Kinclare turlough was also commenced aud nearly completed in 
the year 1847. ' ^ 



At Mantua bog the opemng and clearing of the drains was attended to carefully during the 
early part of 1848, and the main cut deepened nearly to the intended level, except at one point 
near the ^per end of the cut, where the bottom is still from 5 to 6 feet above the full intended 
depth. The surface of the bog is exceedingly dry and firm, and has sunk as much as 19 feet in 
some places in the line of the main cut.

The navigation channel has also been completed through Portna Shoal for a length of 800 
yaMs, and the river allowed to pass through it on the 14th November, 1848, 

i he current from that date having been visibly increased all the way up to Lough Neagh 
e spoil-banks at Portna having been levelled and soiled, some were restored to the 
tenants, and the rest are now ready for cultivation. 

A subslantiaUemporary bridge has been erected at Portglenone as a preliminary step to

At Portna and Movanagher the rock varied much in quality, some requiring little and some 
no powder. Ihe con^mption in these portions ofwork amounted, for this reason, to an 
average of only 1 Ib. of powder to 6 yards of rock. 

The quantity of fuse, I find generally to bear the proportion of one coil to 6 lbs. of powder. 



General OiservatioTis. 

The extent and difficult character of the excavation at the several shoals on the Lower 
Bann prevented suffiaeut progress being made in the removal of any of them during one 
season of 1847, to realize m any degree the practical results contemplated by this great 
measure j and though a great number of cubic yards were shifted in that year (272,000) yeti 
was unable to report that the fiood-waters of last winter were at all affected by it. I stated 
however, in my report of 1847, that “I had every prospect of being able, with tolerable 
favourable weather, to complete the excavation at some places, and in others so far to advance 
it as to produce a salutary effect in keeping down in some measure the flood-waters of next 
winter.” 

I have now the satisfaction to report that my anticipations have been fully borne out. 

The low lands lying between the Cults and Agivey, which were never dry at this season 
before, are now quite free from water, except a small portion about Agivey Bridge. 

From thence to Portna but little overflowing has taken place ; and from Portna to Portgle- 
none, and up to Lough Beg, the extensive flat meadows that have been invariably flooded long 
before this time of year, are now dry and available to the tenants, who have expressed them- 
selves grateful for the benefit thus conferred upon them. 

The “■ Creagh ’ itself and broad callow lands in the immediate neighbourhood of Toome 
Bridge, are now (with small exceptions) free from water — a state of things, I believe, unpre- 
redented at this season of the year — notwithstanding that the amount of rain that had fallen 
this last autumn was unusually great. 

Independent, then, of the actual progress made as to quantity, in the execution of the work 
which was to be done, the portions that have been advanced are such as to prove beneficial 
even in their unfinished state, in relieving the lands from flood, and thus tend to remove any 
doubt (hat may have existed in the public mind as to the ultimate success which must attend 
their final and entire completion. 

It will be seen, by the annual schedule of work and expenditure accompan)ting this Report, 
that the cost has for the most part been changeable to the navigation branch of the project, 
although the portion of original estimate peculiar to " drtunage ” on the whole measure is 
much the greater. 

The circumstance is thus accounted for, viz. : at each of the falls it was desirable, upon 
obvious practical grounds, that one-half the breadth of river for the whole length of shoal 
should be first enclosed and excavated. 

The Navigation Channel was in every instance naturally selected to begin with; for the

Mr. T. Smith, C.E. An ample supply of the most approved implements hating been furnished at all times to the 
labourers, and the working parties kept properly arranged by the superintendent, the superior 
skill and higher earnings of one party reacted so eSectuallyupon their less energetic neighbours 
(hat those who could at first earn but a small rate of wages ultimately ascended to the nighest 
scale. The rate of wages generally earned by the labourers fluctuated between Ij. 3d. and 
] j. 8t?., giving a fair average of about !«. 5d. per diem. 

_ The many and signal advantages of the task-work system so successfully pursued under the 
directions of the Board can only be duly appreciated by the parties actually engaged in carrying 
it out, and who in their constant intercourse with the labouring classes daily witness its iiinu- 
merable beneficial effects, based as it is upon essential justice to all parties concerned. While it 
protects the interests of the employer, it guarantees to the industrious and able-bodied man 
the fair fruits of his superior exertions ; it. stimulates the apathetic and idle into active habits of 
industry, and, not the least of its advantages, it effectually banishes out of the labour circle 
the few incorrigible characters, whose laziness admits of no cure, to be found in all com- 
munities. 

It is also gratifying to me to be able to state that the system has given perfect satisfaction to 
die labourers themselves, and their confidence in its utility is fully established. I have 
moreover, much satisfaction in being able to record my humble testimony of the general good 
conduct of the labouring population of this locality ; in no case has the slightest appearance 
of riot occurred upon ^ the works, and at a period of the year when many other parts of the 
kingdom were much di.sturbed, nothing but steady attention to their employment, and strict 
obedience to the laws of the country, c^racterised the working classes of this neighbourhood. 

KilmannotJt District — County of Wesford. 

I ain able to say that the works of this district will be completed and finally closed bv the 
first of next month (June). I could have them done somewhat sooner, only that I wish the 
earthen filling at back of old canseway to remain a short time to consolidate before puttins on 
tlie sodding ; but the date I mention will see the whole complete, as what remains to be done 
is very light. 

Upon my visit on the 17th April (49) I examined every division of the reclaimed land, but 
not able on that occasion to see Mr. Haughton, from whom I wished to learn some par- 
tiOTlars respecting the crops, &c., and I therefore thought it best to postpone any statement on 
yesterday, however, I walked over the crops in eom-

MEMOEANDUM by Mr. ROBERT HARDING on the R«ults of the Works in the 

Districts of the Blackwater, Counties Meath and Kildare ; Oranhill, County Galway ^ Burri- 

sokanCj County Tipperary ; Kilaiannockj County Wexford ; and Kilcock, County Meath. 

In making revised valuations for the purposes of final award in drainage districts, I observed 
manifest improvements in all the lands relieved from floods, some of which I deem it right to 
mendon. In the Blackwater district, I saw a herdsman belonging to one of the proprietors 
cutting the hay crop of 1841, in the month of April, 1842, to be used as litter. He was half- 
way to his knees in water while cutting it. I saw the same man mowing the same land in 
August, 1848, which he had taken from his master at 51. per Irish acre as con-acre meadow. 
Some of the lands in this district have produced four tons of. good hay to the Irish acre since 
the works were completed. _ _ . • 

On other lands in this district, which were used as.grazing in the year 1848, after having 
what was considered a full quantity of cattle during the season, the produce was so abundant 
that the cattle were unable to eat it down, and me occupier had it mowed in August, and 
estimated that he would have a ton and a-half of hay per Irish acre, in addition to feeding his 
cattle during the season. 

In addition to the above, there have been wheat, oats, turnips, potatoes, cabbages, mangel- 
wurzel, grown on lands that a few years ago were under floods for half the year. 

For the improvement effected, the proprietors will have to pay about 5s. per acre for 20 
years, when the whole debt will have been paid off, and they will have the whole advantage 
without further charge. 

OrarJiiU District. 

A quantity of flooded land, which was let to tenants-at-will for 151. per annum, was 
surrendered and given up to the landlord, from the uncertsunty of getting anything off it, .and 
which, in the most fevourable season previous to the drainage works, would not produce more 
than 307. The herdsman employed by the proprietor to look after the grazing cattle . states it 
now produces 1507. for the season’s grass, and some of the adjoining tenants state it would 
produce 2007. at least. For the improvement effected, the proprietors will have to pay about 
5s. 6c7. per acre for 22 years, when the whole debt will have been paid off, and the whole 
advantage will be had without further charge. 

Some of the lands in this district, which have been frequently under floods for 10 months in 
the year, had, amongst other crops, in 1848, a crop of white carrots, which the owner valued 
at 207. per Irish acre after all expenses of cultivation was paid. 

Borrisokane District. 

The flooded lands of this district have almost all been cultivated before tfie works were 
completed, and had crops of oats, rape, potatoes, turnips, cabbages, gold of pleasure &c. Two 
men, holding jointly about 35 acres of land that was in a very had state previous to the works, 
stated that the first year’s crop of oats and rape w-ould more than pay the entire sum charge- 
able to their lands, although one-half the land subject to floods was not cultivated. Many of 
the occupiers admitted that their crops of rape cleared from 157. to 257. per Irish acre, and 
this Ml land that could never, before the Drainage Works, be cultivated. A portion of land 
valued at 2s. per acre previous to drainage, was taken by lease after the drainage at 13s. per 
acre, and the tenant then thorough drained and fenced it, and had turnips and oats on it in 
September, 1 848. 

The annual sum to be paid for the improvement effected on these lands will be about 5s. 
per acre for 20 years, when the whole debt vrill be paid off. 

Kilmarmock District. 

In the Kilmannock district, which is an embanking of slob lands from the sea, one of the 
proprietors interested who gave much opposition to the undertaking on the score of the great 
expense that would be consequent upon the difficulty of the undert^ing, has since let some of 
the slob lands at the rate of 37. 10s. per Irish acre, and was paid a fine in addition. He 
would let for no longer term than five years. Now the fine paid, with interest on it at five per 
cent, per annum, brings the actual rent up to 57. 3 j. 4c 7. per Irish acre during the term of five 
years; and if this be, as it is considered, a fair rent, it will leave a considerable profit to ^e 
proprietor after paying all expenses connected with the undertaking. 

Kihock District. 

In the Kilcock district, lands that were almost marshes have oats planted in them this 
present year. 

The year 1848 produced more than an average crop of hay in Ireland, yet the hay grown 
on some of these flats has been sold at 2s. to 2s. 9d. per cwt. ; while the hay grown on the 
same lands previous to the drainage never brought more than 10i7. to Is. per cwt., even in the 
seasons when they were able to save the crop, showing the improved quality of the herbage 
In the old state of things, the grass, when cut, had to be taken out of the water to the high 
lands in order to save it. In 1848, part of the grass had also to be taken to the high lands off 
the dry flats ; the crop was so abundant that it lay too thick on its own sward to permit of its 
being properly saved.

Memorialof I4th May read. Mr.Banycxplainedobjeetofinccting. It was held pursuant 
to the terms of the 8th and 9th Viet., c. IDS, to ascertain the pi^opricty of extendinir the 
open season to the month of May, the 19th Section of the Act giving to the Coimnissioners 
a power, upon inquiry, to exteai the open season biit for purposes of replenishing and 
suTOlying artificial bed only. 

^10 several Sections of the Act referring to the subject having been read 

Mr. William Hill presented himself, and tendered his evidence in favour of the prayer* 
of the memorial. 

Is a resident of Faversham, in Kent ; is a member of the Faversham Oyster Company, 
which is a prescriptive corporation existing for many centuries. The fraternity of fisher- 
men of Faversham, existed antecedent to the reign of Henry II. ; is also engaged in the 
trade on his own private account, and an agent for Mr. David Thomas i^lston, an 
extensive oyster merchant in London, employing from 40 to 50 vessels in London, in size 
from 8 to 60 tons. The smaller vessels are used in dredging from the home banks ; those 
from 30 to 40 tons transport to and from the near markets ; and the laige vessels, from 
40 to 60 tons, are used for the conveyance from Ireland and from Jersey. Mr. Allston 
seldom expends lera that 14,0001. annually in the purchase of stock for his beds, and the 
demand is more likely to increase than to diminish. Last year Mr. Hill first visited 
■Ireland ; he fii-st proceeded from Westport to Mayo, thence to Galway, to Kenmarc to 
Bantry, Cork, Waterford and Wexford ; and, after having examined all these places 
selected ,<4riZow as decidedly the most favourable point from whence a supply for the Enalish 
beds may he procured. 

_ The banks arc qpe?i sea hanhs, in strong sea water, and with moderate care inexhaustible • 
IS quite ranvmced that the open season may with perfect safety be extended to the 3lst 
May. The most fevourable period for laying down stock is from the middle of February 
to the end of May ; the last month is generally thought the best, because the weather is 
more modeiute, and they bear a voyage of eight days at that time better than of three 
days at a later period. The peculiar state of flie oyster, in regard to the ricriod of sresta- 
ion u also favourable in those months. About June it begins to spat, and continues 
till the end of Allgust; vv no account commence fishing on the Arklow banks 

l^foie tho 1st September ; thinks that though the oysters may be removed without 
danger of exhaustion during the month of May, for the purposes of stock and breed, it is 
1 1 ’ the preceding month. It is important that stock for 

breed should be deposited not later than May. The spat shed in Am shows itself on the 
^ound, on other oysters or on stones, about the 6th or 8th of August, while that whicli 
frlls in August does not show till Michaelmas. After the month of May the ovsters 
beimme milky and thewe would ^ bounds to the extent of injury done^by drctlirina- 
later than that month, or earlier than 1st September, the operation o'f increase and fru^ 
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tification being in fall progress during the whole month of August. Witness has been at 
Jersey, as well as at Concale, Calais, Dieppe, and other ports of Prance, where the oyster 
tiadeand the fructification of the stock has become quite a science, and he has there 
round those opinions universally admitted. 

The bottom best suited for the cultivation or production of oysters is one composed of 
large shells ; and where artificial beds are made, broken shells aroused. Any spat that 
tails on mud or sand is lost, and bottoms where seaweed abounds arc very bad. On 
.so^ of the best beds on the French coast there are from 16 to 25 fathoms water. 

^ Tlie spat often forms on the old oysters in a bed, and they are the very best deposit©* 
lies ; ivhen they form thus in small numbers, two or three, they stick to the oyster, but 
sometimes 10 to 20 will so form, and they generally shove themselves off when they grow. 

Some of the Favei-shain beds are dry at low-water spring tides, while others have five 
or six fathoms water over them at all times. Has observed no difference in advantage in 
point of growth, but those in the deepest water are most Halle to injury by heavy ^ows, 
where there is an influx of fresh water, which, however, is considered an advantage to the 
artificial beds, inasmuch as it brin^ with it silt, in which there arc animalculue, which 
compose the food of the oyster. For the same reason snmv water, to a moderate extent, 
contributes to fattening the oyster, but in excess is destruction to life. 

Is well acquainted with the oyster fisheries of Queensborongh ; it derived its greatest 
advantage from the silt brought by the waters of the Swale, and from the union which 
subsisted among the fishers, who were formerly a corporation, and used to nurture and 
cultivate their beds collectively ; but internal dissention had materially deteriorated the 
productiveness of the beds. 

The system of dredging pursued at Arklow is deplorably defective, as well as unneces- 
sarily laborious. 

The Irish dredges are too large and ponderous, weighing generally to 3 cwt., while 
the English dredge seldom exceeds 35 lbs, the cost of the latter being 18s. to 20s., while 
the Irish engine costs 4?. 10s. 'I he English dredges work from one to six of these small 
dredges in one vessel, while here not more than one is ever used. 

Alioat of 10 tons will work three di-edgcs, and bo filled in one-half the time. The 
Arklow boats are from 8 to 14 tons. Another great advantage of the small dredges is, 
that they can be used in light winds. 

Dredges of the best kind are furnished by Daniel Couchman, of Faversham, in Kent. 
(Here an Arklow man_ cried out, “ I suppose, you want us to wear boots and petticoats 
also.”) Mr. Hill replied, “ Indeed, I should much like to see you able to use those and 
other eomfoi-ts which would contribute to your health and happiness.” 

Witness is convinced that a reciprocally beneficial trade may be can-ied on to a con- 
siderable extent between Arklow and the coast of Kent and Essex. Knows that in 1843, 
not less than 8,0C0?. was expended in Arklow for the purchase of oysters for breed for the 
coast of England. 

A vessel will cany in or about 10 banels, of 32 gallons to the ton, old measurement, of 
the general run of Arklow oysters ; these are about ] ,500 to the barrel, and the price 
whidi he and Mr. Williamson, the other buyer', have latterly been ginng, was 6s. per 
barrel; a cargo will stand a voyage of 10 days safely, if in good season. 

It is of gi'cat importance to be able to pass the oysters directly from the boats into the 
cutters, ana when the weather is quite practicable, by giving notice to the fishermen ; the 
only instance that he has ever seen of anything like turbulence, was in the rude anxiety to 
get their- fish taken from them ; in one case they injured one of his vessels, but certainly 
not intentionally. In cases where it has been impossible to take the oysters into the vessel, 
they have laid them doivu at Wicklow, at some considerable expense ; but in those cases 
the poor people readily made an allowance of one barrel in ten towards the expense. 

Every cargo costs upwards of 2501., for which the people arc paid down on delivery ; but 
they arc so poor as sometimes to require a small advance, \vhidi is given with perfect 
safety. 

Mr. Hill, and the other gentleman, have already expended LOOO?. this season ; but the 
demand for their establishments in England would enable him to take treble the quan- 
tity ; the price is reasonable, he does not complain of it ; nor would he of a higher price, 
if there was not such a mixtui'c of small and unsuitable fish. The establishment of a 
byc-lavv, restraining the taking of oysters under tivo inches diameter, would be useful both 
to buyers and seller's ; they should be required to throw all small fish back. 

The regulation in England and France, under the Convention Act, is 2i inches, and is 
strictly enforced by the cruizers ; they arc provided with a ring of 2^ inches, and all shells 
of which the widest part will pass through that ring must be thrown back into the water. 

The Convention is very strictly enfore^ in France ; it is much more often contravened by 
the British than by the French. 

A great supply of stock and brood oj'stcrs is di'awn fe'om Jersey ; but the oysters of that 
coast won’t stand so long a voyage; the shell partakes of the nature of the soil, being chalk, 
and is much softer and liable to decomposition than the shell of the Irish oyster. 

Is quite sure that the Arklow oystfrs are more or less effected by the impregnation of copper 
in the bottom of the river, the influx of which would otherwise he beneficial. They are there- 
fore the best suited for transplantation, because, after about four months they purge them- 
selves of the eopper'flavour when spatting the spawn ; this is known to be the case in 
Falmouth Harbour, where the oysters are absolutely green from copper, and not fit for 
use until they have been transplanted, and remained at least four months in the beds. 

Is firmly convinced in his conscience, and would pledge his character, that the extension 
to the 31st May will be most useful, and in no way injurious.

When any person makes an application, he should be asked in what district and 
electoral division ho wishes to take out his licence, and for what particular engine. 

Licences for rods are available in all parts of Ireland, but the duty will go to the 
augmentation of the_ funds of the district where the licence is taken, and the party obtain- 
ing it can only vote in the electoral division for which it may be obtained. 

Licences for all other engines, except for rods, are only available for the district wlrcrc 
they are taken out, but should be taken for the electoral division in which they are to be 
used, to enable the party to vote in the locality in which he is interested. 

_ The sub-distributer will then fill up the several blanks in the proper form of licence

1st. Under the words “Fisheries, 11th and 12th-Vic. cap. 92/' 
name of the town, or place of his own residence. 

2nd. He will fill the numbers consecutively, as the licences for each Icincl are 
issued. 

3rd. He will fill in the name and residence of the owner of the engine for which the 
licence is required. ° 

4th. He will sign the licence, and after having correctly filled in the bloclcs or conn- 
terfoils, he will issue the licence, on receiving payment of the duty. 

Each distributer will be charged, in the first instance, with the amount oi' duty on all 
the licences sent to hun, and he will be required to account for the same, cithof for his 
cyh f aymenta to the Commissionoi-a of Putlic Works or Pishanos, or by the productioai 
ofthe liceiices not distributed, and the blocks or counletfoil of those distribntedi there- 
fore, the sub-distributer should carefully nreaervo any licence that may, from error in 
nlling, or any other cause, have been cancelled. 

Parties having taken out licences should bo informed that if, instead of votine them- 
selves at the election of conservators, they ate disposed to name proxies, to veto nt the 
Sm »» by endorsement on the licence, whioli
